TO ALL MEMBERS OF THE BEHAR LIGHT 
HORSE, AUXILIARY FORCE (INDIA).

This History of the Behar Light Horse was originally 
started by Major G. W. Disney and by Major F. R. Filgate 
who as Puss in Boots ” will be remembered to many 
of us. The early life of the Regiment has been fairly 
well dealt with by these two officers. Unfortunately their 
account closes with the year of 1917. I am afraid there 
will be a big gap after this as it appears some old records 
have been destroyed either by the earthquake of 1934 
or by some uninterested Adjutant. The fact remains 
however that there is a gap and the present Adjutant 
Captain E. C. Ford is working hard at it to fill in the 
intervening years. 

The Auxiliary Force, India, has been disbanded as from 
14 th August, 1947, and India has been given her Indepen¬ 
dence. Messages have been received from His Excellency 
the Governor-General, the Commander-in-Chief, the 
General Officer Commanding Eastern Command, and 
from the Area Commander. These messages are reprinted 
and shown in the Appendix. 

As I am at this time in Command of the Regiment, 
I have the unpleasant task of winding up the unit, and 
as this book will be the closing chapter to the life of a fine 
Regiment which I have had the honour to Command now 
for 0 years, I feel I should be failing in my duty if 
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I did not put into print the very grand record which the 
Regiment has maintained, and the fine name it has made 
for itself. 

I am afraid I must bring in my own personal record 
a little, and I ask my readers to forgive my doing this. 
I wish only to show the type of recruit that joined in 
my day, ami that, was in 1907. \Y T e all joined in more 
or less the same way. 

I first came to Behar in June 1907 and joined a very 
well-known indigo factory in Champaran on the large 
salary of Rs. 150/- a month. As soon as I joined, my 
“ boss ” said ” You will have to have a charger and join 
the Behar Light Horse.” Well this was my first shock 
as I was a poor lad with no money and I knew that a 
“ charger ” would cost Rs. 500/- to Rs. 600/-. My boss ” 
must have seem my face drop a good deal, for he imme¬ 
diately said “ You can take a loan on your pay.’’ 

The charger was ordered from that famous Australian 
importer. Mr. Alfred Milton, and so f started as a full-blown 
Trooper in the B.L.1L, very proud of my uniform, aud 
my charger, and extremely proud of the fact that 1 had 
been enrolled as in those days we were particular as to 
who was asked to join. I relate this tale just to show 
how one generally joined. 

We were all planters with a few from the Indian Civil 
Service and the Indian Police. I may say we got full 
co-operation from the Governors of the province who 
encouraged Civilian Officers to join, in fact to put it more 
bluntly they had to join, and I cannot do better than quote 
from a speech made by Sir Charles Bayley, Governor of 
the province and our Honorary Colonel. He says, “ I am 
convinced that a Regiment, like the Behar Light Horse, 
is a real asset to the Empire. Its primary purpose is 
defence, and speaking under correction from General 
Mahon, I venture to say that no one who saw the workman¬ 
like turn-out of men and horses yesterday can doubt the 
value of the Corps in this respect. It has however another 
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and an equally great, value in my eyes in the way that it 
brings non-officials and officials together and promotes 
between them good fellowship and inter-subordination, 
or, in other words, the solidarity of the ruling race in 
India. I could not help thinking yesterday when I saw 
you all on parade what an object-lesson such scenes afford 
to those who persist in writing and speaking as if there 
were some essential difference between those whose 
business it is to, and those who do so much to make India 
worth governing.” These words define the object very 
well. On parade and at the Annual Camp of Exercise 
it did not matter one little bit who the man was, the 
Commissioner of the Division, the Inspector-General of 
Police or who it was, he was just Tom, Dick or Harry to 
everyone and I must give the officials their due, they 
played the game and took their raggings like “ good ’uns.” 
The lecturer in the story told about “ The Keep ” bv 
Captain Henry given later on in this book rose to be the 
Governor of Orissa and was known as Hindenburg ’ 
during the Camp in question. He wore the good old dark 
blue Cavalry coat which we all bought, and used to stride 
about in a most determined manner, hence his nickname. 

Stories told about deeds done at the Camp would fill a 
book and alas ! there are but few now left to relate them. 
Those of you who are of my year will remember the famous 
Tubby Abbot, and I must relate a story about him which 
must remain as a record. When His Majesty King 
George V visited Arrali on 17th December, 1911, a Guard 
of Honour formed by the Behar Light Horse was detailed 
to be at the Church where His Majesty was to attend 
Divine service. As usual we had been waiting all keyed 
up for hours and were thoroughly fed up at the long 
wait. There appeared coming down the road and pedal¬ 
ling as hard as he could a Sub-Inspector of Police. Tubby 
shouted “ Where are you going.” The reply was “ The 
King is coming.” “ We know that you B. F.” said Tubby, 
“ go back again to where you have come from.” The poor 
S. I. returned. A little further down the road a famous

^ritish Regiment was also on parade and they had been 
told that they would be given information of the arrival 
of the Royal train. When the Royal party did arrive the 
British Troops were all standing at ease and when the 
C.O. heard what had happened he was very angry and 
passed orders that no compliments were to be paid to the 
Behar Light Horse. We were all encamped on the side 
of the road with our Quarter Guard just inside the gate. 
The British Regiment came marching down the road with 
their colours flying and band playing, and as the head 
of the Column got to our gate, there was a voice “ Eyes 
left ” and Tubby, who was in the middle of having a bath 
out in the open, stood up rigidly and took the salute 
stark naked. I think I am right in saying the Guard 
Commander was so taken aback that he forgot (in true 
Behar Light Horse style) to call out the guard and so 
honours were even I think : I may say it was " Tubby ” 
who gave the “ Eyes left.” This by no means was the 
end of the day for him or for us. We had to entrain that 
evening for our return. Tubby took all the oflieers’ 
reservation tickets down and every time the train started 
he pulled the chain and it was only when the remainder 
of his gang, those famous two Dicky Waller and Lock, 
had got him under control that the train was allowed 
to start. The train pulled up at Dinapore and we got 
out to have a drink in the Refreshment Room. In 
bounced Tubby, “ Have you heard the news, boys ? The 
King is standing drinks.” This was quite enough, and I am 
sorry to say the whole place was ransacked, and the poor 
Manager was told to send the bill to King George! 
Messrs. Kellners however were fully compensated, but 
I am afraid the poor Officers of the Regiment had to stump 
up. Poof Tubby, alas he is no longer, he loved his Camp 
of Exercise and I really don’t think lie and his gang, who 
were just- as bad as he was, slept a wink during the whole 
Camp. It was one continuous rag for them, and strength 
was given them in the amount of spirit they consumed. 
Like so many others, it was only at the Camp or at a party 
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that the heavy drinking was done and a good many were 
extremely moderate as soon as they got, back to their 
Factories. There is another tale about “ Tubby.” One 
day “ A ” Troop were at Rifle, practice on the range under 
their Troop Commander who happened to be the Commis¬ 
sioner of the Division. A quiet old elephant advanced 
from the side of the Firing Point, and was going to walk 
across the line of fire. Then* was no Mahout on its back, 
and it was unattended. Tubby immediately said That 
elephant is Musth and is making for the Bazar.” 

“ What do you think we ought to do,” said the Officer. 
” Shoot it,” said Tubby, “ or else it will kill somebody.” 
So the order was given to fire at it. The poor old elephant 
went off as hard as it. could, and eventually fell down dead 
near the railway line. It, was discovered later that 
it, was a female, and females do not go “ Musth.” 
A case was instituted by the owner against the officer for 
damages, and after a good deal of trouble, the matter was 
hushed up by payment of a suitable compensation. Tubbv 
knew all along that it was a female. 

The Regiment had its own tailoring firm, Messrs. 
Worby <k Co., and Mr. Dugglbv was their cutter, and 
a fine pair of breeches he cut. When things were not 
too good, the firm had to close* down and Mr. Dugglbv 
was sent Home. In the Sergeants' Mess one camp, he was 
saying he; was going Home, so one* e>f the Instructors said 
” Ome { What are* you going Ome for.'' “ Oh,” said 
Mr. Dugglbv, •‘just, for a bit e>f hunting.” ‘‘The only 
'unting you’ll elo, is Tinting for a job, you bloody old Cloth 
Butcher ” was the* reply. Such tales are, as I have already 
said, many, but few are left now to tell them, so I take 
this opportunity of putting a few em recorel. I see mention 
has already been made of that, fine Officer Captain Barton, 
who insisted upem coming on parade in spite of the Doctor 
having told him not. to ride, and how he dropped down 
dead during the March Past. There is also the case of 
another Officer Major Sandy Brown who went all through 
France in a Cavalry Regiment during the Great War of 
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1914-18, how he stuck a fine Boar behind the lines, 
and so introduced Pig-sticking there also. This Officer 
was mad keen on “ Sticking ” and Polo. He had, I believe, 
been told to stop riding, but as in the case of Captain Bar¬ 
ton, he went on. He died on the Polo ground just after 
having played a chukker of Polo. His widow presented a 
Gong to the Regiment in memory of her late husband, 
and I quote from the inscription on the stand - 

“ In memory of 

Major James Alexander Sandy Brown, V.D., of Kasauli 
Indigo Concern, who died on 18th October, 1931, of 
heart-failure at Polo, age\5b. 

He served in South Africa and in the Croat War, 
and was a. Member of the Bohar Light Horse, 
1898-1931.” 

Presented by Mrs. Sandy Brown— 

‘‘ And this man died leaving his death to be an 
example of a Noble Courage and a Memorial of 
Virtue, not only unto Young Men, but unto all 
the Nation.” 

I am sure poor old Sandy would not have wished 
for a better death, and in fact, could there be a better 
or more noble way of dying. 

In case I bore my readers any more, I must get on to 
more serious matters and close this preface. During my 
Command, we have had rather troublesome times. First 
of all there was the Second Great War, starting in 1939, 
and of course all the younger members and some of the 
older, joined up, and gradually our numbers became less 
and less, until our final figure now is 91 Active and 
Reserve. Next came the 1942 troubles, when we were 
embodied, and unfortunately we were kept embodied 
for some months after the trouble was over, and British 
Troops had come to help. This had bad repercussions 
and members who were in business though^ that we had 
been kept at it too long, and that their business had been 
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affected, and so they resigned. Our numbers therefore 
further decreased, and it became extremely difficult to 
get people to come on parade, and so it was quite 
impossible to hold the Annual Camp of Exercise. 

Further on in this book a story or two about the 1942 
troubles is given to show how the Behar Light Horse 
were employed. 

After this l decided to hold small Camps at local 
Troop centres and this worked for a couple of years, 
but eventually this died a natural death. Then we 
were given some Armoured Fighting Vehicles and I 
am glad to say great interest was shown and I have 
to thank Lieutenant A. J. B. Vincent for the great 
keenness which he instilled into his Troop who turned 
out regularly and took their vehicles out at all times 
of day and night under very unpleasant conditions. 
They did some most useful road reconnaissance: and 
proved that the vehicles could be taken along most 
of the roads in the Division, fn this connection I 
have to thank R.8.M. Micky Weatherall, who was in the 
early part responsible for putting the vehicles into 
really first-class order and maintained them so, until 
Military personnel came from the I.E.M.E. for main¬ 
tenance after which we had endless trouble ! I was then 
able to get radio sets issued to certain centres and here 
again Lieutenant Vincent gave me great help and I 
appointed him Signal Officer. He and the members under 
him were very keen and were in communication with each 
other three times a day, and I am most grateful to them for 
their co-operation and help. Before I close this chapter I 
wish to thank all members who have so loyally co-operated 
with me in rather difficult times. I desire also to thank 
the Adjutant Captain E. C. Ford, Royal Tank Regiment, 
and the staff including the menial staff for all they have 
done for the Corps and in maintaining its efficiency. I 
have granted a small gratuity to all from the Adjutant 
down to the lowest paid menial and a list showing their 
services and the amount given is in the Appendix. I ask 
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them to accept this as a small gratification for all they 
have done for me and the Regiment. 

The assets obtained from the sale of the Bungalow 
and other Corps property is put in Trust and the 
following have been appointed to govern the expendi¬ 
ture :—

A Committee was formed to decide what was to 
be done with the trophies, and the trophies have all 
been distributed to selected members. One has been 
presented to the Royal United Services Museum, White¬ 
hall, London, and one to the High Commissioner for India 
along with this History of the Behar Light Horse. 
The Appendix gives a distribution list together with the 
reason why the particular member has received his 
particular trophy. 

It is time for me now to close this chapter It is said 
<k Old soldiers never die, but only fade away.” So let 
us now just quietly fade away. 



LETTER BY CAPTAIN J. HENRY. 

I have been asked to write about the Behar Light Horse, 
as it used to be. When I joined the Corps in 1895, four 
Squadrons, each of four Troops of sixteen files, turned out 
at the annual inspection. 

The privilege of belonging to the Corps cost the Trooper 
a considerable amount every year. He got no pay or 
horse allowance and had to buy his own uniform. Govern¬ 
ment did not even supply the saddlery. A well-known 
Indigo Concern proprietor, Mr. Lauchlan Macdonald, 
presented the Regiment with a hundred sets of military 
type saddles and bridles in the early nineties, and a few' 
other Concerns followed his example, and provided 
saddlery for their Assistants. This was the first attempt 
at getting a uniform type of saddlery, but for a consider¬ 
able time after I joined, many men turned out with what 
were known as semi-military saddles which they purchased 
themselves. 

One great difference between those days and the period 
after 1918 was that no member had ever been on service. 
The considerable number of ex-officers who later joined 
the Corps were a valuable addition, though some of them 
were frankly bored, f remember one Trooper, a holder 
of the M.O., coming on a Colonel’s inspection with no rifle. 
His excuse was that he had not been issued with a rifle 
bucket and this might have passed, but in indignant 
Instructor, new to the ways of the B.L.H., piped up with 
“ I took him one, but he said to take the bloody thing 
away, as his horse didn’t like it." To return to the old 
days—discipline as known in the regular army did, not 
exist, but the good spirit which prevailed replaced it fairly 
satisfactorily. 
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The officers were elected by the Troop in which a vacancy 
occurred, and were almost invariably Managers of Indigo 
Concerns, whose personal influence counteracted their 
lack of technical knowledge. Proficiency examinations 
were held during the annual camp and candidates for 
promotion had to do a written paper and put a Troop 
through a few simple movements, under the eye of the 
inspecting officer. One newlv-elccted officer, a splendidly- 
made big man, when ordered to tell off his Troop, got 
stage fright and dried up. One or two Troopers grinned, 
and the officer shook his fist and said, ” If any beggar 
laughs I’ll kill him.’’ The Troop sat rigidly at attention 
and the inspecting officer said, “ This officer has remarkable 
control over his men.” Incidentally, that officer's son, 
who came out to his father's concern, joined up in 1911, 
and was killed. 

The annual camps were lively affairs after the day s 
work was done and one had either to be very discreet, 
or have a. very strong head. The three Wilson brothers, 
“ Bones,” “ Skin ” and u Rags,” were prominent 
characters. Bones is said to have been challenged, after 
dinner, to drink beer against another man, and the story 
goes that he had his opponent out after the twelfth bottle, 
and then drank his thirteenth, standing on his head, 
propped against a tent pole, out of the wrong side of the 
glass. Rags was the hero of many stories. An elderly 
Major who disliked going out into the cold at night used 
to keep in his tent a certain chamber utensil. This article 
was discovered one morning, on the top of the flag-pole 
outside the orderly room tent. The flag-pole, a single 
bamboo, which must have been a risky climb, had to be 
dismantled to get the ornament down. Everyone knew 
“ Rags ” had done it, but the culprit was not officially 
discovered. “ Rags ” drew well and was a first class 
hand at caricature. At one camp, an officer gave a lecture 
on holding a defence post. He described the outer peri¬ 
meter, and how in the centre, was the house which hp 
called “ the keep.” After he had done, “ Rags ” went 
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to th<* blackboard atul muik a childish drawing of a house, 
three windows above, and two windows with a door below. 
In front of the house he drew a very fully developed lady 
with a large hat, while looking in from the edge of the 
picture was the unmistakable profile of the lecturer under 
an officer’s peaked cap and a hand holding a sword. He 
added tin* title “ Defence of House and Keep.” 

Two other men who combined toughness and wit and 
who were utterly irresponsible, were the Taylor brothers. 
An inspecting Colonel gave us a lecture one evening on 
Cavalry tactics and said the latest theory was the French 
one of '* Los Bounds Successes,"' or successive bounds. 
He ended up by ticking us off for always galloping our 
horses when we got out on our own. Next day we marched 
into Muzaff’arpur and half-way in we were halted in a 
big mango tope by the roadside. Reggie Taylor had 
fallen out to adjust his girths and on starting to rejoin us, 
lie saw a long empty road in front of him. Thinking the 
Regiment had gone right ahead, he started galloping like 
blazes past us. I was then the Colonel's trumpeter and 
was sent to call him in. The Colonel attacked him at 
once " Did you not hear the lecture last night ? ” To 
which Reggie replied “ Yes sir. I was trying to comply 
with it.” " What the devil do you mean ” said the 
Colonel, and was calmly told ” 1 was proceeding in ' Los 
Bounds Successifs ’ or successive bounds.” 

The first day’s drill in camp was a trying experience. The 
Colonel only got two or three days in the whole year, when 
he had a chance of regimental drill and was determined 
not to lose a minute of it. The result was that we got a 
couple of hours’ troop drill and then squadron drill on the 
first morning, and in the afternoon regimental drill began. 
Men and horses, a regular officer would not have considered 
fit to do more than troop drill at a walk, were made to do 
all sorts of movements at fast paces. The crushing and 
jostling were terrific and everyone in the ranks got very 
sore knees from his neighbours' carbine butt and sword 
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hilt. Serious accidents were very rare, though I believe 
a horse was killed at a local parade in Muzaffarpur when 
a sword was forced from the scabbard in a crush in the 
ranks. 

Real buck jumpers were not uncommon as many men 
bought practically raw walers off the ship in Calcutta. 
An Australian named Cordon used to bring a string of 
horses every year to Muzaffarpur and show them off 
himself. One day he was clean bucked and landed with 
the. saddle between his knees and the girths unbroken. 
The horse had done the old trick of swelling himself out. 
when he was girthed. All Cordon said was That's not 
fair, I never left the saddle. " 

The Behar polo height was then 13'2 hands and as these 
small animals were not allowed on parade, men who played 
polo, as most, of them did, had to keep a charger as well 
as their ponies. 

The first signs of the crash of the indigo industry had 
appeared by late 1899, when the Boer War started, and 
many concerns were reducing staff. This contributed to 
the splendid response when the B.L.H. was invited to 
send a contingent to Lumsden’s Horse. Fifty-four men 
volunteered, and made up a quarter of the new Corps, 
no other Volunteer Regiment sending more than half that 
number. Barely two dozen men returned to Behar, while 
of the others, three were killed in action, and about ten 
got commissions in the regular army. All but two of the 
contingent were Indigo Planters and this was the first 
big reduction in the numbers of the Behar Planters. Upton 
Case who was killed in the first scrap we had, should never 
have been out that day. He and I were on outlying picket, 
the night before, and were together in our turn as double 
sentries on the picket. He had such bad ague he, could 
not stand up, and when we returned to camp next morning 
and found the regiment saddling up, I tried to persuade 
him to report sick, but he said he couldn’t possibly do it, 
when we were starting for our first fight. 
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An elaborate programme was prepared for the .Jubilee 
of the Regiment (I can’t remember the exact year) but 
the celebrations were marred by the death of Captain 
Barton who died of heart-failure while leading “ I) ” Troop 
in the gallop past by squadrons. His doctor had warned 
him repeatedly to give up polo and hard riding but he 
wouldn’t listen. The Regiment was in camp at Burrum- 
poora and a party of his Troop carried him back to camp, 
over the bund by Daudpore Factory. Two men resting 
on their arms reversed stood guard all night over his body. 
They had to be relieved at pretty short intervals, and 
I can say from mv own spell, how great the strain of 
holding the position was to an untrained man. Next day, 
•Jumbo McDowell, who died two or three years ago, as a 
Brigadier, coached a picked party of Captain Barton’s 
troop, in the difficult drill of the firing party, and with 
every man seriously anxious to do it properly, soon had 
them fairly efficient. The Band of the Highland Light 
Infantry wore in Muzaffarpur for the Jubilee parade and 
the dances, and played the Dead March in Saul on the 
way to the cemeterv, and their buglers sounded the last 
post over the grave. I think this was the only military 
funeral, attended by the whole Corps, in the history of 
the Behar Light Horse. In accordance with custom. 
Captain Barton’s charger was led behind the coffin, with 
the dead officer's boots reversed in the stirrups and this 
horse was being taken back to camp, when it met a motor 
car with headlights on. It took fright and in bolting 
off, attempted to pass between the headlights, with the 
result that it turned a somersault on to the windscreen. 
The occupants of the car got off with minor cuts and 
bruises, and although the syce, spent most of the night 
picking pieces of glass out of the horse’s skin, it was not 
seriously injured. 

My Troop were once out on a field day and one of my 
patrols brought in a prisoner and reported that he hail 
found him inside the enclosure of a hut. The prisoner was 
the then Collector of Muzatfarpur, an amiable person of 
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musical tastes and irreproachable habits. When the 
patrol leader finished his report, a voice came from the 
ranks behind me: “Wenching again, Barney,” the 
interruption coming from one of the prisoner’s own Sub- 
divisional Officers. Barney ” was certainly not of the 
type of old-fashioned “ heaven born ” who gave rise to 
the story of the senior I.O.S. man who died and at heaven’s 
gate waved St. Peter peremptorily aside, and said 
haughtily fck God ko bolao.” 

One General showed an extraordinary lack of knowledge 
of how the B.L.H. was recruited. lie was driving into 
camp with the Adjutant, and passed a man who saluted. 
The Adjutant, showing off the lions, said that man’s father 
was Archbishop of Canterbury and his brother is now 
Archbishop of York. The General was shocked and said : 
“ He must be a son of my old headmaster at Rugby. Ts it 
drink has brought the poor fellow to being in the ranks V y 
Freddie Temple got well ragged over that. That night 
the General gave a lecture and appealed for subscriptions 
for the Red Cross, and said : “ 1 can't ask you to give 

much, but I’m sure many of you can give at least four 
annas.” He couldn’t have taken a better line if he had 
been trying to be artful, as many men were stung into 
giving more than they otherwise would. 

I am one of the few left who were members of the Behar 
Light Horse when it was at the very top of its strength, 
and have since regretfully watched its gradual decline, 
and now see its final extinction.

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CHAPTER I. 

Outbreak of the Mutiny—Preparations for Defence — 
Abandonment of Muzaffarpur—Muzaffarpur re-occupied —■ 

Relief of Arrali. 

When the storm wave of the Mutiny of 1857 burst over 
India, the only troops in North Behar were the 12th Bengal 
Irregular Cavalry, quartered at Segowli, under the com¬ 
mand of Major Holmes. The 7th, 8th and 40th Native 
Infantry were, however, at Dinapur, and the 73rd N.I., 
under the command of Colonel Shearer, at Julpigoree, 
with a detachment at Dacca. These regiments all in 
turn mutinied, but providentially gave ample notice of 
'their intentions ; on its being apparent that the native 
troops could not be trusted, Mr. Latour, the Collector of 
the Tirhoot District, called the European residents into 
Muzaffarpur—the headquarters station of the district. A 


* From its formation in 1862, with an account of the Defence 
Force, at Muzaffarpur, during the Mutiny of 1857. 
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defence force was organised over 50 strong (see Appendix 
I), of which Mr. M. J. Wilson was elected Comman¬ 
dant ; a defence post was next selected which took np 
the houses then occupied by Dr. A. Simpson, Civil Surgeon 
(now the Judge’s House), and Mr. J. Weston, the Sub- 
Judge of Muzaffarpur (now the site of the Maharajah 
of Darbhanga’s Muzaffarpur residence, Joran Chopra, 
but then merely a low thatched bungalow). In honour 
of the Civil Surgeon his house was named “ Fort Pill 
Box.” 

Mr. Wilson organised his force in two camps and messes 
in these houses, situated some 500 yards apart, the ladies 
and children occupying the houses, while the men slept in 
tents formed into small camps- -one at each dank of the 
houses, and one as an advance guard in front, the rear 
being protected by the Shikandrapur Lake—each camp 
supplying two sentries for guard nightly, the sentry-go 
being two hours. In addition to this, it was in practice 
found necessary to establish a Portico Guard of the “ old 
and crabbed ” to keep watch until 11 p.m., when “ lights 
out ” was enforced. This was designated the “ Viculle 
Guardes,” and was necessitated by the fact that the ladies 
and younger men declined to recognise danger and insisted 
on dancing every night, to the utter demoralisation of 
the sentries. The town was also periodically patrolled by 
mounted parties. The arms of the force were chiefly 
double-barrelled muzzle-loading fowling-pieces and rifles ; 
some few had revolvers as well. 

Shortly after the organisation of the defence post, a 
requisition was sent by the Magistrate (H. Richardson) 
for the arrest of the Police Darogah of the Bharoraj Tirana, 
some 25 miles distant, who was reported to be in communi¬ 
cation with the mutineers. A section composed of the 
Assistant Magistrate, J. Robinson, F. Hollway, Pratt and 
Baldwin, under the guise of a shooting party to Motipur 
Factory close to the Thana, proceeded to Bharoraj and 
arrested the Thanadar, Wazir Ali, in the act of writing 
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a letter inviting the Patna Budmashes to come over and 
loot the Muzaffarpur Treasury ; he was brought to Muza- 
ffarpur and placed in charge of an escort of the 12th Bengal 
Irregular Cavalry to convey to Segowli. These soon 
returned with a letter from Major Holmes that his men 
were most averse to having the prisoner hanged at .Segowli, 
the majority of them being Moslems, and advising him 
being sent to Patna, where the Commissioner, Mr. Taylor, 
would doubtless deal with him. He was packed off to 
Patna next day under the same escort, and was hanged 
on the evening of his arrival there. Immediately prior to 
him being turned off, he called on all Mahomedans to 
inform the King of Delhi he had been true to him. 

One night, soon after this, the sentries observed a long 
line of lights advancing across the open space to the front 
of “ Fort Pill Box,” and some natives rushed past the 
sentries calling out “ Blutgo Sahib.” The alarm was given 
and the garrison turned out; a gun was accidentally fired, 
and on hearing the report, the advancing line of lights 
.stopped and every torch was thrown down. The mounted 
patrol which came up then advanced, but returned in 
about half-an-hour reporting that, although they had 
scoured the place, nothing could be found except smoulder¬ 
ing torches. It has never been ascertained whom these 
were borne by, but suspicion pointed to the Najeeb or 
Treasure Guard, who, if they could have got rid of 
t he garrison, would have had over Its. 10,00,000 in their 
hands. 

Another arrest of a rebel, a local Zemindar living near 
Dowlatpur Factory, who was levying blackmail and 
stopping boat traffic on the Little Gundak River, was 
ordered by the Magistrate. Two of the garrison, W. C. 
Baddeley and J. F. Mackenzie, drove off with the warrant 
to the factory, a distance of about 50 miles, arrested 
the man in the middle of his own village, and returned to 
Muzaffarpur, with him, strapped on the back of the dog¬ 
cart. He was subsequently tried and imprisoned for 10 
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years. On a report being received of the fall of Delhi 
and the defeat of the mutineers, which, however, subse¬ 
quently turned out to be incorrect, the garrison dispersed 
and returned to their homes. The rains had by then 
set in. About ten days after this, news was received 
of the mutiny of the 12th Irregular Cavalry at Segowli and 
of the murder of the Commandant, Major Holmes, his wife, 
the Doctor of the regiment, and his wife, the only European 
saved being a little child of the Doctor’s who was hidden 
by the ayah. The mutineers then marched off to Delhi 
carrying off Major Holmes’ head. They passed quite 
close to Lai Seriah Factory, which, however, they did not 
stop to attack. On the same day news of the mutiny of 
the three Native Infantry regiments at Dinapur was 
received. The Commissioner of Patna then sent orders 
to the officials to call in all the European residents and 
retire on Patna. This retreat was carried out during 
the night and the district abandoned, with the exception 
of a number of indigo-planters who had not been recalled. 
Mr. Wilson, the former Commandant of the defence force, 
next day received an express from Mr. J. Cox, the Manager 
of Dholi Factory, advising him to go there, thence to Pusa, 
and from there by river to Jitwarpur, which could be 
fortified and held for the present and from which a line 
of retreat down the river to Calcutta was open if necessity 
arose. Pusa was reached by mid-day, where the party* 
was joined by Major MacDonald of the 40th N.I., the 
Superintendent of the Government Stud Farm, Mrs. Mac¬ 
Donald and several others ; owing to a rumour that the 
detachment of the 12th Irregular Cavalry at Muzaffarpur 
had also mutinied and were on the point of raiding this 
place, a move was promptly made for Jitwarpur by river, 
which was safely reached next morning ; here the party 
remained in complete ignorance of what was going on 
elsewhere for several days.

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In the meantime the detachment of the 12th Irregular 
Cavalry had mutinied at Muzaffarpur. Captain Beecher 
and his nephew, J. Beecher, who had not heard that the 
officials had vacated the station, had a narrow escape: 
they rode up to the Magistrate’s house, but were warned 
by an old servant to go on at once as the mutineers were 
on the look-out for Sahibs. , This they did and retired on 
Belsund Factory none too soon, as a few minutes after 
they had left, a troop rode up and surrounded the house, 
which they looted ; they then went to the Treasury and 
called on the Najeeb guard to divide the treasure with 
them. This the latter refused to do, as they said they 
had it and would keep it, and eventually fired on the 
cavalry, who bolted; the practice made was however 
bad ; a lot of powder was expended, but only one old 
woman was wounded. The Belsund party, which was 
made up of a number of planters, sent men to interview 
the nearest Soubah in Nepal and ask for shelter in 
case of danger ; he replied that he would gladly receive 
them, but could not guarantee their safety. Thinking 
this was not good enough, the Belsund garrison retired 
to Patna. 

In the meantime the detachment of the 73rd N.I. at 
Dacca mutinied, followed by the main body at Julpigoree, 
and marched through the Nepal Terai to Goruckpur. 

On hearing that Muzaffarpur was deserted by Europeans, 
Volunteers were called for, and some five or six men pro¬ 
ceeded the next morning from Jitwarpur and occupied the 
Post Office, where they found the Bengalee Postmaster 
had been locked up by the mutineers. Shortly after this, 
Mr. Latour, the Collector, and Mr. Reilly, the Schoolmaster, 
appeared, having returned from Patna. After having 
rewarded the Najeeb guard the Europeans retired for the 
night to Dholi Factory, some 15 miles off, with the excep¬ 
tion of Mr. Reilly, who stopped behind to look after the 
Treasury. On the next day the station was re-occupied 
by all the officials who had been ordered to return. 
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Soon afterwards a detachment of Ratray’s Sikhs, under 
Lieutenant Waller, was sent to Muzaffarpur when “ Fort 
Pill Box ” was properly fortified, loopholed and provi¬ 
sioned, but was not afterwards required. Regiments of 
Gurkhas from the Nepal Army were for a time quartered 
in Muzaffarpur, having been sent there by Jung Bahadur, 
and the Yeomanry Cavalry under the command of Colonel 
Richardson, which did such good service in Goruckpur, 
was also stationed for a time at Pusa. 

In the neighbouring district of Sarun, which was for a 
time overrun by mutineers, Bala Factory was burnt down, 
L. Macdonald and T. Slade only just managing to escape ; 
all the ferryboats were withdrawn to the eastern side of 
the Gundak, and guarded by planters so as to prevent the 
mutineers crossing into Tirhoot. 

The portion of Behar that felt the cfTects of the Mutiny 
most severely was Arrah. After the 7th, 8th and 40th 
N.I. mutinied at Dinapur, they advanced on Arrah, and 
the siege and defence of the bungalow there is historical. 
The garrison was finally relieved by Sir Vincent Eyre 
with a party of the 5th Fusiliers and two guns from 
Buxar. 



CHAPTER II. 


1862-1868. 

Formation of the Behar Mounted Rifle Volunteer Corps , 

1862— - Inspection by General Sir S. Corbet at Sonepur , 

1863— Inspection by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
and Lieutenant-Colonel Rofxirts , 1865— Death of the first 
Commandant , Major J. Furlong , 1868. 

Mr. F. Collint;ridge of Doudpur Factory, who was in 
England at the time of the Mutiny, returned to India 
towards the end of 1858, and the credit of being the founder 
of the regiment, as at present organised, belongs to him. 
During the year 1861, Mr. Collingridge, in conjunction with 
Mr. C. T. Metcalfe, the then Joint Magistrate of Tirhoot, 
formulated a scheme for raising a Mounted Volunteer 
Corps ; the first names were recorded at Doudpur, and on 
the 16th July, 1862, an application, signed by 54 residents 
of the districts of Tirhoot and Chupra, for enrolment as 
members of a Volunteer Corps, was submitted to the 
Commissioner of the Behar Division. The name of the 
corps proposed was the Soubah Behar Mounted Rifles. 
The following paragraph occurs in the application :—* 
“ During the mutinies of 1857 the want of such a corps 
within these districts was greatly felt. Had such a 
volunteer force (as now proposed) been available, the 
local officers might have been spared the disgrace of desert¬ 
ing their stations and the services of the Bengal Yeomanry 
Cavalry and part of the Navnl Brigade might have been 

dispensed with.” The first officers nominated were 

Commandant J. Furlong with rank of Captain ; Lieutenant 

C. T. Metcalfe, Tirhoot Troop ; Lieutenant F. Hollway, 
Champaran Troop ; Cornet doing duty as Adjutant, 
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and F. Collingridge; the arms proposed in the application 
were sword and Terry’s breech-loading rifle, and the 
uniform light grey coat with red pipings, grey breeches 
with jack-boots, helmet with red plume and blue puggry, 
waist belt, frog cartouche box, cap pocket, revolver case 
fitted on to sword belt.

This application, which was backed up by one from the 
Champaran District, where some 17 more signatures had 
been obtained, was cordially supported by Mr. T. B. Lane, 
Magistrate of Tirhoot, and Mr. G. F. Cock burn, Commis¬ 
sioner of the Patna Division, and was forwarded on to the 
Government of Bengal in August of the same year. On 
the 17th September, the Honourable Ashley Eden, Officiat¬ 
ing Secretary to the Government of Bengal, replied to the 
Commissioner of Patna as follows:—I am desired to 
request you will express to those gentlemen, through their 
Commandant, Mr. J. Furlong, the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
high appreciation of the loyalty and public spirit which 
has induced them to make this tender of their services, 
and that you will assure them of the cordial co-operation 
and support of Government.” Mr. Eden further wrote 
that Terry’s breech-loading rifles not being available at 
the arsenal, Sharpe’s breech-loading carbines would be 
supplied. That the rules drawn up by the members of the 
corps, viz., “ (10) That non-attendance without permis¬ 
sion, breaches of discipline, etc., can be punished by 
small fines not exceeding eight annas to be awarded by 
the Commanding Officer only ; (11) That no member of 
the corps shall appear on parade unless in uniform; 
(12) Non-commissioned officers and privates while on 
parade or duty shall salute their officers ; (14) Drill to 
commence on the 15th October of each year and last until 
the 15th March. Within these dates members will be liable 
to be called out; (15) For all ordinary expenses each 

member to pay a monthly subscription of Es. 2,” have the 
entire approval of the Lieutenant-Governor, that the 
officers selected would be at once formally appointed and 
gazetted, and that the Government of India had been 
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solicited to sanction the appointment of a cavalry officer 
as Drill Instructor to the Behar Volunteers, i he General 
Officer Commanding the Benares District to arrange for 
the annual inspection of the corps. 

On the 3rd December, 1*02, Mr. Eden again wrote to the 
■Government of India, pressing for the appointment of a 
Commandant, Second-in-Command, and Drill Instructor for 
the Behar Mounted Rifle Corps, the then accepted official 
description of the regiment, stating it was now nearly 100 
strong, that the members had provided themselves with 
horses and uniforms, but that everything was at a stand¬ 
still for the means necessary to proceed with the drill. 
On the 5th December, formal sanction of the Government 
of India to the formation of the corps was accorded, vide 
Letter No. 206, dated 5th December, 1862, and the officers 
nominated wore duly appointed. The request that a 
cavalry officer should be selected for duty with the 
corps was, however, refused, but the Commander-in-Chief 
was asked to nominate a respectable non-commissioned 
officer as Instructor. The General Officer Commanding the 
Benares District was directed to make an annual inspection 
of the corps and to report on its progress and efficiency 
(for first nominal roll of members and officers, see 
Appendix II and Appendix III). The same year, or early 
in the next, the newly formed corps provided an escort 
for the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, Sir C'. Beadon, on 
his visit to Muzaffarpur. 

In May 1863, it was determined, at a meeting held at 
Arrah, to propose the disbandment of the local corps, the 
Shahabad Volunteer Rifle Corps, under the command of 
Captain Charles Reay, the existing members to be formed 
into a troop of the B.M.R., Mr. Tucker, C.S., being 
nominated to the command with Mr. J. T. Macnamara as 
Lieutenant. The proposed amalgamation was cordially 
supported by the Commandant of the B.M.R., and 
approval of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal was 
conveyed in a letter from the Honourable A. Eden to 
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the Commissioner of the Patna Division, dated 18th May, 
1863. Nothing further, however, appears to have been 
done towards this until 1872 ; the South Ganges Troop 
was not raised until 1882. 

On the 12tli June, 1863, Captain J. Furlong, Comman¬ 
dant of the Behar Mounted Rifles, applied for additional 
equipment as the members had increased from 72 to 108 
rank-and-file. Lance-Sergeant J. Godbey of the 2nd 
Dragoon Guards joined as Drill Instructor in July of that 
year. 

The same year the regiment was inspected at Sonepur 
by General Sir S. Corbet; about 100 men turned out on 
parade. Before all parades the horses, which were for the 
most part roaring Cabuls, were galloped round the race¬ 
course to steady them. At this time the regiment main¬ 
tained a mess at which all members were supposed to dine, 
and also a band which was taken over from the Shahabad 
Rifles, but this was broken up after about six months’ 
trial, owing to the want of interest taken in it, the difficulty 
in getting more men, and the want of a suitable band¬ 
master. The capitation grant given by Government was 
Rs. 12 per head. 

From a letter from the Junior Secretary to the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal to the Secretary to the Government of 
India, Military Department, dated 4th February, 1865, it 
would appear that on a recent visit of the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal to Muzaffarpur, he had the opportunity 
of seeing'the corps, which he stated “consisted of 120 
gentlemen admirably mounted and equipped, well trained 
in the use of their firearms, proud of their status and organi¬ 
sation, and animated by a spirit of mutual confidence 
as well as of loyalty and goodwill towards Government.” 
It is further mentioned that the formation of troops in 
Saran and the districts south of the Ganges would probably 
raise the strength to 150 sabres, and reflected great credit 
on the Commandant, Mr. J. Furlong, on Mr. C. T. Metcalfe, 
the late, and Captain J. C. C. Daunt, the present (acting) 
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Second-in-Command, on Mr. Collingridge the Cornet and 
Acting Adjutant, and on those gentlemen of the corps 
scattered over a length of 200 miles and a breadth of 100 
miles of country, whose zeal and perseverance in the 
discharge of a self-imposed duty, now tested by a lapse 
of nearly three years, cannot be too highly commended. 
The Lieutenant-Governor availed himself of the presence 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Robarts, commanding 17th Bengal 
Cavalry, to have the corps paraded and inspected by 
him, as it did not appear that any inspection had 
been made by the General Officer Commanding Benares 
District, or report submitted as to the efficiency of 
the corps up to that time. The opinion expressed by 
the Lieutenant-Governor was as follows :—“ He is quite 
convinced that the Government may rely upon the corps 
to maintain order under all circumstances throughout 
the province of Beluir, especially in the districts north 
of the Ganges, and to check hostile invasion until 
supported by regular troops.” Colonel Robarts reports 
that he can unhesitatingly assert that the regiment in 
every respect merited the great praise bestowed upon 
it by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor (for list of 
officers, see Appendix IV). 

An interesting relic of Sir Cecil Beadon’s connection 
with the corps exists in a challenge cup presented by 
him for competition and which was won outright by 
the late Mr. Merydith Llovd and was presented to the 
headquarters of the regiment after his decease by his 
executors. 

In a letter from the Commandant of the B.M.R. to the 
Secretary to the Government of Bengal, dated 2Sth Febru¬ 
ary, 1865, the strength of the corps is given as 4 Officers, 
16 Non-Commissioned Officers and 190 Troopers, and it is 
stated that the officers had not up to that time received 
their commissions. 

In a letter from the Honourable A. Eden, Secretary to the 
Government of Bengal, to the Commissioner of the Patna 
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Division, dated 21st March, 1865, the following passage 
occurs :—“ I am to express the great gratification which 
the Lieutenant-Governor felt in being authorised to 
communicate to the corps the acknowledgment of the 
Governor-General-in-Council of the loyalty and public 
spirit which induced them to unite together in support of 
Government, and of the zeal and perseverance with which 
they have 'for three years discharged their self-imposed 
duties; the special thanks of Government should be 
conveyed to the Commandant, to Mr. Metcalfe, Captain 
Daunt and Cornet Collingridge.” 

Major J. Furlong wrote to the Junior Secretary to 
the Government of Bengal on the 21st April, 1865, stating 
that, on behalf of the officers and members of the B.M.R. 
Volunteers, he was deputed to offer the Colonelcy of that 
corps to His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 
and requesting that he would confer, by his acceptance 
of this, a much-wished-for distinction and honour. The 
acceptance of this was sanctioned by the Government 
of India in May of the same year, and was conveyed in 
a letter from the Junior Secretarv to the Government of 
Bengal, dated 27th June, 1865, to Captain J. O'. C. Daunt, 
V.C., Acting Commandant, B.M.R. (who was acting for 
Major Furlong on leave), as follows :—“ In signifying the 
acceptance of the Colonelcy of the corps, the Lieutenant- 
Governor desires me to express his sense of the honour 
conferred upon him by the unanimous selection by the 
officers and members and to assure them he will always 
take an anxious interest in the Avelfare and efficiency of 
the corps and be ready to promote their objects to the 
utmost of his power.” 

In 1866 sanction was accorded to the erection of a mess 
house for the B.M.R. in the south-west corner of the 
compound of the Muzaffarpur Cacherries. Captain Skinner 
officiated for some time as Commandant during Major 
Furlong’s absence on leave. Mr. M. J. Wilson, who had 
acted as Commandant of the defence post during the 
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Mutiny, was appointed Cornet and Adjutant; his commis¬ 
sion bears date 10th August, 1805. 

In 1867 Sir Cecil Beadon resigned his commission as 
Honorary Colonel on vacating the office of Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal on the 24th April. He had through¬ 
out taken a great interest in the corps, which was started 
soon after he became Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. He 
was succeeded as Honorary Colonel by Sir William Grey, 
K.C.S.I., the new Lieutenant-Governor. Since this time 
each succeeding Lieutenant-Governor has been Honorary 
Colonel of the regiment. 

In August 1868, Major James Furlong, the first 
Commandant, died in the Red Sea on his way home. 
The work he did during his six years in command of the 
corps speaks for itself. 



CHAPTER III. 


1868-1880. 


Major Collinyridye elected Commandant , 18(58—• Captain 
A, E. Money first Ret/ular Adjutant appointed, 1875—I'Vsif 
of H. R . H ' the Prince of Wales to liankipur , 187 iS—Major 
Collingridge resigns his Commission , 1880. 

After Major Furlong's death in 1868, Major J. Burn, 
I.S.C., Manager of the Darbhanga Raj under the Court of 
Wards, officiated as Commandant until the inspection held 
on the 15th January, 1869, when Mr. V. Collingridge was 
elected to the command ; Major Collingridge\s commission 
hears date 8th October, 1869, hut was not signed by the 
Viceroy, Lord Mayo, until 18th November, 1870. During 
this year (for list of officers, see Appendix V) application 
was made to change the corps into Lancers, but this was 
not sanctioned. Silk puggrees were also adopted as a 
head-dress in the place of helmets, but this was done away 
with shortly afterwards. Cornet M. J. Wilson resigned the 
adjutancy of the corps this year, his successor being Cornet 
A. S. Urquhart. 

The next available record is in 1872, when an application 
was forwarded by Mr. J. T. Macnamara, Executive 
Engineer, Baroon Division, through the Commissioner of 
Patna, for the formation of a Volunteer Corps at Arrah, to 
be called the South Behar Volunteer Rides. In this 
application, which contained over 50 signatures, it was 
stated that Lord Mayo, during a recent visit to Arrah, on 
seeing the number of convicts employed on the Sone Canal 
works and the very unprotected position of the Europeans 
there, suggested the reconsideration of the scheme for the 
formation of a Volunteer Corps. It was not, however, 
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until ten years later that the South Ganges Troop of the 
B.M.R. was formed. 

In the same year Lieutenant-Colonel J. Burn, I.S.C., 
again ohiciated as Commandant during Major Collingridge’s 
absence on leave. On the Kith May, in a letter to the 
Commissioner of Patna, he states that the strength of the 
corps is as follows : -

all residents in the districts of Champaran, Tirhoot and 
Chupra ; that considerable laxity had been shown in 
drilling the troops, but that Mr. \V. B. Hudson, who had 
lately been appointed Captain of the Champaran Troop, is 
energetic and zealous, and has already begun drilling his 
troop regularly. He further states that it was impossible 
for the present Adjutant, Mr. A. S. Urquhart, zealous and 
willing as he is, to efficiently perform the duties of that post 
in addition to his own heavy work, and reiterates the 
unanimous wish of the corps that the services of a trained 
officer, who would be able to devote his whole time to 
the regiment and to properly instruct the members in 
their duties, should be appointed ; he also advocates 
that the short rifle carbine be replaced bv the snider, 
and expresses confidence that the efficiency and numbers 
of the corps would be largely enhanced by these 
improvements. 

To this application a reply was received from the 
Government of India that a Drill Instructor would be 
appointed for two or three months during the cold season, 
which would, it was anticipated, meet the requirements 
of the case, and that an application for a Regular Adjutant 
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should be renewed, after a year’s experience of the working 
of this arrangement. It was further intimated that snider 
carbines should be issued to the corps. 

Captain A. E. Money, B.S.C., the first Regular Adjutant, 
joined the corps in 1875 (for list of officers, see Appendix 
VI). In the same year an application was made by the 
Commandant, Major Collingridge, for a change of uniform, 
from khaki to dark blue with white facings, white helmets, 
blue pantaloons with white stripes, and knee boots. This 
was sanctioned in November. 

The regiment encamped at Bankipur from the 31st 
December, 1875 to the 6th January, 1876, on the occasion 
of the visit of H. R. H. the Prince of Wales, now H. I. M. 
King Edward VII, to that station. 

For this visit, which only lasted for three hours, elaborate 
preparations had been made. The Behar Mounted Rifles, 
under the command of Major Collingridge, assembled at 
Bankipur on the 31st December and encamped on the 
maidan there, where the 109th Regiment and the 4th 
Native Infantry were also in camp. Sir Richard Temple, 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, the Honorary Colonel of 
the B.M.R., arrived at Bankipur on the day before 
H. R. H/s visit, i.e., on the 14th January, in order to 
supervise the preparations for the reception, Mr. C. T. 
Metcalfe, one of the most prominent founders of the 
corps, being then Commissioner of the Patna Division. 

The Royal train arrived at Bankipur shortly after 8 a.m. 
on the 5th January, 1876. The guard-of-honour on the 
platform was furnished by the East Indian Railway 
Volunteers under the command of Captain Stokes; the 
escorts were supplied by the Behar Mounted Rifles, and 
the road to the Durbar Tent was lined by the 109th and 
4th Native Infantry. All commissioned officers and 20 
rank-and-file of the B.M.R., the latter selected by lot, 
were invited to the Durbar, and subsequent breakfast, to 
meet H. R. H., at which over 400 ladies and gentlemen 
sat down. 
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The Prince, accompanied by Sir Richard Temple and 
escorted by the Beliar Mounted Rifles, afterwards drove to 
the railway station and left by train for Benares before 
noon. 

A reference to the Regimental Order Book signed by 
Captain A. E. Money, the Adjutant of the regiment, gives 
the following particulars : Mess Committee—Captain M. 
Lloyd, President; Sergeant A. 0. R. Edwards, Sergeant 
Rudston-Brown, Trooper F. G. Wilkinson ; the officers for 
the day being respectively Lieutenants A. S. Urquhart, 
J. J. Macleod, G. W. Llcwhellin and M. N. Macleod. 
Guards were furnished nightly from 9-45 p.m. to 6 a.m. by 
the four Troops present (Champaran, Muzaffarpur, Saran, 
Darbhanga and South Ganges). The Honorary Colonel, 
Sir R. Temple, dined at the regimental mess on the 
4th January. 

In 1876 Captain M. T. Llovd officiated as Commandant, 
from July to October, during Major Collingridge's absence 
on leave. 

In 1877 Captain C. T. M. Higginson succeeded Captain 
Money as Adjutant. In the same year Captain J. J. 
Macleod officiated as Commandant during Major Colling- 
ridge’s absence on leave. 

On the 1st November, 1879, Captain C. E. Harenc, 4th 
B.C., succeeded Major C. T. M. Higginson as Adjutant. 
During the Xmas week of this year, the regiment was 
brigaded with the 2nd B.C. under the command of Colonel 
A. Wilkinson at Motihari for drill and instruction. 

On the 26th January, 1880, the regiment was inspected 
at Muzaffarpur by Colonel J. Blair, Station Staff Officer, 
Dinapur. Captain Harenc resigned the Adjutancy on the 
7th February in order to rejoin his regiment which was 
ordered on active service in Afghanistan. 

The parade ground at Samastipur was acquired in 
February.

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On the 15th March, 1880, Major Collingridge went on 
leave. Captain J. J. Macleod officiated for him. Captain 
Thomas Maxwell, B.S.C., was appointed Adjutant in May. 
On the 7th December, 1880, Major Collingridge resigned his 
commission, after over 11 years in command of the regi¬ 
ment and over 18 years’ service as an officer of the corps. 
During Major Collingridge’s command great strides in 
advance were made, the services of a regular officer as 
Adjutant were obtained, and although records of numbers 
are not available, it is apparent from the correspondence 
that the corps became much stronger in numbers and 
more efficient during his term of command. 



CHAPTER IV. 


1881-1884. 

Major W. B. Hudson appointed Commandant — Brevet- 
Major W. Vousden, V.C., appointed Adjutant—Formation 
of the South Ganges Troop—Formation of the Monghyr 
Troop—The Corps visit Calcutta—Designation changed to 
Behar Light Horse—Major Vousden vacates on promotion. 

In 1881 Mr. W. B. Hudson, who had formerly been 
a Captain in the corps, was elected to the command ; his 
commission as Major bears date 7th March, 1881. Captain 
T. Maxwell vacated the adjutancy on transfer to Dar¬ 
jeeling in September, and was succeeded by Brevet-Major 
W. Vousden, V.C., 5th P.C., who joined on the 23rd of the 
same month. In November an application was made for 
a Sergeant-Instructor to the corps as he would be of great 
assistance to the Adjutant, and Sergeant Tilly, of the 6th 
Dragoon Guards, was nominated. This was not, however, 
sanctioned until the following March. Sanction was also 
requested in December for the grant of a sum equivalent 
to the issue price of accoutrements from Government 
stores in order to enable the corps to provide these them¬ 
selves. This was accorded in July 1882. Towards the 
end of the year Martini-Henry carbines were issued to the 
corps in place of the old snider, which had been in use since 
1872. 

The following extracts from the Indian Daily News of the 
22nd and 26th August, 1881, are of interest:—“ In India 
the Volunteers are almost exclusively infantry, the only 
exception being, as far as we can recollect, the fine corps 
of Behar Mounted Rifles ; and the only promise in the 
direction is that given by the attempt to raise a mounted 
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corps at Agra. Looked at from a military point of view, 
we think that in India in the presidency towns preference 
should be given to infantry, for should the need for service 
arrive the work to be done would properly belong to 
infantry, that is, the Volunteers would take the place 
of European battalions ordered on field service. But 
in the mofussil, we think the character of the service 
required from Volunteers is more in the nature of work to 
be fitly performed by cavalry and we cannot help thinking 
the Government would do well to assist Volunteers to 
form themselves into troops of well-armed Light Horse or 
perhaps the term Mounted Infantry would more nearly 
define the character of such troops, and the work that might 
possibly be required of them. Of the immense value of 
such bodies of Light Cavalry in a plain country like India, 
there were several brilliant instances in the Mutiny. A 
handful of planters and officials, well mounted and well 
armed, kept the Hathras District quiet when the Mutiny 
broke out at Agra : and by their power to deal a heavy 
blow, and their celerity of movement, they completely 
overawed the disaffected and rebellious spirit of the Mussul¬ 
man element of the population of that district. Again in 
Goruckpur the attitude of the planters turned aside the 
tide of Mutiny which threatened to flow into the district 
from Oudli, and proved that a handful of resolute and 
well-armed men, well accustomed to the use of their arms, 
was sufficient to ensure the safety of the district in which 
they happened to reside. The Behar Mounted Rifles may 
be said to have succeeded to the tradition of what the 
planters did in Goruckpur, and to have formed a model of 
what Volunteer Corps should be in the mofussil districts 
of India. The corps, however, from some cause it is 
needless now to go into, languished and seemed in danger 
of falling to pieces. Under the energetic hands of its 
new and popular Commandant, Major Hudson, it promises, 
not only to revive, but to be more prosperous than ever. 
The Government, we think, very wisely manifests the 
strong interest it feels in the well-being and success of 
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the regiment, and one proof of this interest is shown in 
the readiness of the officials in the districts to join its 
ranks. This is as it should be. It brings about not only a 
feeling of mutual confidence and respect between planters 
and officials, but it also gives these latter some practical 
idea of military matters, without which the training of an 
Indian official may be said to be incomplete. But looking 
to the Behar Rifles as a military body we think that while 
the sympathy of the Government is a matter for pleasure, 
a little practical and soldier-like aid would be a matter for 
encouragement. Every effort should be made to arm and 
equip such a body of men in the very best possible fashion. 
It does not savour of common sense, though it does very 
strongly of red-tape, to find delays occurring in the calling 
in of arms and accoutrements which have been used for 
the usual allotted time. As a rule, a planter is sure to be 
able to do two things- -the one is to ride straight, and the 
other is to shoot straight. He is sure to have his own 
battery, and his own weapons will be the best procurable. 
Yet, when such a man dons his uniform, and sets out to 
take part in the drill of his troop, he has to arm himself 
with a converted snider carbine, a weapon of which it is 
sufficient to say that it will not bear comparison with the 
rifles he keeps for hunting purposes. Surely, when the 
Government finds a body of men willing to give their 
gratuitous services as a defensive force, and who individ¬ 
ually may be said to be not inferior to the Boers as riders 
and marksmen, it should pay careful attention to their 
equipment, and should put into their hands a weapon 
about which they might feel some degree of satisfaction 
instead of just the smallest suspicion of contempt. 

“ At the end of January last, the strength of rhe Behar 
Mounted Rifles was 113, and since then, some 37 recruits 
and old Volunteers have been added to this. We have no 
doubt that, were the Government to be a little more helpful 
many others would join, and the regiment would be a very 
solid addition to the available strength of the Dinapur 
Command. The various troop headquarters are at

Motihari, Chupra and Muzaffarpur and at these places 
the various troops have had ten or a dozen drill parades. 

“ The last was at Chupra on 6th and 8th August. Now 
these parades involve what may be fairly called a sacrifice 
on the part of the men of the regiment. Many of the men 
have to make a journey of 40 or 50 miles to reach the 
headquarters of their troop ; and going into drill means 
the giving up of at least two or three days to the service 
of the State. When the extension of the Tirhoot State 
Railway is in working order, it will be more easy for many 
of the planters to assemble at the various troop head¬ 
quarters. We hear that the different troops show a marked 
improvement in their drill, and that they already have 
learnt enough to go through a fair amount of skirmishing 
without confusion, and with a very satisfactory celerity. 
The Chupra Troop seems to go through its drill in a partic¬ 
ularly satisfactory manner, whilst the shooting at Muzaffar¬ 
pur was, in spite of the weapon, very much above the 
average. It would have been satisfactory, and would 
have added to the pleasantness of Sonepur, if the regiment 
could have assembled there at the next meeting, but 
Sir Ashley Eden will not be able to attend the fair ; and 
this being so the regiment has to remember that Sonepur 
occurs at a somewhat inconvenient season for planters. 
We hear, however, that it is very probable the whole 
regiment will assemble at a camp-of-exercise some time 
in January, not only for drill, but also for inspection by 
Sir H. T. Macpherson, Commanding the Division. 

“ Our readers will see that the Behar Rifles have indeed 
come well to the front, and that they are no holiday soldiers. 
What we would like would be to see the Government inter¬ 
esting itself in the formation of similar corps in various 
parts of India. It would be a cheap policy in the end 
were, scattered up and down throughout the Indian 
Provinces, bodies of well-trained and splendidly mounted 
light cavalry, capable of assembling rapidly, and moving 
swiftly from point to point, more available whenever 
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disaffection might raise its head. No doubt infantry are 
very useful, but they are more or less stationary, and are 
not capable of being at once available, as would be the 
case with a good troop of cavalry. Besides, such a troop 
would have- the power, so to speak, of multiplying itself, 
and thus performing the work which could only, in the 
case of infantry, be done by a very much larger body of 
men. The circumstances of the country seem, therefore, 
to call for Volunteer Cavalry rather than Volunteer 
Infantry, and the spirit shown by the Behar Mounted 
Rifles is an indication of the way in which the Government 
might confidently rely upon seeing its efforts, for the 
formation of such a force, seconded by the residents in 
the mofussil .”—Indian Daily Neivs, 22nd August, 1881. 

« 

“ We are glad to know that the Government of Bengal 
has succeeded in stirring up the military authorities 
concerning the value of such a regiment as, the Behai 
Mounted Rifles. Intimation has been conveyed to the 
corps that Martini-Henry rifles and new accoutrements 
will be issued at once. This is as it should be, and we give 
the Government the credit it undoubtedly deserves for 
its action in this matter. It has also been decided to 
hold the inspection of the regiment in January next, when 
it will turn out, not only strong in numbers, but in 
equipment as well as in efficiency, and will be quite fit 
to be brigaded with the 6th Bengal Cavalry at Segowli, 
as we hear the military authorities wish it to be. Behar 
may now confidently look forward to see its popular 
regiment taking up a position it has never yet attained. 
The corps and its Commandant are to be congratulated 
upon the results "which have attended their earnest efforts 
to revive the best days of that regiment .”—Indian Daily 
News, 26th August, 1881. 

On the 17th January, 1882, the corps was inspected in 
Muzaffarpur by Major-General Sir H. T. Macpherson, V.C., 
K.C.B., Commanding the Allahabad Division. The 
enrolled strength was 173, of which 88 attended the 
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inspection parade (for list of officers, see Appendix VII). 
In June of the same year, an application was submitted 
by the residents of the Shahabad District for the formation 
of a troop there to be called the South Ganges Troop. 
Twenty-two names were registered, Mr. P. Nolan, C.S., 
being nominated Captain, and Messrs. J. Macnamara and 
W. Burrows, Lieutenants. This was sanctioned in July 
when Major Hudson applied for a second Sergeant-Instruc¬ 
tor, as at least one for each squadron is necessary, and 
named Troop Sergeant-Major Paul, 17th Lancers, for the 
appointment; this was sanctioned and Sergeant-Major 
Paul joined on the 7th February, 1883. 

The Monghyr Troop was formed in October, in order to 
bring the establishment up to 6 troops instead of 5—the 
enrolled strength of the corps was then 221. An applica¬ 
tion for a third Sergeant-Instructor was made in October 
as the strength of the corps then amounted to 230, Sergeant 
Swire, 14th Hussars, being nominated. This was sanc¬ 
tioned in January 1883. Major-General Sir H. T. 
Macpherson again inspected the corps at troop head¬ 
quarters on the 2nd, 3rd and 6th March, 1883 : the enrolled 
strength was then 237, of which 117 were present on the 
inspection parades (for nominal list of officers, see 
Appendix VIII). In January, the strength of the corps 
having risen to 6 troops since the formation of the Monghyr 
Troop, it was entitled to a Lieutenant-Colonel to command 
and an application was made for this establishment, which 
was sanctioned in June 1884. In March an application 
for the appointment of a Chaplain was made, the Rev. J. 
Richardson (for list of officers, see Appendix IX) being 
nominated. 

The regiment left Muzaffarpur for Calcutta to take 
part in the Proclamation Parade on the 27th December, 
1883, and encamped at Ballygunge on the 28th, remaining 
there until the 6th January, 1884. It paraded over 200 
strong and took part in the Proclamation Parade on the 
1st January, and also in a Divisional Field Day under 
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His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, Sir Donald 
Stewart, on the 4th. It was, after its return to Behar 
again, inspected at troop headquarters by Major-General 
Sir H. T. Macpherson, the enrolled strength being 277, 
of which 106 attended the inspection parade. Major 
Vousden, V.C., had then vacated the Adjutancy on 
promotion. His services were specially alluded to in the 
General’s report. 

An application, dated the 13th January, 1884, was 
addressed by Major Hudson to the Commissioner of the 
Patna Division, supported by the unanimous wish of the 
corps that the designation be changed to the Behar Light 
Horse. This was sanctioned in G.G.O. No. 120 of the 
29th February, 1884. 



CHAPTER V. 


1884-1894. 

Regiment inspected by General Sir H. Macpherson for the 
fourth time , 1885— The Regiment volunteers for the Soudan —- 
Inspection by General Sir F . S . Roberts , F.C., G.C.B ., 
Commander-in-Chief in India , 1888— March from Bara to 
Bettiah , 1893— Basantapur Cattle Rescue Riots } 1893. 

In February 1884, the strength having risen to 290, it 
was proposed by the Commandant to divide the Darbhanga 
Troop into two, the North Darbhanga with headquarters 
at Darbhanga, and the South Darbhanga and Monghyr 
with headquarters at Samastipur. This was sanctioned in 
the following March. Lieutenant W. A. D. O’Mealy, S.C., 
Squadron Officer, 1st P.C., who succeeded Major Vousden 
as Adjutant, joined his appointment on the 1st April. 

Major-General Sir H. Macpherson inspected the regiment 
for the fourth time at Muzaffarpur on the 15th January, 
1885. Out of a strength of 274, 131 were present on 
parade. The General specially noticed the steady improve¬ 
ment in drill and efficiency since his first inspection. The 
Honorary Colonel, Sir Rivers Thompson, K.C.S.I., 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, was present at the 
inspection. Major J. J. Macleod was in command, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hudson being absent on leave to 
England. 

When Gordon was deserted and was making his last 
stand at Khartoum, a very strong feeling of indignation 
at the inhumanity of the policy pursued by Government 
and deep disgust at the blot on the fame of England then 
imminent swept over all ranks of the corps. The C.O. 
called for Volunteers for the Soudan if the Government of 
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India would accept their services. One hundred men and 
horses with pony transport was fixed as the strength of the 
detachment. In a few days many more names were sent 
in than could be accepted, and on the news being received 
that the Government of India were to despatch troops the 
C.O. offered the services of a detachment. By this time 
a regular expedition had been determined on, and the 
Viceroy in the following letter replied to the offer made 
by the regiment:— 

Government House, 
Calcutta, 18th February, 1885. 

My dear Colonel Hudson, 

Sir Rivers Thompson has communicated to me your 
letter of the 12th instant; and I need scarcely say that 
the patriotic suggestion which it contains has given me 
very great satisfaction. At the same time I cannot say 
it has caused me any surprise, for I already know the Behar 
Light Horse by reputation, and am fully aware of the spirit 
of patriotism and devotion with which they are animated. 
If at any time their services are required, I shall not hesi¬ 
tate to demand them, and I know well that they will gladly 
respond to the call of duty. At present the Home 
Government has instructed me to dispatch merely a small 
force to Suakim, and has restricted to very narrow limits 
the part which we are to play in the expedition. It would 
be out of place, therefore, to suggest to the Home Author¬ 
ities that your regiment should be added to the Brigade 
under orders to embark, but I appreciate not the less 
deeply on that account the offer of the regiment to 
volunteer for foreign service, and the laudable motives by 
which that offer was prompted.

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In May, Major Macleod applied to Government for a 
grant of Rs. 6,000 to defray the heavy expenses of the 
regiment while in Calcutta in the spring of the preceding 
year; this was not sanctioned, and in consecpience the 
resources of the corps were in a crippled condition for 
several years. 

The present headquarters and the armoury were pur¬ 
chased in August 1885 at a cost of Rs. 10,182, a portion of 
the purchase money being borrowed from Government and 
repaid by instalments ; up to this time spare arms and 
accoutrements had been stored wherever accommodation 
was available. The regiment was inspected at Muzaffar- 
pur on the 5th February, 1886, by Major-General Sir 
0. J. S. Gough, V.C., K.C.B., Commanding Allahabad 
Division, Major J. J. Macleod in command and Captain 
O’Mealy, Adjutant. The following officers were in com¬ 
mand of troops :—- 

Muzaffarpur Troop ... Captain R. Wilson. 

Champaran Troop ... Captain M. N. Macleod. 

North Darbhanga Troop ... Captain M. Gale. 

S. Darbhanga & Monghyr ... Captain L. Crowdy. 

Saran Troop ... ... Captain J. Hodding. 

South Ganges Troop ... Captain J. Macnamara. 

The strength on inspection was 102 (for list of officers, 
see Appendix XI). 

In 1887 the regiment was inspected at Muzaffarpur on 
the 17th, 18th and 19th January by Brigadier-General 
H. C. Wilkinson, C.B., Commanding Allahabad Division, 
Lieutenant-Colonel W. B. Hudson in command, Captain 
Goodson Adye, of the 1st Cavalry, Hyderabad Contingent, 
Officiating Adjutant, vice Captain O’Mealy, on leave. The 
strength was 235, of which 122 were present on inspection. 

In 1888 the regiment was inspected at Muzaffarpur on 
the 24th January by H. E. General Sir F. S. Roberts, V.C., 
G.C.B., Commander-in-Chief in India, and General Sir 
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T. D. Baker, K.C.B., the Honorary Colonel, Sir S. C. 
Bayley, K.C.S.I., Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, being 
also present. Lieutenant-Colonel W. B. Hudson was in 
command with Lieutenant Harry Stuart, B.L.H., Officia¬ 
ting Adjutant, vice Captain O’Mealy, on sick leave. The 
strength was 279, of which 144 were present on inspection 
(for list of officers, see Appendix XII). Letters to desig¬ 
nate the various troops were first substituted for the 
local names at this inspection. In December, Colonel 
Hudson applied to Government for the repayment of 
Rs. 1,800, which was paid out of corps’ funds to 
Messrs. Monteith & Co. for 150 sets of belts and accoutre¬ 
ments at Rs. 12 per set. Sanction was received in 
the following January for payment for 150 sets at 
Rs. 6-2 each. 

In January 1889, the Government of India were pleased 
to sanction, as a very special case, an annual grant of 
Rs. 2,000 in addition to the capitation grant. Owing to 
incessant rain at the date fixed for the inspection at 
Muzaffarpur, troop inspection had to be resorted to. 
These were carried out by Colonel M. G. Gerard at Motihari, 
Muzaffarpur, Bankipur and Chupra on the 7th, 8th, 9th 
and 12th April, Lieutenant-Colonel Hudson in command 
with Captain F. J. Carandini, 8th Hussars, Adjutant. 
The strength was 257, of which 129 attended inspection. 

The Volunteer Reserve was first created in June, the 
number of reservists attached to the regiment for the year 
being 26. 

The regiment was inspected at Muzaffarpur on the 3rd 
February, 1890, by Major-General Sir John Hudson, 
Lieutenant-Colonel W. B. Hudson in command, Captain 
Carandini, Adjutant. The strength was 248, of which 
93 attended inspection. 

In 1891 the regiment was inspected at Muzaffarpur 
on the 23rd April by Colonel R. M. Clifford, Commanding 
2nd B.L., Major J. J. Macleod in command with Captain 
A. H. M. Edwards, K.D.G.’s, Officiating Adjutant, vice 
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Captain Carandini, on leave. The strength was 258, of 
which 88 attended inspection. Colonel Clifford knew the 
regiment when it was first raised in 1862, saw it again 
on inspection in 1879, and expressed himself as surprised 
at the marked improvement in turn-out. The same year 
an application was made by Lieutenant-Colonel Hudson to 
H. R. H. The Prince of Wales to allow the Behar Light 
Horse to call themselves “ The Prince of Wales,” in reply 
to which, intimation was conveyed by General Sir D. M. 
Probyn, V.C., that His Royal Highness consents if the 
application comes through, and is supported by, the Viceroy 
of India ; unfortunately His Excellency could not see his 
way to recommend this on the grounds that many similar 
applications had been previously refused. An application 
was also made for the transfer of the regiment from the 
jurisdiction of the General Officer Commanding Allahabad 
District to that of the General Officer Commanding the 
Presidency Division, on the ground that the regiment was 
more closely and intimately connected with Bengal than 
with the North-West Provinces. This request was refused 
by the Government of India, as it would involve a consider¬ 
able reduction in the area of the Allahabad Command and 
an undesirable addition to that of the Presidency Division. 
In October, the fifth Sergeant-Instructor sanctioned, 
joined. 

Brigadier-General A. A. A. Kinloch, Commanding 
Allahabad Division, inspected the regiment at Muzaffarpur 
on the 23rd April, Lieutenant-Colonel Hudson in command. 
The strength was 269, of which 92 were present on inspec¬ 
tion. The number of reservists had risen to 108, of which 
90 had made themselves efficient for the year (for list of 
officers, see Appendix XIII). 

On the 1st January, 1893, Lieutenant-Colonel W. B. 
Hudson’s name appeared in the New Year’s Honours List 
being gazetted a K.C.I.E. 

Moving camps on a large scale were first started in this 
year. On the 9th January, 1893, some 50 members of the 
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-corps, under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Sir W. B. 
Hudson, K.C.I.E., Major J. Hodding, Second-in-Command, 
started from Camp Bara, arriving at Motihari, a distance 
of about 20 miles, the same afternoon, having advanced 
in reconnoitring formation. Distance covered between 25 
and 30 miles. 

On the 10th January the squadron started for Segowli, 
a distance of 13 miles, at 8 a.m., moving off as an advanced 
guard ; a series of skirmishes, forming part of the day’s 
work, was carried out before Segowli was reached at about 
4 p.m., distance covered about 20 miles. The march was 
resumed next morning (lltli), the squadron moving off in 
reconnoitring formation preceded by an officer’s patrol. 
Bettiah was reached the same afternoon, distance covered 
about 18 miles. The following morning, the 12th January, 
a drill order parade was held after which the camp 
broke up. 

One hundred sets of regulation saddlery, at a cost of 
about £700, were presented to the corps by Mr. Lachlan 
Macdonald, and arrived in India in time for the inspection, 
which was held at Muzaffarpur for A, B, C, D and E 
Troops by Brigadier-General A. P. Palmer, C.B., Command¬ 
ing Allahabad Division, on the 27th April, F Troop having 
been inspected at Dinapur on the 31st December by Colonel 
J. Mitchell, Commanding at Dinapur. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Sir W. B. Hudson commanded the regiment. Owing 
partly to the Bettiah march and also to the season of the 
year, the attendance at the inspection parade was poor, 
only 85 being present out of a strength of 270. White 
uniform was used for the last time, as khaki was to be 
introduced from the next season. The transport of the 
regiment, for the most part polo ponies, with old parade 
saddles fitted as pack saddles paraded for inspection. In 
this year the Volunteer Officers’ Decoration was first 
sanctioned for Indian Volunteers. 

Major Hodding reported that on the morning of the 7th 
September, 1893, he was called upon by the Civil

Authorities to give assistance to the Police who had been 
attacked by a cattle-rescuing mob at Basantapur Thana ; 
the call was received at 2-15 a.m., and he with a party of 
one officer and five men started for the Thana at 2-45 a.m., 
arriving there, a distance of 12 miles, at dawn, where he 
found the attack had already been repelled by the Police 
who had killed and wounded five men ; here he was joined 
by a party of five more Volunteers to whom notice had 
been sent, and as the District Superintendent of Police 
had reason to believe a second attack would be made, 
the party now numbering 12 in all accompanied the Police 
who were escorting the cattle to Kampur, the next halting 
stage ; here preparations were made to repel an attack 
during the night, but as they were joined there by the 
Commissioner of the Division with a body of Armed Police 
from Patna, the services of the Volunteers were not further 
required. The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal were conveyed to the Saran Troop for the prompt 
manner in which they responded to the call of the Civil 
Authorities. The Supreme Government also recorded the 
following remarks: 

“ The Government of India consider that the prompt 
assistance rendered to the Civil power by a detachment of 
the Behar Light Horse on that occasion is most creditable 
to Major Hodding and the Volunteers who formed the 
detachment.” 

The regiment was inspected at Muzaffarpur on the 25th 
January, 1894, by Brigadier-General H. M. Evans, Com¬ 
manding Allahabad Division, Lieutenant-Colonel Sir W. B. 
Hudson, K.C.I.E., in command. The total strength 
was 263, of which 115 were present on inspection. Khaki 
uniform was worn for the first time and looked very- 
serviceable. 



CHAPTER VI. 
1895-1898. 


Manoeuvres , 1895— Mobilisation Scheme Manoeuvres, 

1896— Camp-of-Exercise at Silout, 1897— Major A. H. M. 
Edwards vacates the Adjutancy , 1897— Camp-of-Exercise, 
1898— Colonel Sir W. B. Hudson resigns the Commission, 
December 1898. 


In January 1895, the first large Camp-of-Exercise was 
started, lasting from the 16th to the 20th January, with the 
inspection at Muzaffarpur on the 21st. Colonel T. G. 
Crawley, A.A.G., Allahabad Division, who was the 
inspecting officer, accompanied the regiment during the 
manoeuvres, the general idea for the 16th and 17th being 
that an enemy is reported to be advancing from Goruckpur 
via Chupra towards Muzaffarpur, and has pushed on the 
Cavalry of its Advance Guard (the Southern Force under 
Major Hodding) to seize the boats and other means of 
crossing over the River Gundak between Sohasi and 
Rewaghats. The troops located in the districts to the 
north of the River Gundak (the Northern Force under 
Major Macleod) were to prevent them from doing this. 
Some very interesting work was done. On the 18th the 
general idea was for the Northern Force to fall back on the 
second line of defence, the Bya River, the Southern Force 
taking up their camps. On the 19th the Northern Force 
had orders to hold the line of the River Bya at all costs. 
This was done. In the afternoon the troops fell back 
independently on the regimental camps at Burkagong, and 
next day, the 20th, the regiment marched into Muzaffarpur 
having a field day en route, the inspection being held on 
the 21st, when the parade strength was 154 out of a total 
strength of 279. 
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The elaboration of the mobilisation scheme introduced 
by the Adjutant, Captain Edwards, was carried on during 
the year, the troops being divided into sections under 
section commanders. 

In April escorts at Gya and Bankipur were furnished 
during His Excellency the Viceroy’s (Lord Elgin’s) visit 
to those places. His Excellency was much struck by the 
extremely smart turn-out of the men and by the stamp 
of horses ridden in the ranks, and considered that the 
turn-out of the escorts he had the pleasure of in¬ 
specting reflected great credit on the whole corps. His 
Excellency, in order that there might be some memento of 
his visit, presented a silver medal to be competed for. 

Major J. J. Macleod again acted as Commandant of the 
corps during Colonel Sir W. B. Hudson’s absence on leave 
to England. 

The following extract from the Englishman is of 
interest:—“ Again Volunteer Cavalry has been called into 
active request and the papers report that the Bombay 
Light Horse gave prompt and ready assistance during the 
recent riots in the Western Capital. Therefore, with 
Volunteer Cavalry still prominent, it may not come amiss 
or be uninteresting to follow the annals of the corps 
which heads the Indian Volunteer list, especially as its 
Colonel has recently been chosen for the highest honour that 
has as yet been conferred upon Volunteer Officers. 
Officially the corps, which is now known as the Behar 
Light Horse, has been in existence thirty-one years, and 
though not actually the first Indian citizen corps formed, 
it is one of the earliest. But practically the corps existed 
in an unrecognised form for many years before. And it 
would interest those sanguine Volunteers who, shortly 
after the Manipur disturbance, pressed the claim of first 
war service for their respective corps, to know that the 
reserve roll of the Behar Light Horse carries the names of 
members who remember having patrolled the streets of 
Muzaffarpur during the uncertainty of 1857. 
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“ There have been several changes in the uniform of the 
corps and more in the equipment, but it appears that the 
original uniform was a grey tunic with red facings, grey 
breeches and, jack boots, a metal bound helmet with a 
plume and puggree. The next change of uniform was the 
recognised blue of the Indian Mounted Volunteers, and 
the facings were changed to white. The first blue tunic 
was braided in black across the front, but a later change 
has altered the cut of the tunic and has dispensed with the 
braid. The hot weather uniform up to the present year 
has always been white, but from now it has been changed 
to the regulation khaki. 

“ The corps was, perhaps, seen at its best when it visited 
Calcutta, 200 strong, in December 1883, and took part in 
the proceedings upon Proclamation Day. The General 
Officers who saw the regiment work during those ten days 
were unanimous in their praise of the smart and soldier¬ 
like way in which the several duties of the regiment were 
performed, and this opinion has always been echoed by all 
professional soldiers who have come in contact with the 
corps. To show clearly the importance which the Bengal 
Government place in the corps, the military cantonments 
at Segowli upon the frontier have been broken up, and 
the Light Horse is responsible for the dignity of the 
Empire from Dinapur across the Ganges to the Nepalese 
frontier. 

“ The Behar Light Horse has seen no active service, but 
this is through force of circumstances alone, for Colonel 
Hudson, during the Soudan War, volunteered one hundred 
troopers, mounted and equipped, to accompany the Indian 
Contingent. The offer was not accepted, though over the 
hundred which volunteered were ready to go. The corps 
was sufficiently thanked by the Viceroy for the loyal 
spirit which it had shown. 

“ To come to recent dates. Though the spirit of the 
corps flagged for two or three years, yet, under the energetic 
regime of the present Adjutant, the regiment has recovered 
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most of its old spirit. The general work of the past year 
has been based upon the sound object of real, efficient 
training. Sir William Hudson and Captain Edwards 
have dispensed with a great deal of the ordinary parade- 
ground superfluous training, and have gone steadily to 
work to teach the duties which would be required from 
mounted volunteers upon actual service. Hence, instead 
of the monotonous headquarters meets, long marches in 
service marching order have been instituted which have 
done much to advance the efficiency of the regiment 
as a screening and despatch bearing body. We are pleased 
to echo Sir William Hudson’s closing paragraph in his 
report to the Bengal Government, ‘ I would only add 
that if our services should be required, I believe that a 
few days would suffice to turn out 300 useful men and 
horses 

Lieutenant-Colonel Sir W. B. Hudson, K.C.I.E., V.D., 
A.D.C., was promoted to the rank of Honorary Colonel, 
and Major J. J. Macleod, V.D., to that of Honorary 
LieutenanVColonel, on the 6th December, 1895. 

The general idea of the Camp-of-Exercise in January 1896 
was as follows :—The advanced squadrons of a regiment 
of cavalry formed of C, E and F Troops, Behar 
Light Horse, and a troop of the Calcutta Light Horse, 
under the command of Major Hodding, have arrived on 
the evening of the 15th January at a point between 
Cheyton Pursa Factory and Palezaghat. This, which is 
known as the Southern Force, will endeavour to seize the 
railway bridge over the Gundak River at Sonepur and 
all other crossings within the limit of the manoeuvres on the 
morning of the 16th, when it will be joined by the Railway 
Volunteers. The Northern Force, under the command of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Macleod, composed of A, B and D 
Troops, B.L.H., will concentrate as directed on the 
,15th, A Troop at camp Powra, B Troop at camp 
Lalgunj, and D Troop at camp Serai: they will advance 
Ht daybreak (8 A.M.) on the 16th and seize the railway 
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bridge and all crossings, so as to prevent the Southern 
Force crossing the river. The latter, owing to its superior 
strength, drove back the Northern Force and effected 
a crossing driving back the enemy past Harowlie, where 
they camped for the night. On the 17th the Southern 
Force was to advance towards Muzaffarpur, which advance 
was effected by a dash on the Gurhea Bridge across the 
Bya River. The Northern Force encamped for the night 
near Bhatowlia, the Southern at camp Bhagwanpur. 
On the 18th the programme was reversed, the Southern 
Force passing through the line occupied by the Northern 
one, so as to protect Muzaffarpur from the advance of the 
latter. On this occasion the Northern Force won, as their 
support was opportune in its arrival on the scene of 
action. 

On the 19th the regiment marched into Muzaffarpur, 
performing field movements en route, and was inspected 
on the 20th by Lieutenant-Colonel G. H. Elliot, Com¬ 
manding 3rd B.C., who accompanied it throughout the 
manoeuvres, Colonel Sir W. B. Hudson, K.C.I.E., in 
command. The strength was 294, of which 176 were 
present on inspection. 

An extension of his appointment as Adjutant up to the 
end of the drill season was sanctioned to Captain A. H. M. 
Edwards, who had done so much towards the efficiency of 
the corps (for list of officers, see Appendix XIV). 

The following extract from the Commanding Officer’s 
Annual Report is of interest 

The annual camp was held in January 1897 at Silout 
near Muzaffarpur and was an unqualified success, Colonel 
Sir W. B. Hudson, K.C.I.E., in command. Year by year 
the standard of work called for and obtained at these 
camps has been raised, and the camp of 1897 was carried 
out on very thorough and practical lines. Brigadier-General 
Waterfield, C.B., Commanding the Allahabad District, 
inspected the regiment while in camp and saw the work 
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in the field, while H. E. the Commander-in-Chief, General 
Sir G. White, V.C., was present at the last day’s manoeuvres 
and inspected the regiment in Muzaffarpur at the conclu¬ 
sion of the week’s work. Both H. E. the Commander- 
in-Chief and Brigadier-General Waterfield spoke in the 
most gratifying terms of the regiment and of the work 
done. 

The strength was 274, of which 149 were present on 
inspection on the 22nd January. 

The Maxim Gun.—For some years the desirability of 
possessing a machine-gun has been before the members of 
the corps, and this year the matter was taken up in earnest. 
Former members of the corps now resident in England 
were approached on the subject, and they responded hand¬ 
somely by volunteering to purchase a Maxim by means of 
subscriptions raised among themselves and to present it to 
the corps. Messrs. H. W. Hudson and Hill, of Turcouleah, 
headed the list with subscriptions of 100 guineas each. 
The management of the undertaking was placed in the 
hands of Mr. F. A. Shaw, formerly a Lieutenant in the 
corps, and Lieutenant Disney, who was then in England, 
was deputed to make the actual purchase of the gun. 
Lieutenant Disney not only did so, but went through a 
course of instruction in Messrs. Maxim’s workshops, and 
made a thorough study of the working and mechanism of 
the gun. The Maxim gun reached Muzaffarpur just in 
time for the inspection by His Excellency the Commander- 
in-Chief in January 1897. 

In his annual report for the past season Sir William 
Hudson statesIt is difficult for me to do justice to 
the esprit de corps and public spirit of the gentlemen who 
made this splendid present to the regiment; and it seems 
to me to be a matter for profound self-congratulation on 
the part of the corps that the ties which bind its old 
members to it should be so strong as to induce them to give 
us such a striking proof of their lasting interest in the 
welfare of the regiment.” 
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During the year under report, Major A. H. M. Edwards, 
King’s Dragoon Guards, vacated the Adjutancy of the 
regiment, his term of appointment, which had been 
specially extended for six months, having expired. It is 
hard to express in suitable terms the value of his services 
to the Behar Light Horse. He came to the regiment at a 
time when there was some dissatisfaction, and when its 
internal administration left much to be desired. During 
his six years’ tenure of the Adjutancy he thoroughly 
examined the details of every department and initiated 
many improvements. He imbued the members with 
his own zeal and devotion to duty greatly by his own 
personal popularity and he left the regiment improved 
in every respect and regretted by every man in its 
ranks. 

Major Edwards was relieved by Captain R. A. Carruthers, 
11th Bengal Lancers, as Adjutant, in April 1897. Colonel 
Sir W. B. Hudson went on leave to England in March 
and was succeeded by Major M. N. Macleod. He in 
turn went on leave in November, and the command 
then devolved upon Major J. A. Bourdillon, V.I)., 

C.S.I. 

In January 1898 the annual camp was held near Kanti> 
Major J. A. Bourdillon, V.D., in command, Captain R. A- 
Carruthers, Adjutant. Brigadier-General Waterfield 
inspected the regiment during manoeuvres in the field and 
also on inspection parade at Muzaffarpur on the 21st 
January, 1898, the strength being 305, of which 157 
attended the parade. The Honorary Colonel, His Honour 
Sir A. Mackenzie, K.C.S.I., Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 
was also present and referred in a speech, which he 
made to the regiment, to the steady progress that had 
been effected towards efficiency since the formation of 
the corps which he had ascertained from consulting old 
records. 

Major J. A. Bourdillon went on leave in March, the 
command devolving upon Captain H. C. Spry, V.D. 
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H. H. Sir A. Mackenzie, in a farewell letter to the 
planters of Behar, states that he has asked the Government 
of India to sanction the cost of constructing a defensive 
post and armoury at the headquarters of the regiment 
in place of the existing armoury, which is badly situated 
and quite incapable of defence, the corps to contribute 
merely the price realised by the sale of the present head¬ 
quarters. This, if sanctioned by the Government of India, 
will be a great boon. 

The Honorary Colonel, Sir A. Mackenzie, late Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, resigned his commission. He was 
succeeded by H. H. Sir John Woodburn, the new Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor. 

The regiment won the first Indian Volunteer Cavalry 
Inter-Regimental Tent-Pegging Tournament held in March. 

Colonel Sir W. B. Hudson returned from leave and 
resumed command on the 20th November, 1898. The 
resignation of his command was accepted on the 16th 
December and Major J. Hodding was gazetted Commandant 
with the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel on the 13th January, 
1899. Regimental Order No. 851 is quoted below : 

Headquarters Muzaffarpur, R.O. No. 851, dated 30th 
January, 1899.—The following farewell order by Colonel 
Sir W. B. Hudson, on resigning his command, is published 
for information:— 

In resigning the command of the regiment which I have 
held for the past 17 years, I desire to thank the comrades 
who have so loyally co-operated with me in maintaining 
its efficiency. I desire once more to thank the Adjutant 
and staff for all they have done for it, and as a last 
word would remind all members that in enrolling their 
names they take upon themselves duties which they are 
in honour bound to carry out to the best of their abilities, 
and would especially remind the Officers Commanding 
troops and non-commissioned officers that on them really 
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rests the honour and efficiency of the regiment. I have 
resigned the command, but not my personal interest in 
•our old regiment, and I look forward to seeing it, under 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hodding, increase in efficiency and 
attractiveness, and to see every man in Behar who values 
his manhood make himself fit to defend the helpless if 
need comes, instead of being classed amongst the helpless 
himself. He will not be fit unless he is trained. 



CHAPTER VII. 


1899-1905. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Hodding appointed Commandant —- 
The South African War—The King's Coronation—The 
Delhi Durbar—Major R. A. Carruthers vacates the Adjutancy 
and is succeeded by Captain K . MacMullen — Lieutenant- 
Colonel Hodding resigns the Command of the Regiment . 

On the 13th January, 1899, Major J. Hodding succeeded 
to the command of the regiment with the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, vice Colonel Sir W. B. Hudson, 
resigned (for list of officers, see Appendix XV). The annual 
Camp-of-Exercise was held from the 19th to the 24th 
January, A, B, C and D Troops assembling at Silout 
under the command of Colonel Hodding, and E and 
F at Garoul, commanded by Major J. A. Bourdillon. 
After field operations the entire regiment subsequently 
encamped at Silout, when it was inspected by Brigadier- 
General R. M. Clifford, Commanding Allahabad District. 
The Hon’ble Colonel Sir John Woodburn, Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, accompanied by Sir William Hudson,, 
visited the' camp and were present at the inspection. 
The strength of the regiment was 302, of which 179 mem¬ 
bers attended the Inspection Parade. 

In March 1899 a meeting of all officers available and 
representative N.C.O.’s from all troops was held to bid 
farewell to Colonel Sir William Hudson on his severing his 
connection with the regiment after a term of command of 
nearly 18 years, when a memento in the shape of a piece 
of plate was presented to him. 

( 42 ) 
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The Inter-Volunteer Cavalry Tent-Pegging Tournament 
was again won, and this the second time in succession, by a 
team composed of Captain R. A. Carruthers (Adjutant), 
T. S. M. Apperley, Sergeant H. Urquhart, Sergeant- 
Trumpeter J. M. Wilson and Troopers R. G. Collins and 
H. Blair, with a total score of 52, the Allahabad Light 
Horse being second with a score of 49. 

In the autumn of 1899, after the disastrous week to the 
British Army in South Africa, Colonel Hodding volunteered, 
on behalf of the regiment, to supply a squadron, fully 
horsed and equipped, also a Maxim gun and detachment 
for active service there. The services of a half-squadron 
(54 officers and men) could, however, only be accepted. 
This, on the formation of Lumsden’s Horse, joined that 
regiment as A. Co., under the command of Captain J. B. 
Ruthcrfoord, C. E. Crane being Lieutenant (for list of 
names, see Appendix XVI, pages 76 to 80). Regimental 
Order No. 114, dated 30th January, 1900, is as follows:— 
“ The Transvaal Contingent will assemble in Muzaffarpur 
on the 6th February and will leave for Calcutta on the 
7th.” 

The annual Camp-of-Exercise, which was held at Turki 
on the 23rd January, 1900, had to be abandoned owing to 
exceptionally bad weather, the camp being completely 
washed out. The regiment, therefore, was compelled to 
return to Muzaffarpur, where it was inspected on the 26th 
and 27th January by Brigadier-General St. John Mitchell, 
185 being present on inspection out of a total strength 
of 277. 

Owing to the decision of the Military Authorities that 
the South African Contingent was on leave and could not, 
therefore, qualify for the capitation grant, considerable 
difficulty was anticipated in keeping up the strength of 
the regiment. This was, however, overcome by the fact 
that all the old members of the corps available, who had 
passed through the ranks, re-enrolled. 
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Regimental Order No. 57, dated 24th September, 1900, 
is as follows :—• 

“ The Commanding Officer has with the utmost regret to 
publish the following casualties among the men of the 
regiment serving with Lumsden’s Horse, which occurred 
in action at Karee Siding, Orange Free State, on the 30th 
April, 1900. No. 2 Section, A. Co., Lumsden’s Horse, 
under Lieutenant Crane, and consisting entirely of Behar 
Light Horsemen, were detached to hold a kopje, and when 
it came to their turn to retire, had to do so across the 
open, under heavy fire at close range. Lieutenant Crane 
and Sergeant-Major C. M. C. Marsham were both severely 
wounded in the retirement, and Troopers Lumsden, 
Daubeny and Case were killed. 

“ The Commanding Officer is proud to be able to record 
that the behaviour of the section, under a very trying 
ordeal, elicited the unstinted praise of all who witnessed it. 

“ Sergeant MacNamara, on whom the command of the 
retirement developed, handled the section with great 
coolness and skill. The casualties were as follows :—•

The Camp-of-Exercise was held at Sonepur from the 20th 
to the 24th January, 1901. The main feature of the camp 
was the welcoming back of the South African Contingent, 
composed of Captain J. B. Rutherfoord, D.S.O., Lieutenant 
F. MacNamara and 16 rank-and-file. The regiment 
paraded at 8 a.m. on the 21st on the racecourse in hollow 
square formation. When the contingent escorted to the 
parade by all the officers of the regiment present arrived, 
the order was given to “ Carry Swords.” Colonel Hodding 
then addressed them as follows :—•“ Captain Rutherfoord, 
Lieutenant MacNamara, Non-Commissioned Officers and 
Men of the South African Contingent—-Since your return 
to this country you have been feted and welcomed 
in many places from the time you landed in Bombay 
to the present moment, but no greeting could have 
been more joyous, no welcome warmer, than that which 
everyone here now extends to you. You have nobly 
upheld the tradition of this corps by your courageous 
acts, and our gratitude to you is straight from our 
hearts. I have heard from Colonel Lumsden of the 
admirable way in which all of you conducted your¬ 
selves under all circumstances, and our pride in you is 
absolutely unbounded.” Turning to the regiment Colonel 
Hodding called for three cheers for our brave comrades, 
which were given with effect probably never surpassed. 
It is interesting here to record the honours and 
distinctions won by the A. Co. (B.L.H.), of Lumsden’s 
Horse:—

Regimental Sergeant-Major C. M. C. Marsham received 
a commission in the South African Constabulary, and 
Lieutenant C. E. Crane and Sergeant G. E. Llewhellin 
were mentioned in despatches. 

A mural tablet, in memory of the members of Lumsden’s 
Horse who fell in battle, has been erected in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, Calcutta, by the Honorary Colonel of the 
regiment Lord Curzon, and one in Christ Church, Muzaffar- 
pur, in memory of the members of the B.L.H., by their 
former comrades in the regiment. 

Af ter the ceremonial parade was dismissed field 
operations were undertaken, the three squadrons being 
under the command of Majors Hickley, Filgate and Cox. 
It is worth noting that two squadrons of the regiment 
crossed the Gundak River within 20 minutes from the 
time the first horse was put on board a ferry boat 
until the last was disembarked (for list of officers, see 
Appendix XVII, page 81). 

On the 24th January the regiment operated as far as 
Garoul on the Tirhoot State Railway, where it entrained 
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for Muzaffarpur. Owing to the death of H. M. The Queen, 
the news of which had been received while in camp, the 
inspection held by General Mitchell was limited to a 
simple march past in single file. Twenty-one officers and 
157 other ranks were present out of a total strength of 277. 

The annual Camp-of-Exercise was held at Waini from 
the 17th to the 20th January, 1902, where it was inspected 
in camp by Major-General Hill, Inspector-General of 
Volunteers. The regiment then proceeded by rail to 
Muzaffarpur, where it was again inspected by Lieutenant- 
Colonel L. S. Peyton, 14th Bengal Lancers ; 171 of all 
ranks were present on inspection out of a total strength of 
264. At a church parade held in Muzaffarpur the memorial 
to the members of the regiment who had fallen in South 
Africa was unveiled. 

In April 1902 Major R. A. Carruthers vacated the 
Adjutancy on the completion of his term, being succeeded 
by Captain K. MacMullen, 12th Bengal Cavalry. 

In May 1902 Lieutenant-Colonel J. Hodding was selected 
for the command of the Indian Volunteer Contingent 
assisting at the Coronation Ceremonies of His Majesty 
King Edward VII in London, Sergeant Percy Jones, 
D.C.M., being selected as a representative from the 
corps to form one of the Contingent. In the same year 
the Newcomen Cup, presented by Major Newcomen, Cawn- 
pore Light Horse, for competition among the Mounted 
Corps in India, for the Best Man-at-Arms, was won by 
Trumpeter-Sergeant Hooley, D Troop. 

On the 22nd December, 1902, a detachment of 24 rank- 
and-file, under the command of Captain J. B. Rutherfoord, 
D.S.O., proceeded to Delhi to take part in the Delhi 
Coronation Durbar held on the 1st January, 1903. At this 
Durbar Lieutenant-Colonel J. Hodding was decorated with 
the order of Companion of the Indian Empire. 

The annual Camp-of-Exercise was held at Silout, lasting 
from the 28th January to the 2nd February, 1903, the 
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inspecting officer being Brigadier-General Abbott, C.B., 
Commanding Allahabad District; 151 members of the 
corps were present out of a strength of 247. The Hon’ble 
Mr. Bourdillon (now Sir James), who on the death of 
Sir John Woodburn had been appointed Officiating Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor of Bengal and who was a former officer of 
the regiment, was present at the inspection and assault- 
at-arms. 

During this year the Inter-Volunteer Tent-Pegging 
Trophy, for which eight corps competed, was won for the 
fourth time with the score of 67, the following being the 
team:—Captain K. MacMullen, Adjutant, Captain J. B. 
Rutherfoord, Lieutenant J. A. M. Wilson, Corporals 
Holtum and Elliot and Trooper Hervey. 

In April of the same year Mr. Bourdillon (now Sir James), 
acting Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, was gazetted 
Honorary Colonel of the Behar Light Horse. Sir James 
Bourdillon had been connected with the regiment from 
the rank of Trooper to that of Officiating Commandant 
during the greater part of his Indian career, and his 
acceptance of the Honorary Colonelcy of the corps was 
much appreciated by its members, to all of whom he was 
personally known. 

The annual Camp-of-Exercise was held at Motipur from 
20th to 25th January, the Inspecting Officer being 
Brigadier-General Spens, C.B., A.D.C., Commanding 

Allahabad District. The number on inspection parade was 
141 out of a total strength of 243. The indigo industry was 
then in its “ darkest days,” and owing to this fact, it was 
decided to hold the annual camp in December instead of 
in January. Consequently the Camp-of-Exercise for 1905, 
which would, according to all precedence, have been held 
in that year, appears under that of 1904. This was held 
at Samastipur from the 5th to 11th December, where the 
regiment was inspected by Colonel Blyth, 10th Lancers, 
123 members being present out of a strength of 233. This 
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was the last camp held under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Hodding, as he was prevented by ill health 
from attending the next one, the last before his retirement. 

The Newcomen Cup Trophy was won by Troop Sergeant- 
Major W. J. Ross, A Troop, being the second time it 
was held by the regiment. 

The annual Camp-of-Exercise was held at Turki from 
the 4th to the 10th December, where it was inspected by 
Brigadier-General Spens, C.B., Commanding Allahabad 
Brigade, Major V. N. Hickley in command. The attend¬ 
ance on inspection was only 88 out of the total strength 
of 212, as it was found impossible for most indigo- 
planters to get away at that season of the year. Owing 
to the small number who turned out for inspection 
parade a supplementary camp was afterwards held at 
Samastipur. 

The following extract from Regimental Orders are 
given No. 925, dated 5th June, 1906.—Lieutenant- 
Colonel John Hodding, V.D., C.I.E., Commandant, resigns 
his commission and is granted the honorary rank of Colonel 
with permission to wear the uniform of the corps on 
retirement. 

No. 926, dated 5th June, 1906.—With reference to Regi¬ 
mental Order No. 925, Colonel Hodding’s farewell to the 
regiment is herewith published :—• 

“ In taking leave of the corps which he has had the 
honour to command for the past seven years, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Hodding wishes to thank all ranks for the 
unwavering and loyal support which has been accorded to 
him during his tenure of command. He is proud to think 
that for true soldierly spirit, the regiment has no superior 
throughout the Volunteer force in India, and is confident 
that the same esprit de corps which has in the past made 
all things possible for the Behar Light Horse will be 
continued and handed down intact in the future. After 
30 years’ service in the Behar Light Horse, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Hodding is happy to take with him, into retirement,

During Colonel Hodding’s command the efficiency of 
the corps increased in a very marked degree. He brought 
to bear a soldierly instinct, seldom met with in a Volunteer, 
and no man had the interest of the corps he commanded 
more at heart, and through the darkest days that the 
indigo industry has ever passed, when, owing to no young 
men were brought out to what was considered a dying 
industry and to many of the men who were already in it 
leaving for other occupations, the corps suffered severely 
from want of recruits, Colonel Hodding never lost heart or 
a cheery confidence of better times to come (for list of 
officers, see Appendix XVIII). 



CHAPTER VIII. 

1900. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Hickley appointed Commandant —The 
Honorary Colonel Sir J A. BourdiUon resigns the appoint¬ 
ment and is succeeded by Sir Andrew Fraser—Escort to Lord 
Kitchener—Major K. MacMullen. vacates the Adjutancy. 

On the 25th May, 1900, Major Victor North Hick ley. 
V.D., Hon. A.D.C. to the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 
succeeded to the command of the regiment with the rank 
of Lieutenant-Colonel, vice Colonel J. Hodding, resigned. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hickley, being on leave in England, 
Major T. R. Filgate, V.D., officiated in command until 
Colonel Hicklcy’s return to India in November. 

Sir James Austin Bourdillon, K.C.S.I., V.D., resigned 
his appointment as Honorary Colonel of the Behar Light. 
Horse on the 22nd June, 1906, and was succeeded by the 
Hon’ble Sir Andrew Henderson Leith Fraser, Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, on the 7th December. 

On the 24th July, 1906, an escort was furnished by 
F Troop on the occasion of the Hon. Mr. L. Hare’s (now 
Sir Lancelot, Officiating Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal) 
visit to Bankipur. Mr. Hare belonged to the Behar Light 
Horse for years and his name is still borne on the role of 
officers, Unattached List. 

On the 5th November, 1906, an escort furnished by 
B Troop and commanded by Captain Apperley was given 
to H. E. Lord Kitchener, Commander-in-Chief in India, 
from Ruxaul station, on the Nepal frontier, for some 
distance into Nepal on the occasion of H. E.’s journey to 
Khatmandu. The following Regimental Order is quoted, 
No. 1024, dated 18th November, 1906 

“ The Commanding Officer is pleased to notify the 
following appreciation by H. E. Lord Kitchener of the 
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escort furnished him by B Troop of the regiment at 
Ruxaul on Monday, 5th November. 

“ His Excellency was particularly pleased with the 
troop whose mounting and general turn-out he considered 
excellent. He only regrets that he has not been able to see 
more of the regiment up to now, as he is well aware of the 
high place it holds among Light Horse Corps in India.” 

The annual Camp-of-Exercise was held near Pirakpur 
Factory, 11 miles east of Muzaffarpur, with a second camp 
at the latter place, and lasted six days, concluding on the 
29th January, 1907. Major-General Pearson, C.B., Inspec¬ 
tor-General of Volunteers in India, and Major Barrow, 4th 
Cavalry, detailed by the General Officer Commanding the 
Allahabad Brigade, were present throughout three days 
of the camp. The inspection was held in the field on the 
28th January, the numbers present on inspection being 
139 out of a strength of 227. This was the last camp 
Major K. MacMullen, 12th Cavalry, could be present at as 
Adjutant of- the regiment as his term of office would 
expire on the 11th April. His tact and energy has gone 
far towards the efficiency, the increase in numbers, and 
enthusiasm which is so apparent (for list of officers, see 
Appendix XIX). 

The Regimental Order on Major MacMullen leaving the 
regiment is given below, No. 1144, dated 16th April, 
1907 

“ The Commanding Officer wishes to acknowledge the 
good work done by Major MacMullen during his tenure of 
the post of Adjutant. He leaves the regiment with the 
good wishes of every man in it.” 

A sword was also presented to Major MacMullen by the 
regiment; he was relieved by Captain G. A. S. Gordon, 
13th Lancers, on the 12th April, 1907.

CHAPTER T. 

Captain G. A. S. Gordon appointed Adjutant — Hon. 
Col. Sir Andrew Fraser resigns his Commission and is 
succeeded by Sir Edward Norman Baker -The regiment 
parades at Arrah for inspection by H. M. the King- 
Emperor—Major Gordon vacates the Adjutancy. 

The annual Camp of Exercise was held at. Kanti, lasting 
six days, from 21st January to 28th January, 1903. Lieut. - 
General Sir Alfred Gaselee, late Commanding Northern 
Army, and Brigadier-General Poete, Adjutant-General, 
Northern Army, were present for a portion of the camp. 
The numbers on inspection were 172 of all ranks of an 
enrolled strength of 321. On 30th November, 1908, 
Sir Andrew Fraser resigned his Commission as Hon. 
Colonel and was succeeded by Sir Edward Norman Baker. 
Colonel V. N. Hickley was appointed Hon. A.D.C. 
to the Lieut.-Governor of Bengal on the 28th December, 
1908. The annual Camp of Exercise was held at. Rohwa, 
some four miles east of Muzaffarpur, from 19th January to 
25th January, 1909. Lieut.-Colonel Peyton, Commanding 
IX Hodson’s Horse, accompanied by Major Crocker of 
the same regiment, attended the camp and inspected. 
One hundred and forty-six were on inspection of an 
enrolled strength of 375. 
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Two companies of the VII Rajputs from Dinapur were 
encamped near Rohwa and added to the interest of all 
field days in which they co-operated. 

The bandolier equipment was issued during the year 
in place of the old cavalry pouch belt. 

The Headquarters, Armoury and Sergeant-Major’s 
quarters were completed and occupied, the old quarters 
were done up and occupied by the Adjutant. 

In November two beds in the Woodburn Ward, Presi¬ 
dency General Hospital, Calcutta, were established with 
the balance of the Lumsden’s Horse Fund for active 
members of Mounted Volunteer Corps in India during 
sickness at the reduced rates of Rs. 2-8 per diem. 

On 23rd December, 1909, Reservist M. J. Wilson, the 
oldest member of the corps, retired from India and the 
following appeared in Regimental Orders : 

No. 2 Reservist M. J. Wilson having left the country 
is struck off the strength of the corps at his own 
request. 

The Commanding Officer desires to express the regret 
of all ranks at the severance of the oldest member of the 
corps' connection with the Behar Light Horse. 

Mr. M. Wilson became a Volunteer in 1857 and on several 
occasions during the year distinguished himself in various 
ways. He enlisted as a Trooper in the Soubah Behar 
Mounted Rifles in 1862 and went through the ranks of 
Corporal, Sergeant and Sergeant-Major to Cornet; he also 
served as Adjutant. 

The annual Camp of Kxercise was held at Turki from 
19th January to 28th January, 1910. The regiment was 
inspected by Colonel Smith, 12th Cavalry, accompanied 
by Major F. C. K. Macmullen ; 155 were on inspection of 
an enrolled strength of 279. 

Two companies of the Shropshire Light Infantry camped 
in the vicinity and joined in the daily manoeuvres which 
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added greatly to the interest of the operations. General 
Gray, Inspector-General of Volunteers, was present most of 
the camp which was held near Samastipur, 17th January 
to 23rd January, 1911. The regiment was inspected by 
General Fanshawe, Commanding Presidency Brigade. 
One hundred and thirty-two were on inspection of an 
enrolled strength of 244 active and 108 reservists. The 
Inter-Troop Polo Cup was started and the first winners 
were B Troop. 

In March the Hon. Colonel Sir Edward Baker visited 
Muzaffarpur and presented his cup on a parade on the 
cutchery maidan. 

In May Lieut.-Colonel Hickley proceeded on six months’ 
leave to England, and Lieut.-Colonel T. R. Filgate 
officiated as Commandant during his absence. 

Lieut.-Colonel Hickley represented the regiment at the 
Coronation ceremony of H. M. King George V in London 
in June. A regimental parade with the Muzaffarpur 
Armed Police was held in Muzaffarpur on 23rd June, 1911, 
the actual date of the ceremony at Westminster. Captain 
G. A. S. Gordon, Adjutant, went on six months’ leave on 
26th June and Captain T. Nisbett, 28th Cavalry, was 
appointed Officiating Adjutant. Sir Edward Norman 
Baker resigned the Hon. Colonelcy on the 21st September, 
1911. Captain E. G. Barton and Vet.-Lieut. Quinlon 
represented the corps at the Delhi Durbar. The regiment 
had the unique honour of being inspected as a separate unit 
by H. M. the King-Emperor at Arrah on 17th December, 
1911, and he presented the fegiment with signed photo¬ 
graphs of Their Imperial Majesties (vide Appendix). 
Twenty-two officers and 167 rank and file were present. 
Captain E. Llewhellin, Lieuts. R. S. Cheshire and 
R. Barrow, and 29 N. C. Os. and men attended the 
Calcutta concentration camp on the occasion of Their 
Majesties’ visit to Calcutta in January 1912 and formed 
a composite squadron of Light Horse with the Surma 
Valley and Chota-Nagpur Light Horse.

The annual Camp of Exercise was held at Berampura, 
near Muzaffarpur, from 27th January to 30th January, 
1912, the period being considerably curtailed owing to the 
inspection and camp at Arrah and the concentration in 
Calcutta. Brigadier-General Fanshawe inspected the regi¬ 
ment on the 29th January ; 168 were on inspection of an 
enrolled strength of 350. 


Major Gordon, 13th D. C. Lancers, vacated the Adju¬ 
tancy on 12th April, 1912, and on leaving was presented 
with a sword of honour, and the Regimental Order reads: 
“ All ranks will regret the loss of one who has by his tact 
and energy and good temper filled with credit to the 
regiment and himself a po$t which needs qualities which 
may not always be found in the best of soldiers. He leaves 
the corps in a better state of efficiency than it has yet 
reached.”

Captain T. Nisbett appointed Adjutant—Sir Charles 
Bayley appointed Honorary Colonel—'The regiment escort 
H. E. the Viceroy at Bankipur—'Captain D. O . Lamb ap¬ 
pointed Adjutant—•Major T. R. Filgate appointed Adjutant 
—Sir Charles Bayley resigns his Commission as Honorary 
Colonel—Sir Edward Gait appointed—•The regiment escort 
H . E . the Viceroy at the opening of the High Court , 
Bankipur—The Defence of India Act introduced and the 
regiment after 54 years and 4 months as a Volunteer Corps 
ceases to exist . 

Captain T. Nisbett, 28th Cavalry, was appointed 
Adjutant on the 12th April, 1912. Sir Charles Bayley, 
Lieut.-Governor of the new province of Behar and Orissa, 
was appointed Hon. Colonel on 23rd May, 1912. Lieut.- 
Col. Hickley was appointed A.D.C. to the Lieut.-Governor 
in June. The Jubilee of the corps was held in Muzaffarpur. 
The regiment was encamped at Berampura, near 
Muzaffarpur, from 21st January to 28th January, 1913, 
and was inspected by Lieut.-General Sir Bryan Mahon 
on Sunday, 26th January. On inspection were 189 of a 
total strength of 362 but this includes 83*26. per cent 
of the active list actually. 

Immediately after the gallop past, Captain E. G. Barton 
was seen to fall from his horse. Lieut.-Cols. Hindmarsh 
and Chatterton were at once in attendance, but pronounced 
life extinct, the corps thereby losing one of its keenest 
officers who was most deservedly popular with all who 
knew him. The following account of the Jubilee celebra¬ 
tions appeared in the Pioneer of 20t.h February, 1913. 

A Jubilee is an occasion for rejoicing. It represents 
the survival of fifty years’ efforts of some kind, and a 
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landmark from which the beginning of a new record is 
reckoned. If the past has been unfortunate, we are rejoiced 
to find it past and hope for the future ; if dearly memorable, 
we delight to recall it, to examine it, to find therein inspi¬ 
ration and impetus. The fifty years’ history of the Behar 
Light Horse evidences in itself an achievement. Survival 
alone is a victory over circumstances worthy of being 
commemorated. And when a present, virile, enthusiastic, 
confident, succeeds a past that is honourable and stimulat¬ 
ing, then the Jubilee is at once a paean and a promise. 
These two characteristics marked the recent celebrations, 
impressed themselves alike on the members of the corps 
and the sympathetic observer. No expense was spared 
to maintain the tradition of hospitality which belongs to 
the corps, but at the same time no relaxation from the 
usual strenuous field work was permitted, and officers 
and men went through their duties with not less earnest¬ 
ness, not less thoroughness, because there was a Jubilee 
ball on the horizon. Duty and discipline are essential to 
the existence of every military force, Volunteer or Regular, 
and because they are essential we take them for granted 
and neither admire nor wonder, but nevertheless when on 
an occasion of this kind, with an atmosphere of festivity 
all around tempting to slackness in the performance of 
those arduous and troublesome obligations which camp- 
life entails, we find devotion to duty and keenness for 
work undiminished, we cannot withhold a tribute of 
admiration. 

At Berampura, about two miles from Muzaffarpur, the 
B.L.H. camp was pitched, and Tuesday, the 21st January, 
was the date fixed for the assembling of the members of 
the corps. They came from all parts of Behar, and every 
train that arrived on Tuesday carried Volunteers hastening 
to be in for the first parade in the camp, which had been 
for some days laid out under the direction of the Adjutant, 
Captain Nisbett and the Unattached List Instructors. 
Everything was ready. The orderly office and its adjunct, 
the Quartermaster’s department, were opened about noon 
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and carried out the work that fell to them expeditiously 
and without the slightest trace of confusion. There were 
occasions, however, on which the ingenuity and resource 
of the Quartermaster, Hon. Lieut. G. C. Blake, were 
taxed to their uttermost. There was an unusually good 
muster of members at dinner on the first night of the camp 
and until midnight fresh arrivals who had dined in the 
station continued to pour in. 

On Wednesday the work began with Troop and Squadron 
drill in the morning from 8 a.m. to noon, and in the after¬ 
noon from 2 p.m. Regimental drill. Where many of the 
men and most of the horses are new to the work, there is 
always a period of settling down to the exercises. This 
is inevitable in all Volunteer Corps, and it speaks well for 
the calibre of the B.L.H. that they adapt themselves so 
quickly to the necessary evolutions, and after a very short 
time, move with the ease and accuracy of veterai^. 
Regimental drill again occupied the whole of Thursday 
morning and was gone through to the great satisfaction of 
the officers. The horses had by this time become more 
amenable to the new discipline, and the movements were 
carried out in a manner that showed a distinct improve¬ 
ment on the work of previous camps. Friday afternoon 
saw the semi-finals of the Inter-Troop Tournament Polo. 
“ A ” Troop (MuzafEarpur) were drawn against “ F ” 
Troop. The former were regarded as the ultimate winners 
of the tournament, being excellently mounted and includ¬ 
ing such notable players as Messrs. F. F. Lyall and 
E. Danby. They had an easy victory in their first game 
defeating “ F ” Troop by a large margin after a one-sided 
game. The second game lay between “ B ” Troop and 
“ D ” Troop and after an excellent game resulted in a win 
for the former by 5 goals to 2. Friday saw the hardest 
and most important work of the week. The members of 
the B.L.H. are usually pretty fit, and such of them as 
had been out of training were after the two previous days’ 
drill in good condition for the gruelling of the general 
manoeuvres. At 7-30 the regiment paraded for manoeuvres. 
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“C” and “ D ” Troops were under the command of 
Major P. Jones and “ A,” B,” “ E ” and “ F ” Troops 

under Major J. A. M. Wilson, V.D. The subsequent action 
developed into the defence and attack of Arizpore Factory, 
about 10 miles from Muzaffarpur, and when the stand¬ 
fast was sounded at noon, the umpires declared the honours 
even. After a short rest, the manoeuvres were resumed. 
“ E ” and “ F ” Troops under the command of Captain 
Llewhellin were sent with a maxim to protect a bullock- 
cart convoy proceeding from Arizpore to Muzaffarpur, 
and half an hour afterwards the remainder of the regiment 
under Colonel Filgate, V.D., C.I.E., were despatched to 
capture the convoy at all costs. Captain Llewhellin just 
succeeded in getting his convoy to Muzaffarpur. The 
issue was in doubt up to the last moment and the result 
would have been different had the attacking force pushed 
on with more vigour and not allowed themselves to be 
misled by a troop of Captain Llewhellin’s detailed for the 
purpose. The military police under Captain A. E. Mac- 
Dowell, S.P., greatly assisted to assure the success of the 
scheme in helping the convoy to its destination. The 
dismiss was then sounded, and the troops returned to 
camp after a hard day’s work in the course of which they 
had covered twenty-five miles of country. Regimental 
drill occupied the whole of Saturday morning, and an 
examination for proficiency certificates was held at the 
same time. This was conducted by Major Tweedie and 
Hon. Lieutenant and Quartermaster Heatley of the Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders. Thirteen candidates proved 
successful. In the afternoon, the Inter-Troop Polo Final 
was played ofE at the Race Course. This was the best 
game in the tournament. Both teams were equally well 
mounted and between the players there was little to choose. 
After a most exciting struggle the better combination of 
“ A ” Troop won the match for them. For the winners 
Sergeant F. F. Lyall and Trooper E. Danby were conspi¬ 
cuous, while Sergeant Hunt and Lance-Corporal Meyrick 
played a splendid game for the losing side. The regiment 
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wrt s “ At Home ” on the polo ground which never before 
presented such a gay and animated appearance, SurulaV

It was hoped that in spite 
of adverse circumstances, this Jubilee inspection would 
constitute a record, and to the great satisfaction of all 
this hope was realised. The regiment mustered 200 of 
all ranks at the inspection parade. In the palmiest days 
of the indigo industry this number has not been equalled ; 
adversity has been a stimulus to the devotion of the 
B.L.H. After the usual evolutions, the regiment drew up 
in line and was addressed by Lieut.-General Sir Bryan 
Mahon. He complimented them on their smart turn-out, 
on the excellent condition of both men and horses, on the 
manner in which they had gone through the exercises and 
expressed the pleasure he experienced in meeting a regiment 
some of whose members had been his comrades in South 
Africa. A sad accident marred this otherwise pleasant 
reunion. During the gallop past, Captain E. G. Barton, 
“ D ” Troop, was observed to fall from his horse. 
He was taken up dead. A keen Volunteer, he would 
attend the inspection despite the warnings of the doctors, 
and his own knowledge of the weakness of his heart. 
He died in harness, the death he would have chosen 
surrounded by the comrades who had known and loved 
him. 

At the parade service, in the evening, Rev. Russell 
Payne, Chaplain of Muzaffarpur, and Honorary Chaplain 
of the B.L.H., made a touching reference to the death of 
Captain Barton, a good soldier, a good Christian, a true 
friend. Afterwards the funeral took place. He was 
buried with full military honours, the music being supplied 
by the H.L.I. band. This tribute to their officer and the 
wreaths which Bandmaster Stockey placed on the coffin 
were much appreciated by the B.L.H. Darkness was 
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fast closing in over the little European cemetery at Beram - 
pura as the mournful notes of the “ Last Post ” died away. 
The comrades and friends who had assembled to pay the 
last tribute of respect to the dead turned away from the 
grave side. A meeting of the officers of the corps was held 
immediately after the funeral to decide whether the rest 
of the celebration was to be carried out. It was thought 
that he would have desired so, and as preparations had been 
made for a long time previously, it was decided to carry 
out the programme as arranged. By kind permission of 
Colonel Ronaldson and officers of the 1st Battalion 
H.L.I., their band had come from Lucknow for the festi¬ 
vities. It is seldom we have the pleasure of hearing a 
military band in Muzaffarpur, and the great reputation 
enjoyed by the H.L.I., had made us anticipate unusual 
pleasure from their performance. Expectation was fully 
realised. The B.L.H. “ At Home ” was the most enjoy¬ 
able function of its kind that Muzaffarpur had hitherto 
known, and the music was a feature of its success. 

On Saturday evening H. H. the Lieut.-Governor was 
due to arrive, and an escort of 100 sabres under the 
command of Captain Llewhellin proceeded to the station 
to meet their Hon. Colonel. They escorted him to 
Sikunderpore House where on arrival they were inspected 
by H. H. who thanked them personally for their attention. 
A camp concert completed the day’s amusements. It 
was a very happy idea. In a small “ gachi ” opposite the 
camp a stage was erected and all around were scattered 
small tables with seats as at a cafe chantant. A large 
petrol lamp lighted the stage, many Chinese lanterns gave 
the necessary illumination to the ground and a huge bonfire 
gave the suggestion of warmth to an otherwise cold night. 
At 10 p.m. the Government House party arrived and were 
received by Lieut.-Colonel Hickley, V.D. The presence 
of the Lieut.-Governor and Lady Bayley was much 
appreciated. The compliment was the more gracious as 
they had arrived in Muzaffarpur but a few hours previously. 
A great many guests had arrived when the concert 
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began. Most of the items were contributed by members 
of the corps which possesses a wealth of musical talent; 
and under the capable management of Surgeon-Colonel 
Hindmarsh, the programme was got through without a 
hitch. The guests seemed to thoroughly enjoy the concert, 
and, notwithstanding the cold and the lateness of the 
hour, found the end come all too soon. Where everything 
was good it would be invidious to make distinction, but 
that which seemed to take the audience most, were the 
special contribution of the band, a “ fantasia ” on ” I am 
afraid to go home in the dark ” which provoked shrieks of 
laughter, and the comic songs of Captain Singleton, 
H.L.I., of which Muzaffarpur audiences never can have 
enough. 

The Assault-at-Arms occupied the whole of Monday. 
Colonel Hickley and the members of the corps were “ At 
Home ” in the afternoon and the largest gathering that 
Muzaffarpur has seen assembled to enjoy their hospitality. 
Sir Charles and Lady Bayley were present, and Lady 
Bayley presented the prizes. “ A ” Troop (Muzaffarpur) 
won the Lloyd-Lindsay competition for which H. H. had 
given a cup. The section tent-pegging was won by “ B ” 
Troop and the half-section jumping by “ D ” Troop. 
Trooper Douglas Smith, “ E ” Troop, won the cup for best 
man-at-arms and carried off the prizes for individual tent¬ 
pegging (lance), heads and posts and lime-cutting. 

It was a member of the other sex (in these days of 
militant feminism it is dangerous to be too precise) who re¬ 
marked that the ball was the best justification the B.L.H. 
could have possibly given of their fifty years of existence. 
It was incomparably the best of its kind that Muzaffarpur 
had known. In the number of guests, the beauty of the 
setting, the splendour of the costumes it was unapproached. 
Never before had the ball-room of the Muzaffarpur Club 
seen such a brilliant gathering and never had such efforts 
been made to render it worthy of the occasion. But the 
function was not only brilliant, it was essentially enjoyable 
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and thoroughly enjoyed. The music furnished by the- 
band of the H.L.I. was of the best, and from the first 
dance to the last, there seemed no decrease in the number 
of the dancers nor in their fervour. The B.L.H., strenuous 
in play as in work, were going strong at the finish and 
the ladies were not a whit less energetic. Nearly 400 
guests sat down to a supper which did credit to the firm 
of Messrs. Kellner & Co., whose catering for the “ At 
Homes ” and the concert had given great satisfaction, and 
was worthy of the best traditions of Behar hospitality. 
After supper Colonel Hickley welcomed the guests among 
whom were some of the former Adjutants of the B.L.H., 
thanked the ladies who had been indefatigable in their 
efforts to make the decorations of the ball-room worthy 
of the occasion, and in most appropriate terms proposed 
the health of Sir Charles and Lady Bayley. I give His 
Honour’s speech in full, not only for its intrinsic value, but 
as serving to explain the immense popularity he enjoys. 
It was punctuated with loud applause and gave extreme 
pleasure to everybody. 

“ Colonel Hickley, Ladies and Gentlemen :—On my 
wife’s behalf and my own, I thank you all most heartily 
for the very cordial manner in which you have received 
the toast that Colonel Hickley has proposed in terms which 
are all the more flattering, because he has been good enough 
to associate me with many who have done real and good 
work for the corps. Your kindness does not surprise me, 
for it is in keeping with the welcome which you, gentlemen 
of the Behar Light Horse, gave me when you asked His 
Excellency the Viceroy to appoint me Honorary Colonel' 
of the regiment—an honour which was emphasised when, 
on Saturday after a hard day’s work, 100 of the regiment 
turned out to escort me from the railway station. To be 
associated with a corps that has such traditions as yours, 
beginning with the Mutiny, carried on the offer of a 
contingent for the Sudan and culminating in a contingent 
of valued lives which did such splendid work in South. 
Africa, is an honour which could not fail to appeal to any 
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man with a spark of patriotic feeling. To me it appeals 
very strongly, indeed, both on its own account and because 
of the testimony that it bears to your friendly feelings 
towards one who came among you almost as a stranger. 
I say almost because though I was personally unknown to 
you I have never really felt and none has ever allowed 
me to feel a stranger either to this province or to the Behar 
Light Horse. When I came to India the first house to 
open its doors to me was that of my uncle, Sir Stuart 
Bayley, who had long served in Behar and was afterwards 
your Honorary Colonel. The second house to take me in 
was that of Charles Metcalfe, one of the founders of the 
corps. These, I think, were as good introductions as any 
man could have to the Behar Light Horse. If any other 
introduction is needed, I may perhaps point to the members 
of my staff, one of whom is the son of an Honorary Colonel 
of the Behar Light Horse, and the other a grandson of 
your first Adjutant and one of your founders, Captain 
Collingridge, of Daudpore. There is only one other thing 
that I want to say about myself, and that is how very 
glad I am to have the good fortune to be with you on the 
occasion of your Jubilee. Fifty years’ good work is a 
record of which any regiment may well be proud. And 
I am sure that when fifty years hence my successor comes 
among you (I presume that there will still be Honorary 
Colonels even if Lieutenant-Governors are only a memory 
or a synthetic substitute has been found for them) he will 
be able to congratulate you on many additions to the 
honours which you have already earned. I am convinced 
that a regiment like the Behar Light Horse is a real asset 
to the Empire. Its primary purpose is defence, and speak¬ 
ing under correction from General Mahon, I venture to 
say that no one who saw the workmanlike turn-out of men 
and horses yesterday can doubt the value of the corps in 
this respect. It has, however, another and an equally 
great value in my eyes in the way that it brings non-officials 
and officials together and promotes between them good 
fellowship and inter-subordination, or in other words, 
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the solidarity of the ruling race in India. I could not 
help thinking yesterday when I saw you all on parade 
what an object-lesson such scenes offered to those who 
persist in writing and speaking as if there were some 
essential difference between those whose business it is to 
govern and those who do so much to make India worth 
governing. Once more I thank you all for your great 
kindness and I drink to the prosperity of the Behar Light 
Horse.” 

With the ball ended the Jubilee celebration. It was an 
unqualified success, and Colonel Hickley, Officers and 
Members of the B.L.H. are to be congratulated. Their 
esprit de corps is remarkable and might well be imitated 
by other Volunteer regiments. 

To be able to be present through the camp is regarded 
as a much desired privilege which every member is anxious 
to enjoy, to contribute to the general efficiency is the 
ambition of all. Thus their work in the field is usually 
excellent and would be still better if the capabilities of 
the troopers were more appreciated. In a regiment of the 
personnel of the B.L.H. there is material capable of any¬ 
thing and much greater demand might be made from it 
and greater responsibility entrusted to it. 

On 24th August a brass memorial tablet was erected in 
Christ Church, Muzaffarpur, to the memory of the late 
Captain E. G. Barton and was unveiled by Colonel Hickley. 
For the first time in its existence the regiment was armed 
with the new short M. E. L. rifle during August 1913 ; 
previously they were armed with the Snider Carbine and 
then with the M. H. Carbine, but they were always arms 
that had been used by the regular army and in many cases 
the rifling was considerably worn. On the 29th of 
November the regiment supplied an escort of 104 sabres 
for H. E. the Viceroy when visiting Bankipur to lay the 
foundation stone of the High Court, Council Chamber, etc. 
Lieut.-General Sir K. I. Scallon and also General E. S. 
May had an opportunity of seeing the regiment. The 
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new Armoury and S.S.I.’s quarters were completed at 
Bankipur and were inspected by Brig.-General Lean, I. G. 
of Volunteers. 

The annual Camp of Exercise for 1914 was held at 
Sonepur from the 20th to the 25th of January. The 
regiment was inspected by General C. T. W. H. Kavanagh. 
Combined manoeuvres were held with two companies of 
the 91st Highlanders and the Bengal North-Western 
Railway Volunteer Rifles, which added considerably to 
the interest of the field days. Present on inspection 131 of 
an enrolled strength of 394. 

On 2nd April, Captain T. Nisbett went on six months’ 
leave. Lieut.-Col. T. R. Filgate was appointed Officiating 
Adjutant, but on the outbreak of war, Captain Nisbett’s 
services were retained at Home to train the new army, and 
on the 25th of October, Captain D. O. Lamb, 10th Duke 
of Cambridge’s Lancers, was appointed as Adjutant. On 
the death of Col. Sir W. B. Hudson, late Commandant, 
the Regimental Order reads : 

“ The Commandant greatly regrets to announce the death 
of Col. Sir W. B. Hudson. Sir William Hudson joined the 
Soubah Behar Mounted Rifles on 4th July, 1864, and was 
appointed Captain of the Champaran Troop in 1872. He 
was elected to command the corps on the 7th of March, 
1881, a position which he held till he resigned in 1898.” 

The annual Camp was held between 14th January to 
19th January, 1915. Concentration in two separate forces 
at Motihari and Samastipur which manoeuvred against 
each other for three days under strictly service conditions, 
and there joined forces at Berampura near Muzaffarpur. 

The regiment was inspected by Brig.-General A. W. 
Money on the 19th of January. Two hundred and-five 
were present on inspection of an enrolled strength of 484, 
the record attendance for the camp. The escort of the 
Nepalese Resident, Col. Manners Smith, V.C. (who aWed 
as umpire), joined in the manoeuvres, and on the layb 
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the armoured train and a detachment of the B.N.W.R. 
Volunteers took part in the field day. 

Brigadier-General K. E. Lean, I. G. of Volunteers, 
inspected “ F ” Troop at Bankipur on the 14th of February, 
1915, “ D ” Troop at Samastipur on the 12th of March, 
1915, “ A ” Troop at Muzaffarpur headquarters on the 
13th and 14th of March, 1915. Lieut.-Colonel Hickley was 
promoted Colonel on the 1st of April. The death occurred 
in East Africa of Captain C. R. MacDonald and the 
Regimental Order reads as follows :—- 

“ The Commandant regrets to announce the death 
of Captain C. R. MacDonald in East Africa. Captain 
MacDonald was present at the Camp of Exercise in 
January last and had since been given permission to 
resign his commission in the corps on finally leaving 
India for Africa. He had 19 years’ extra efficient service 
in the corps, served with Lumsden’s Horse in South 
Africa and was present during the greater part of the 
operations against German East Africa in 1914. His 
decorations included Kaiser-i-Hind Medal (2nd class), 
South African Queen’s Medal, Volunteers Long Service 
Medal. The corps lost in Captain MacDonald a most 
keen and painstaking officer and the garrison of East 
Africa lose a valuable asset of their forces during the 
present crisis. 

On the 15th of July, 1915, Captain D. 0. Lamb was 
appointed to the staff at Allahabad; Lieut.-Col. T. R. 
Filgate officiated until Captain Lamb returned on the 21st 
of October. Captain Lamb was permanently appointed to 
the 8th Division staff at Lucknow on the 25th of November 
and Lieut.-Col. T. R. Filgate officiated until 8th January, 
1915, when, having joined the Indian Army Reserve of 
Officers, he was appointed Major and Adjutant of the 
Behar Light Horse. A State service was held at Muzaffar¬ 
pur on Wednesday, the 4th of August, being the 
anniversary of the declaration of war against Germany. 
H. H. the Lieut.-Governor of Behar and Orissa was 
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•present. In August 1915, a past member of the corps 
gave considerable help to the Burmese Government in 
saving Mong-tong (vide Appendix). In November the 
King’s appeal was published in Regimental Orders “ at 
this great moment in the struggle between my people and 
a highly organised enemy who has transgressed the laws of 
nations and changed the ordinance that binds civilised 
Europe, I appeal to you. 

“ I rejoice in the Empire’s effort and am proud of the 
voluntary world-wide response from my subjects who 
have sacrificed home, fortune, and life itself in order that 
another may not inherit the Empire which their ancestors 
and mine have built. I ask you to help make good their 
sacrifices, the end is not in sight. More and more men are 
wanted to help the armies in the field, and through them 
to secure victory and enduring peace. In ancient days 
the darkest moment has ever produced in the men of our 
race the sternest resolve. I ask you men of all classes to 
come forward voluntarily and take vour share in the 
fight. 

“ In responding to my appeal you will be giving your 
support to our brothers who for long months have nobly 
upheld Britain’s past traditions and the glory of her 
-arms.” 

The officer in publishing the commanding appeal of His 
Majesty the King above desires to draw the attention of 
all members of military age to the urgent need of suitable 
men for the Indian Army Reserve of Officers and for the 
ranks of the Regular Army both at Home and in India ; 
while quite aware that some members are bound by 
agreement to their employers he considers that the time 
has now arrived when every able-bodied man must choose 
between temporarily inconveniencing his employer or 
•deserting his country in its time of need. 

Special Divisional Order dated 25th December, 1915. 

His Majesty the King-Emperor’s message from Bucking¬ 
ham Palace : “ Another Christmas finds all the resources 
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of the Empire still engaged in war, and I desire to convey 
on my own behalf and on behalf of the Queen a heart-felt 
Christmas greeting and our good wishes for the New Year, 
to all who on sea and land are upholding the honour of the 
British name. In the officers and men of my Navy on 
which the security of the Empire depends, I repose in 
common with all my subjects a trust that is absolute. 

“ On the officers and men of my armies, whether now 
in France, in the east or in other fields, I rely with an 
equal faith of confidence that their devotion, their valour, 
and their self-sacrifice, will, under God’s guidance, lead to 
victory and an honourable peace. 

“ There are many of their comrades, alas ! in hospitals, 
and to these brave men also I desire with the Queen to 
express our deep gratitude and our earnest prayers for 
their recovery. 

“ Officers and men of the Navy and of the Army ? 
Another year is drawing to a close as it began, in toil, 
bloodshed, and suffering, but I rejoice to know that the 
goal, to which you are striving, draws nearer into sight. 

“ May God bless you and all your undertakings.” 

The Camp of Exercise was held at Bankipore from the 
28th of January to the 4th of February, 1916. The 
regiment was inspected by Brig.-General Strange on 31st 
of January, 186 being present of an enrolled strength of 
495 including those on active service, and 495 men were 
efficient for the year. General May, Commanding the 8th 
Lucknow Division, inspected the regiment on 1st February, 
and the Maharaja Bahadur of Darbhanga was present at 
the inspection and presented the corps with a maxim gun. 

On 3rd February the regiment escorted His Excellency 
the Viceroy at the opening of the Patna High Court. A 
Memorial Parade service was held in Christ Church, 
Muzaffarpur, on 13th June for the late Lord Kitchener. 
The second war anniversary service was held on the 
4th of August in the same year. 
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Regimental Order No. 70 for 191G : “ Tlie Commandant 
announces with the deepest regret the death of Lieut.-Col. 
F. C. K. Macmullen, 27th (Light) Cavalry, which occurred 
in Mesopotamia. Lieut.-Col. Macmullen joined as Adjutant 
of the Behar Light Horse with the rank of Captain, 11th 
of April, 1902, and remained with the corps as Adjutant for 
five years. He was a most keen and capable officer of 
sound judgment and gifted with a natural inborn aptitude 
for a soldier’s work.” 

The death of Squadron Major Instructor W. H. Johnston 
occurred at Home on the 24th of July. The Regimental 
Order says: “ S. S. M. Instructor Johnston served six 

years with the corps and proceeded Home in April last on 
retirement to pension. He was a most keen and pain¬ 
staking non-commissioned officer, a very efficient instructor 
greatly esteemed by all ranks of the corps.” The members 
of “ F ” Troop (Bankipur) placed a tablet to his memory 
in the Bankipur Church. The Inspector-General of Volun¬ 
teers. General Gamble, inspected the corps at Muzaffarpur, 
11th and 12th December ; Samastipur, 13th December ; 
Bankipur, 14th December. 

The death in England of Mr. Wilson was announced in 
December in Regimental Order No. 163 for 1916 : 

“ The Commandant desires to express the regret of all 
ranks on the death of Mr. Minden James Wilson .at 
Worthing, England. He was Commandant of the small 
hastily raised force that held Fort Pill Box at Muzaffarpur 
in 1857 and on several occasions during that year distin¬ 
guished himself in various ways. He was enlisted as a 
Trooper in the Soubah Mounted Rifles when the corps was 
raised in 1862. He passed through the ranks of Corporal, 
Sergeant, and Sergeant-Major to Cornet, and also served as 
Adjutant. He held the Long Service Medal and fired his 
musketry course annually until he resigned the corps 
on 23rd December, 1909, on finally retiring from India.” 

The annual Camp of Exercise was held at Turki, six 
miles from Muzaffarpur, from 18th January to 22nd 
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January, 1917. Colonel Birdwood, Commanding the 27tli 
Cavalry, accompanied by Captain Durham of the same 
regiment, was present for two days and the regiment 
was inspected in the field, 230 being present of an enrolled 
strength of 495. 

On 31st of March, 1917, the Behar Light Horse as a 
Volunteer regiment ceased to exist. If the members of 
the new Indian Defence Force work with the same spirit 
and “ play the game ” under compulsion as they have as 
Volunteers in the past, the Behar Light Horse of the future 
will continue to have the reputation throughout India that 
it does at present. A good motto for the new Force would 
be “ Nec aspero terrent,” and every individual member 
should live up to “ Nec male notus eques,” and this 
history closes with the Regimental Order No. 13 of 1917 
(I. D. F.) : 

“ The Commandant wishes to call attention to the 
good service performed by members who, under the Indian 
Defence Force Regulation, cease to belong to the corps. 
Many of them have been efficient Volunteers continuously 
for over 20 years and in one case there is a record of extra¬ 
efficient service since the year 1874 to date, during which 
period only one annual camp was missed, namely that 
held in January last, and this only under the orders of the 
medical officer. 

" The record of the Behar Light Horse includes many 
fine examples of long and faithful service, but it may 
well be proud of its member who without a break has put 
in 43 years’ extra-efficient service.”

Gentlemen, 

I am directed to say that a party of 23 persons was recently 
arrested in the Shan States of Moong Pauby by the Myok of Moong- 
Tong assisted by Messrs. Roth and Dundas who are, it is understood, 
in your employment at Moong-Tong in the Southern Shan States. 
The leaders of the party had come from Siam and were collecting 
a following with the intention to wage war against the King, and 
there is little doubt that their first objective was your station at 
Moong-Tong which they intended to attack as soon as the party 
had acquired sufficient numbers. The successful manner in which 
the enterprise was summarily checked was in great measure due 
to the prompt and vigorous action of Messrs. Roth and Dundas, 
who not only urged the Myok of Moong-Tong to attempt the arrest 
of the party, but also assisted with their own presence and a band 
of armed followers. 

The Lieutenant-Governor will be much obliged if you will be 
so good as to convey to Messrs. Roth and Dundas an expression of 
his high appreciation of their behaviour on this occasion, and the 
valuable assistance which they rendered in the cause of Law and 
Order.

Extract from Chapter XII, page 229, Historical Record of the 
Imperial Visit to India. 

Leaving Delhi on the 16th December, His Imperial Majesty 
reached Arrah, the headquarters of the British district of Shaha- 
bad on the south bank of the Ganges, on the next morning, which 
was Sunday. Here the Commissioner of Patna, Mr. W. Maude, and 
the District Magistrate, Mr. J. Johnson, were presented, and the 
train waited while His Imperial Majesty attended Divine Service 
in the local Church. At this the Most Revd. Dr. Copleston, Bishop 
of Calcutta and Metropolitan of India, officiated. After the service 
the King-Emperor inspected the well-known Volunteer Corps of 
the Behar Light Horse, which was in Camp there. The Commandant, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hickley, introduced his officers, His Majesty 
being particularly interested in Captain Apperly, who had been 
one of the Guard-of-Honour of the same Corps on the occasion of 
King Edward’s visit to India as Prince of Wales in 1875. The 
regiment had turned out in force, over eighty per cent, of its full 
strength being on parade, although many had travelled long dis¬ 
tances in order to be present. His Majesty then went by motor 
to see the Judge’s house, the famous 41 Little House” where, in. 
1857, Boyle with seven Englishmen and fifty Sikhs made his memor¬ 
able stand against four regiments of mutineers. The District and 
Sessions Judge of Arrah, Mr. C. J. Monahan, was here presen ted, 
and a detachment of the 45th Sikhs was drawn up at the house 
under Major Rattray, a son of Colonel Rattray, who raised the 
regiment in 1856. Two Indians, of whom one had fought in the 
siege, while the other was a boy at the time, were also presented 
to His Majesty, from whom they received gifts of money according 
to their ages. The Town of Arrah was profusely decorated and large 
crowds greeted the King-Emperor with great enthusiasm. During 
his drive through the town, His Majesty noticed that the barriers 
kept the people far back from the route, and commanded that they 
should be removed, thus allowing the spectators to approach quite 
close. After going through Bankipur in the early afternoon, the 
Imperial party travelled by steamer from Digha Ghat for four 
miles down the Ganges, the vessel being kept as close inshore as 
possible to give the many thousands of people on the bank a chance* 
to see His Majesty.

Curzon , Viceroy and Governor-General of India , at Pusa , on 
the ljf April , 1905. 

One needs but a small acquaintance with Indian History to 
know that the Indigo Planters here represent the oldest British 
industry in rural Bengal, that their enteq>rise has given employment 
to hundreds of thousands of inhabitants of the country, and that 
their famous and traditional loyalty has for nearly half-a-century 
presented to the Government one of the finest Volunteer regiments 
in India by some of whose members I had the honour to be escorted 
to-day and who have carried the name of Behar and of its Light 
Horse to glory on the battlefields of the Empire. These are the 
picturesque and honourable associations of the community by whom 
I have the honour to be received. 


Extract from the reply to an address presented by the B. P . Association 
to His Excellency Lord Hardinge , Viceroy and Governor-General 
of India , at Bankipur y on the 1st December , 1913. 

I was much impressed with the efficient appearance of the escort 
which the Behar Light Horse has done me the honour to furnish 
me here at Bankipur. Your Corps has a reputation which is 
deservedly known throughout India, and the services rendered 
by its members in bygone times in this country, and more recently 
by many of them in South Africa, constitute a record of which you 
have every reason to be proud. I am one of those who would like 
to think that a time will come when wars may cease throughout 
the world, but pending the arrival of that millennium, I shall always 
do what I can to encourage the volunteer movement, and I am 
glad to believe that the Behar Light Horse will continue to be ready 
to go to anywhere and do anything in the service of their King 
and country. 


Extract from a reply to an address presented by the B . P. Association 
to His Excellency Lord Minto , Viceroy and Governor-General 
of India , at Bankipur , on 1th February , 1906. 

I was very glad to have an opportunity of seeing the escort 
of the Behar Light Hbrse which met me on my arrival.

Introduction by Captain E. C. Ford, Adjutant, 

Behar Light Horse. 

1920-1947. 

It is not my intention here to give a long and wordy 
account of the Behar Light Horse from the years 1920- 
1947. I just hope to carry on from where Major G. W. 
Disney and Major T. R. Filgate left off and to complete 
the History of the Senior Cavalry Volunteer Corps in India 
up to 15th August, 1947, when due to constitutional 
changes the A.F.(I) was disbanded. This was indeed a 
sad blow to all who had the interests and concern of the 
A.F.(I) at heart, for not only did it give to the members 
a sound training in the arts of war, it also served another 
purpose, and to my mind a far better one, that of uniting 
all the Europeans of the district into one big happy family 
where good fellowship and camaraderie were the order 
of the day. 

Many of the records are missing due to various causes, 
and all I have to guide me are the Regimental Orders from 
1920-1947. The Regimental Orders for the years 1917- 
1920 are missing, and that blank I will have to ask those 
members who were with the Regiment during the years 
of World War I to fill. For the rest I will do my best 
to give as full and as accurate an account of the activities 
of the Corps as lies in my power to do. Lastly I will ask 
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members to remember the second part of the old adage, 

i.e., that to forgive is divine. 

1920 opened with a strength of 395 all ranks. 

A.H.Q. reminded I.D.F. Units that their members 
were required to undergo periodical training during the 
training year 1920. For persons under 31 their training 
was 80 hours, and the Annual Musketry Course ; for 
persons over 31 and under 40, 40 hours and the Musketry 
Course and for those over 40 years old the Musketry Course 
alone. 

Lieut. R. L. McCollough reported his arrival on 23rd 
April, 1920, and took over the Adjutancy of the Unit from 
Col. Llewhellin. 

In 1920, the B.L.H. and the S.V.L.H. tied for first 
place in the V.C.T.T. for this year, and the tie was run off 
in Muzaffarpur. The S.V.L.H. won with a total of 
43 points—the B.L.H. second with 42. 

Lieut.-Col. T. R. Filgate resigned his commission in 
October 1920. He was C.O. of the Unit through the 
war years, and was popular with all ranks. Known as 
“ Puss in Boots ” by all members, due to the riding boots 
he wore, his presence was missed on his retirement. 

In June 1920 the following Musketry Matches were 
ordered 

1. H. E. the Viceroy’s prizes being a Silver Cup to 
the winning section, and silver medals to members, and a 
Silver Cup to the second section in the competition and 
bronze medals to the winners. 

2. H. E. the C.-in-C.’s Prizes. A Silver Cup. 

3. Cawnpore Woollen Mills Co. also gave prizes. 

Units of the I.D.F. were allowed to enter teams from 
each squadron, and each team had to be a section. 
S.S.I.’s were not allowed to be included in these teams. 

Lieut. McCollough handed over the Adjutancy of the 
Corps to Lieut. O. C. Blake as he proceeded to the U.K. 
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•on demobilisation. He was with us for only four months, 
And was very efficient in the discharge of his duties. 

The C.C.M.A.’s Inspection was ordered from 28th June, 
1920 to 25th October, 1920. 

The members, on the retirement of Col. Hickley and 
Lieut.-Col. Filgate, presented these two gentlemen with 
Silver Salvers as a mark of their appreciation for the 
services rendered to the Corps. Both the above gentle¬ 
men commanded this Corps very ably. They wrote 
thanking members, but unfortunately the letters have 
been lost, and so cannot be inserted for those members 
who remember these two fine C.O.s. 

In July 1920 an advance order from A.H.Q. said that 
as “ The Indian Defence Force ” will cease to exist should 
the A.F.(I) bill become law, it is necessary to make 
provision for the formation of the new force from the date 
of its constitution. All the present units were to be part 
of the A.F.(I), and all members were asked if they would 
continue to serve in the A.F.(I). If so they were to 
consider themselves enrolled. This bill eventually became 
law on 1st October, 1920, and has been in force till August 
1947, when the A.F.(I) was disbanded. The designation 
•of the Corps was changed now from Behar Light Horse to 
Behar Light Horse A.F.(I). Most of the I.D.F. officers 
resigned their commissions in favour of members who 
had joined up and received commissions during the war. 

The Camp of Exercise was ordered for and held from 
10th November to 15th November, 1920, at Rahua, 3 
miles east of Muzaffarpur, and much good was gained. 
It was the first Camp of Exercise for the B.L.H. as 
A.F.(I). 

Pte. W. D. Rawlins died at Aden on his way to England. 
He joined the B.L.H. in 1893 and was an .active and 
•efficient member up to the time of his departure for 
home. His loss was mourned by all his old comrades in 
the B.L.H. 
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The period of service actually rendered in any theatre

The A.F.(I). were allowed to count any training done 
as I.D.F. in 1920 towards their current training 
programme for the year under review. This was due 
to the A.F.(I) being formed so late in 1920, and was 
very necessary if members were to complete their yearly 
training as called for in A.F.(I) Regs. 

His Excellency the C.-in-C. vacated his command in’ 
the same year, and an extract from his farewell letter 
is given “ I desire on vacating my command in India to 
express to the members of the Indian Defence Force my 
high appreciation of the services they have rendered to 
the King-Emperor during the period 1916-1920.” 

W. H. Meyrick was promoted 2nd Lieutenant in 
1920, a rank he held till he resigned at his own request. 

1920 ended with a total strength of 395 all ranks, Col. 
Llewhellin in Command and Major Wilson 2nd in 
Command. 


1921 began with a strength of 395 all ranks. In 1921 
Mounted Officers, N.C.O.’s and men of the A.F.(I) for 
the first time were granted a horse allowance of Rs. 30/- 
a month. They were required only to complete their 
training for the current year to draw this allowance. In 
January 1921, Medals and Decorations were ordered to be 
worn by all ranks, on parade, and this order was confined 
to Medals and Decorations and the Order of British India. 
Any one not included in the above were ordered to wear 
only Ribbons. 

Training for A.F.(I) Units was as follows:—- 

For Cavalry (Active) 20 days in each year and the 
Musketry Course, and for Cavalry A Class (31-40) 
Reserve—10 days and the Musketry Course, and B Class. 
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(Reserve) (40 and over) only the Annual Musketry Course. 
A day consisted of 4 hours, so it is readily seen that active 
members had to complete 80 hours’ training each year. 

In March, Major G. P. Willoughby, M.C., reported his 
arrival and took over the Adjutancy from Lieutenant 
Blake, who had officiated for almost a year. 

The B.L.H. won the Volunteer C.T.T. for 1921 beating 
the U.P. Horse who were second by 4 points. The B.L.H. 
scored 45 points, the team being composed of Major 
Willoughby, C'apt. J. Brown, C'apt. J. V. Hunt, Tprs. 

S. Richardson, W. H. Meyrick and A. E. Smith. They 

thus regained the Trophy which was last won by the 
B.L.H. in 1901. 

Lieut.-Col. Llewhellin was appointed A.D.C. to the 
Viceroy on the 3rd April, 1921. 

It was ordered in May 1921 that “ no A.F.(I) member 
will be called out in a military capacity for the performance 
of his civil duties by reason of a strike. But they would 
be called out in aid of Civil Power.” The A.F.(I) and 
the I.D.F. and also the Old Volunteer Corps was raised 
for precisely this reason, i.e., to assist [the word is 

important, or as soon as the Regular Troops were 

reinforced by other Regulars, the A.F.(I) were called off], 
the Regular Troops in the successful completion of their 
duties. 

In May 1921, Major J. A. M. Wilson, O.B.E., was 
appointed Hony. A.D.C. to the Governor of Behar. 

In July 1921, the Regiment was organised as follows :— 

Cavalry:—A Troop at Muzaffarpur, B Troop at 
Motihari, C Troop at Bhagalpur, 1)1 Troop at 
Darbhanga (South), D2 Darbhanga (North) and 
E Troop at Cliupra. 

The Infantry Coy. was known as A Coy. with detach¬ 
ments' at Patna and Monghyr while there were 2 M.G. 
Sections at Patna and Muzaffarpur and Monghyr. There 
were also 3 L.M.P.s at Patna, Purneah and Darbhanga. 
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Lieut.-Col. Hindmarsh was appointed M.O. of the Corps, 
which appointment he held till his retirement in 1923. 

Boarders could be obtained from Lucknow, the only 
stipulation being that Rs. 75/- per annum had to be paid 
as Insurance. 

Lieut.-Col. G. E. Llewhellin left India on leave in 
August 1921, and Major J. A. M. Wilson took over Com¬ 
mand while Col. Llewhellin was on leave. 

In September 1921 all old saddlery was returned, and 
the new Cavalry pattern was issued to replace them. 

In 1921 a number of appointments were made. 

W. N. R. Kemp, J. A. Brown, J. V. Hunt and A. L. 
Danby being promoted Captains, while G. C. Blake was 
promoted to Lieutenant. 

The Camp of Exercise was held at Patna. The time 
of year chosen was due to the fact that the Prince of Wales 
was visiting Patna at that time. It was a bad time of 
the year for our members, as this was the busiest time 
of the year for them, but due to the shortage of funds 
and H.R.H.’s visit, it was decided to hold the Camp then. 
The Regiment mustered 120 strong, and the turn out 
was very good. 

H.R.H. The Prince of Wales arrived by boat and 
landed at the steps of the Commissioner’s House at 
Bankipore. The escort was formed up outside the 
Commissioner’s Compound, and escorted H.R.H. first 
to the Bankipore Maidan where a Durbar was held, and 
then to Government House, Patna. Owing to the political 
agitation in India at that time a boycott was staged and 
the route to Government House was very thinly lined 
with spectators. A team composed of H.R.H. and his 
staff played in a Polo match against the B.L.H. in the 
afternoon. A Ball was held at Government House to 
which all B.L.H. Officers were invited. 

The year ended with a strength of 290 Active and 
Reserve, Major J. A. M. Wilson in Command.

In 1923 the strength was Active and Reserve. 

Members of the A.F.(I) were reprimanded by G.O.G. 
P and A District who said that the practice of entrust¬ 
ing personal weapons to servants was disgraceful and 
must cease. 

A letter from the Secretary to H.R.H. Prince of Wales 
was received and he said : “ I am directed by the Prince 
of Wales to write and congratulate you and all troops 
under your Command on their smart and soldierly 
appearance on all parades during his stay in Patna. 

H. R.H. sends you and all ranks of the Troops who were 
at Patna every good wish for the New Year.” 

Major Willoughby, M.C., having completed the period 
of his tenure of Adjutancy of the B.L.H., handed over 
to Capt. I. Campbell on 2nd April, 1922. 

In 1922, it was ordered that enrolments in excess of 
the total laid down for each Unit will be permitted only 
under the orders of the G.O.C. the District by readjust¬ 
ment of the totals of one or more units of each arm or 
branch within the District. 

The B.L.H. retained the V.C.T.T. Trophy for the second 
year in succession beating the Cawnpore Squadron U.P. 
Horse by 1 point. We scored 51 points. The team was 
composed of Capt. J. A. Brown, C. G. Atkins, Tprs. 
B. M. Allen, W. B. Tarleton, E. I. Clair-Smith and 
G. E. Watts. 

In June 1922, the following competitions were ordered, 
and were to be competed for by the end of August. They 
were: (1) Individual Tent Pegging, (2) Section Tent 
Pegging, (3) Lloyd-Lindsay Cup, (4) Sword Tent Pegging 
Cup, (5) Sword Assault Course Cup, (6) Hotchkiss Gun 
Cup, and (7) Lewis Gun Competition Cup. 

In July 1922 it was ordered that General Service in the 

I. D.F. would reckon as 1} years’ qualifying service for 
the award of the Volunteer Long Service Medal. Local 
service members were not eligible. 
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The C.C.M.A.’s inspection was ordered for Uth August, 
1922 to 18th September, 1922, and the report received 
was very complementary. 

Lieut .-Col. Llewhellin went on leave in August 1922 
for one month and handed over Command to Major 
J. A. M. Wilson. 

Major J. R. Filgate resigned his Commission in October 
1920 and was granted the rank of Lieut.-Colonel. 

His Excellency Sir Henry Wheeler, K.C.S.I., V.C., D.E., 
I.C.S., Hony. Col. of the Regiment, and Gen. T. Astley 
Cubitt, D.S.O., both signified their intention of being 
present at the Annual Camp of Exercise at Pusa. Both 
were well pleased with what they saw. 

1922 closed with a strength of 466 all ranks Active and 
Reserve. 

1923. Col. Hindmarsh, E.A.C., M.O. of the B.L.H., 
was struck off duty as M.O. of the B.L.H. in January 
1923 on retirement. 

Strength on the first of the year was 466 all ranks, 
Col. Llewhellin in Command. 

In February 1923, information was received of the death 
of Col. V. N. Hickley, C.I.E., V.D., A.D.C. The following 
R.O. was published : “ It is with the deepest regret that 

the C.O. has to announce the death of Col. V. N. Hickley, 
C.I.E., Y.D., A.D.C.” 

He was always a fine sportsman, beloved by all, and a 
man to whom all his subordinates could go with their 
difficulties and be sure of consideration and advice. 

Every member of the Corps will feel very deeply for 
Mrs. Hickley on her loss. 

He was enrolled in the B.L.H. on 10th April, 1882, at 
the age of 23. 

He received his first Commission as 2nd Lieut, in 
1892 ; became Lieut.-Col. in 1906 ; took over Command of 
the Corps in that year. 
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He was Hony. A.D.C. to the Viceroy. He was subse¬ 
quently appointed Hony. Col. in 1915. 

During his service he was awarded the following Medals 
and Decorations:— 

Volunteer Decoration. 

Coronation, 1911. 

Col. Llewhellin went on 8 months’ leave to the U.K., 
and in his absence Major C. G. Lees officiated as C.O. 
Capt. Campbell also went on leave in May 1923, and was 
away for 4 months during which time the post of Adjutant 
was filled by Capt. J. W. Davidson of Probyn’s Horse* 

The V.C.T.T. for 1923 was won by the Cawnpore 
Squadron U.P. Horse with 59 points, the B.L.H. being 
placed second. 

The Rev. Charles Winsland, B.D., was appointed 
Hony. Chaplain in January 1923. 

The Baker Cup for 1923 was won by A Troop. A Troop 
won best average in Annual Musketry and the Sword 
Assault, while B Troop were winners of the Lloyd-Lindsay 
Cup and best attendance at C. of E. 

The Musketry Prizes went to C'apt. W. N. R. Kemp 
and Pte. S. E. J. Walker who won the Snapshooting and 
Rapid Fire respectively. 

Lieut. N. L. Hervey was awarded the V.D. in 1923 
for his efficient services. He is now residing in Chupra, 
and has been given the Inter-District Polo Shield for his 
meritorious work in the B.L.H. 

P. R. Riley, M.R.C.V.S., was appointed as Veterinary 
Officer to the Corps in 1922. 

Major C. G. Lees and Lieut. G. C. Blake were awarded 
the V.D. in August 1923. Both of them richly deserved 
this award. 

Col. Llewhellin returned from leave and assumed 
Command from Major Lees in August 1923. 
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Capt. Campbell on bis return from leave took over the- 
Adjutancy from Capt. Davidson in September 1923. 

The grant of Volunteer Officers’ Decoration was opened 
in 10/23 for the A.F.(I). This brought the A.F.(I) into- 
line with the I.D.F. 

Annual Camp of Exercise was held at Sonepore from 
20th November to 25th November, 1923, and was welt 
attended. 

The year closed with a strength of 286 Active and 
Reserve, Col. Llewhellin Commanding. 

1924. Lieut. G. C. Blake resigned his Commission in 
the B.L.H. in December 1923. He was an Officer for 
many years, and was known for his zeal and efficiency. 

In May 1924, members were reminded that to prevent 
the blade of the sword becoming rusty, the blade should 
not be allowed to remain in the scabbard, when the 
sword is not in use. 

The Cawnpore Squadron of the U.P. Horse won the 
V.C.T.T. for 1924 for the second year in succession with 
a total of 59 points. The Regiment was second with 54 
points. 

The remarks of the Commander P and A District on 
the Annual Musketry Report of this Corps were quite 
satisfactory. He said, “ Considerable improvement in 
Hotchkiss Gun Training and Shooting Field Firing Schemes, 
well throughout and well conducted.” 

Baker Cup for the best all round detachment was won 
by D Troop with 235 points. A Troop being placed second 
with 205 points. The highest individual score was won 
by H. W. Crane with 88 points, and the best Revolver 
Shot was Lieut. E. A. Moore. 

On the retirement of Rev. Winsland, B.D., the Rev. 
Ormende Birch, M.C., was appointed Hony. Chaplain. 
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R.S.M. T. Dicker was awarded the Long Service and 
Good Conduct Medal, and no N.C.O. more richly deserved 
the Medal. He served the B.L.H. for a number of years 
and has been awarded the Best Man-at-Arms Trophy 
for his faithful services. 

The year closed with a strength of 280 all ranks.

1925. Strength at the start of the year was 390 all 
ranks. 

In February 1920, Lieut. T. Luby took over the 
Adjutancy from Capt. Campbell who proceeded to Calcutta, 
while in April of this year Col. G. E. Llewhellin, V.D. 
(Hony. Col.), on completing his tenure of Command of the 
B.L.H. handed over to Major C. G. Lees, V.D., A.D.C. 
Col. Llewhellin had been in Command for six years. The 
year following the Great War was a very difficult period 
for a Volunteer Corps C.O. but with Col. Llew’hellin’s 
ability ami personality the Corps soon settled down. 
He was created a C.B.E. He was A.D.C. to the Viceroy 
for a number of years. 

In April 1925, an order regarding promotion examina¬ 
tions for A.F.(I) Officers state that those who passed 
promotion examination under the Volunteer or Indian 
Defence Force Regulations to qualify them for promotion 
to a rank higher than that which they now held will 
not be required to pass the equivalent examination 
again before promotion in the A.F.(I). This order was 
necessary due to the fact that the title A.F.(I) was a 
new one, and many orders relating to the I.D.F.. 
of which this was one, had to be promulgated 
to bring the A.F.(I) into line with the I.D.F. and the 
old Volunteer Force. 

B, LH 
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In May, Capt. Campbell handed over the Adjutancy 
to Major C. G. Lees as he had completed his tour of duty 
as Adjutant, and a new man had not been detailed to 
take over from him. 

The V.C.T.T. was run off in May 1925, the first place 
going to the C.L.H. with 54 points, the B.L.H. being 
placed 7th with 36 points. 

Lieut. Lubv was promoted Captain in October 1924! 
About the above officer more anon. He was one of our 
keenest members. 

John Austin Hubback was promoted to Lieutenant in 
May 1925. He was for five years an Officer of the B.L.H. 
and ended his career by being given the Governorship 
of Orissa. 

The report on the weapon training of the Unit by the 
G.O.C. P and A District was received and was most 
complimentary. It stated that “ considering the number 
of weapons with which the Unit is armed, their handling 
in the field and the training aie distinctly good.'’ 

In June .1925, the Badge as we know it at the present 
was authorised by G.II.Q. The buttons were to be of 
leather, with a collar badge in silver, of a wild boar, and 
a cap badge, in silver, of a wild boar. 

E. G. Crosse and N. E. Thewlis were both promoted the 
first to Lieutenant and the second to 2nd Lieutenant. 
Both eventually commanded the Regiment for a short 
time and were very keen and efficient Officers. 

Major C. G. Lees was promoted to Lieut.-Colonel in the 
same year, and Lieut.-Col. Peebles, I.M.8., was attached 
as M.O. from 8/25. 

The Camp of Exercise was held from 26th to 28th June, 
1925, and much keenness was shown. 

In November, Capt. H. B. Ellis reported his arrival 
and took over the Adjutancv of the B.L.H. from Capt. 
J. V. Hunt. 
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The year ended with a strength of 395 all ranks. 

1926. The strength on the 1st January, 1926, was 395 
all ranks, the same as at the beginning of 1925. The 
Camp of Exercise was held at Pusa from 14th January 
to 19th January, 1926, and was well attended. 

Lieut. Henry was awarded the V.D. in February 1926 
for good and loyal service. Lieut. Henry was promoted 
Captain in June 1926, which rank he retained till his 
retirement in 1933. 

In April 1926, I). E. Cassel was promoted to 2nd Lieute¬ 
nant. He was an Officer of the B.L.H. for some years, 
and on the outbreak of World War II was appointed 
A.D.C. to the Commander P and A District. 

The V.C.T.T. for 1926 was competed for by the B.L.H. 
in January 1926 and the Regiment gained 35 points, 
being placed 6th. The C.L.H. won it for the second 
year in succession. The result of Musketry for the year 
under review was as follows : 

B Troop won the Troop Competition, while the best 
Individual aggregate was achieved by Tpr. J. 0. Wakefield 
of A Coy. and W. X. R. Kemp was declared the best 
Revolver Shot. 

Col. C. (J. Lees went on leave in June 1926 and in his 
absence the Regiment was commanded bv Capt. J. V. 
Hunt. In the same month Capt. H. B. Ellis went on leave 
to the U.K. and the Adjutancy was taken over by Capt. 
(L F. Hall, M.C., of the Army Reserve of Officers. Ellis 
returned in October 1926 and took over Adjutancy from 
Capt. G. F. Hall. Capt. Ellis was promoted substantive 
Captain in March 1926. Col. Lees also returned in 
October 1926 and assumed Command from Capt. J. V. 
Hunt. 

The Annual Camp of Exercise was held at Turki from 
19th to 25th January, 1927, and was well attended. There 
was no decrease in members—the strength remaining 395 
at the end of the year. 
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1927. The strength at the start of the year was 341. 

In February 1927, S.Q.M.S. E. C. Crane resigned, and 
the following were the remarks by the C.O. on this fine 
N.C.O. : S.Q.M.S. E. C. Crane joined the Corps in 
1893 and was extra efficient till 1901, when he volunteered 
for service with Lumsden’s Horse in South Africa, during 
which time he was granted a Commission. S.Q.M.S. 
E. C. Crane returned to India on 1st April, 1921, and 
rejoined the B.L.H. on 1st September, 1922, and has 
since that date been an efficient member. 

He passed his proficiency examination in 1900 and held 
the King’s and Queen’s South Africa Medal. E. W. C. 
Moore of A Troop died in March 1927 and his death was a 
sad blow. He had been a member for 30 years, during 
which time he had always been efficient. 

D Troop won the “ Best Troop average ” in part II 
of Musketry for 1927, while pride of place for the best 
individual aggregate went to Tpr. J. G. Wakefield who 
scored 108 points and J. W. Main was declared the best 
Revolver Shot. 

Capt. T. Luby was awarded the V.D. in May 1927, 
and richly deserved it. 

The Annual Review Report for 1927 was very compli¬ 
mentary and was the result of hard work shown by every 
member. The C.O. thanked all Officers and members 
for the support they gave him and his staff for the carrying 
out of their duties in 1926-1927. 

The V.C.T.T. was competed for by the B.L.H. in 
January 1927—the B.L.H. being placed 4th with 44 
points. It was won this year by the Cawnpore Squadron 
of the U.P. Horse. 

D Troop won the Bakers Cup for the year 1927 with a 
total of 305 points followed by C Troop with an aggregate 
of 210 points. The Best Man-at-Arms for 1927 was. 
Tpr. D. H. Duthie. 
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In July, Sir H. L. Stephenson was appointed Hony. 
Colonel of the Regiment and was so until he relinquished 
his post as Governor of Bihar in 1933, Sir Henry 
Wheeler, K.C'.S.I., K.C.I.E., I.C.S., having retired from 
Governorship of B. & 0. 

N. E. Thewlis was promoted Lieutenant in April 1927, 
and R. B. Riley, of the Vet. Service A. F., was promoted 
to Major. 

Tpr. Savi died in October 1927. He had been one of our 
keenest members and his absence was deeply missed. 

The strength of the Corps at the end of the year was 
341 all ranks. The sudden drop was due to many of our 
older members resigning. 

1928. Strength at the opening of 1928 was 341 all 
ranks, Active and Reserve. 

Major B. Foley, C.S.I., was awarded the V.D. in this 
year. This Officer had been one of our keenest members 
and was an Officer for a number of years. He resigned 
in April 1928. Capt. A. L. Danby was promoted to Major 
from 1st August, 1927, but the intimation was received 
only in February 1928. 

The B.L.H. competed for the V.C.T.T. in April 1928, 
and were able only to score 30 points, and were placed 8th. 
The result of Musketry for the year 1927-1928 were as 
follows: A Troop won the Troop competition for the 
best troop average, while the best individual aggregate 
went to J. G. Wakefield of A Coy. for the second year in 
succession with a score of 112 points. Captain Luhy, V.D., 
was the best Revolver Shot with a score of 152. 

General Sir George Barrow relinquished command of 
Eastern Command in March 1928. He said in his farewell 
letter, an extract of which is given: “He takes this 
opportunity of expressing his thanks and his sense of 
gratitude to the Commander of Districts, Brigades and 
lower formations for the whole-hearted assistance and 
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efforts which they have always manifested toward fh" 
training, welfare and comfort of the Troops. 

Major B. Foley resigned his commission in April I 
and the 2 i/c post falling vacant, it was filled by Major 
A. L. Danby. Major Danby officiated as Adjutant at the 
same time while the regular Adjutant Captain H. B. Ellis, 
M.M., proceeded to Xaini Tal on leave. 

Blavney Sidney Hickey was granted a commission 
in the B.L.H. and was given command of A Troop in 
April 1928. He held this rank till 1934 when he resigned 
at his own request and reverted to the ranks. 

Annual Camp was held from 3rd December. 1928 to 
12th December, 1928, at Deoria. The year ended with 
no change of strength. 

The year 1929 started with a strength of 341 all ranks. 
Colonel Lees' tenure of command as C.O. was extended 
for a. year up to the end of March 1930. This was 
welcomed by all. 

In April 1928, Captain Ellis handed over to Captain 
I. Stewart of the. P.A.V.O. Cavalry. Captain Ellis had 
been Adjutant of the Corps for 4 years and was very 
popular with all ranks. 

The B.L.H. competed for the V.C.T.T. in May 1929 
and were placed 7th with 37 points. Pride of place went 
to the Cawnpore Squadron IJ.P. Horse who scored 61 
points. S.S.I. W. A. Joseph was awarded the L.S.O.C. 
Medal in the same year. 

The Baker Cup was won by D Troop with 463 points 
for the second year in succession, while the BestMan-at- 
Arms was M. A. Osborne who scored 16 points. 

The prize for Musketry was won for the third year 
by D Troop while the best shot in the Regiment was 
adjudged to be H. Studdy and J. 0. Wakefield. Both 
these members scored 113 each. J. G. Wakefield was 
thus among the winners for the third year in succession. 
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The best Revolver Shot was Captain W. X. R. Kemp* 
who scored 150 points. 1) Troop provided the best gun* 
team. 

In July, Colonel Lees was appointed Honorary Colonel 
and A.D.C. to the Viceroy, a post which he held till his 
resignation. 

A.H.Q. issued instructions in July 1929 that for 
personnel in A.F. to be eligible for bonus they must 
complete three consecutive days' training in Camp. This 
was a periodical warning in order to keep members alive to 
the fact of their responsibilities. The Annual Camp oi 
Exercise was ordered for Pusa from 10th January, 1930 
to 19th January, 1930. 

The year ended with a strength of 341- no change. 

1930. Strength remained unchanged during the first 
half of 1930, after which it increased slightly. 

In April 1930, the tenure of Colonel Lees’ command 
having come to an end was handed over to Major A. L. 
Danbv who commanded the Regiment till 1931. Colonel 
C. G. Lees has been awarded the Relay Race Cup in 
commemoration of his services to the Corps. 

1) Troop won the Baker Cup for the fourth year in 
succession with an aggregate of 400J- points. B Troop 
were second with 357 points. Tpr. I). H. Duthie was the 
Best Man-at-Arms for this year. B Troop also won the 
Musketry Prize with the highest average. ]) Troop won 
the Polo Competition, their team being comprised of 
Captain J. Brown, C. A. Atkins, 1). H. Duthie and B. R.. 
Henderson. The Cawnpore Squadron of the U.}\ Horse 
won the V.C.T.T. for 1930 with 49 points, while the 
Regiment was placed sixth with 30 points. 

On the 2nd April. 1930, Major A. L. Danby was 
promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel on the resignation of 
Lieutenant-Colonel C. G. Lees. 

Colonel Danby left India on six months’ leave and 
Captain J. A. Brown officiated in his absence. 
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Pte. J. R. F. Dalton was adjudged the best shot of the 
Regiment, while Captain W. X. R. Kemp was declared 
the best Revolver Shot. The Purneah Team won the 
Light Automatic Gun Shot, and the Monghyr Team won 
the Machine-gun, Vickers and Maxim Guns Shot. 

The Camp of Exercise was held at Pusa from 10th 
January, 1930 to 19th January, 1930, and was well 
attended. 

The Training Camps were held during 1930 at 
Marhowrah, Motihari and Muzaffarpur and were attended 
by all who could get away. 

Captain J. A. Drown was awarded the V.D. in October 
1930, and no Officer more richly deserved this award. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Dan by on his return took over 
Command of the Regiment from Captain J. A. Brown. 

In December 1930, a Troop Horse Competition was 
inaugurated. It was open to all members -the conditions 
obtaining being that the horse would be ridden in parade 
saddles with swords. Points were awarded for manners, 
balance and obedience to the Avill of the rider. 

The year closed with a strength of 345 all ranks. 

1931 opened with a strength of 345 all ranks. 

In this year Captain J. A. Brown, D Troop, was 

promoted to Major but he was not to hold this position 
long, as shortly after he died of heart-failure while playing 
Polo at Hathua. 

Major J. A. Brown (Bandy to all who know him) died 
in October 1931 of heart-failure whilst playing Polo at 
Hathua. Ever courteous, an Englishman to the buck- 
bone and with all that goes with the word “ Englishman '' 
Bandy Brown was loved wheresoever he went. He served 
in South Africa in 1900 and the 1st World War, and was 
Captain of D Troop for many years. A Memorial to 
“ Sandy ” was unveiled in the Samastipur Church on 
22nd May, 1932. His wife Mrs. Sandy Brown presented the 
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B.L.H. with a gong in his honour, and this gong was 
for many years the gong of the B.L.H., and stood 
outside the Quarter Guard. I quote from the inscription of 
the gong—“ and this man died leaving his death to he 
an example of a noble courage and a memorial of virtue 
not only unto youngmen, hut unto all his nation.” 

A word here is necessary about awards to members. 
Before the year 1930, the Volunteer Long Service Medal 
was the official recognition of long service. In 1930 this 
award was changed by order of the King-Emperor to the 
Efficiency Medal, conditions obtaining being as follows :— 

*' It is ordained that, the Medal shall be awarded to 
Warrant Officers, N.C.O.s and men who complete 12 
years' efficient service on the Active List of our Militia, or 
our T.A. or of other Auxiliary Forces of our Empire, 
and who arc recommended by the C.O. of the Unit in 
which the period of service requisite to qualify for the 
Medal is completed, and who are certified by the responsible 
Military Authorities as deserving of the Medal. 

“ It is ordained that a clasp to be worn on the ribbon 
of the Medal shall be awarded to W.O.s, N.C.O.s and 
members, having been awarded the Medal, complete a 
total of 18 years’ efficient service and a further clasp 
shall be awarded to those who complete 24 years' efficient 
service as aforesaid.” 

In the same year an Inter-Troop Polo Tournament was 
started. This was in two divisions. A Senior and Junior. 
The only condition obtaining applied to the Junior 
Tournament in which it was laid down that only young 
members who have recently taken to Polo may form the 
teams. This tournament was played off yearly up to 
1939 when, due to war and the difficulty of obtaining 
horses, it had to be discontinued. 

At a promotion examination held at Hathua Captains 
Luby and Kemp and Lieutenants Cassel and Shaw passed 
their various examinations for promotion.

In this year a loan of Rs. 13,000 - was granted to the 
Corps from the iSonepore Rare Fund for the formation 
of a Pony and Charger Fund. A Troop won the Inter- 
Troop Competition for the year having aggregated 205 
points, D Troop were second with 243 points and B Troop 
third with 195. In the same year the Rifle Range which 
up to this time was on the charge of the Corps was handed 
over to the British Infantry Regiment stationed in 
Muzaffarpur. 

In order to get a bonus it was decided in the same year 
that, any member who wished to be eligible for it had, 
if Cavalry, to complete 20 full days’ training including 
Annual Camp of Exercise ; and had, if Infantry, to 
complete 1(5 days’ training including Annual Camp of 
Exercise. 

Lord Irwin, Viceroy of India, relinquished his office in 
April, and an extract of his letter to If. E. the 
Commander-in-Chief is published : “ The A.F., many 

of whom have had to give up much for the sake of their 
Military duties. To these a special debt of gratitude is 
due.’’ It may not be out of place here to mention that 
the B.L.H. never failed in their duty, though some 
members attended at great, difficulty and inconvenience 
to themselves. 

The V.C.T.T. was competed for in May and the Corps 
put up quite a good show gaining 35 points and being 
placed fifth. 

Captain W. X. R. Kemp and Lieutenant F. Cl. Crosse 
were both promoted in the same year—the former to Major 
and the latter to Captain. Both of the above gentlemen 
had the great honour of commanding the Corps, and I 
know of none better, as both were as keen as mustard 
on the B.L.H. and brought a fine military instinct to. 
bear. Captain Crosse joined the Regular Forces during 
the war and saw action in Burma and the Western Desert, 
while Major W. N. R. Kemp commanded the Regiment, 
through the war years, 1941-1947. It is due mainly to- 
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his zeal and activity that the B.L.H. maintained its 
very fine record during these most difficult years. 

Lieutenant Whitty resigned his commission at his own 
request in the same year. 

The Musketry Prize was shot for and Pte. F. <J. Maiding 
was declared the best Rifle Shot having aggregated 78, 
while Pte. H. Brooks won the best Revolver Shot Prize 
with a total of 169. The Patna Team won the Machine 
Light Automatic Gun Shot- -the team being composed 
of Sergeant S. B. Briar, Pte. (1. Frederick, Pte. II. Tears 
and Pte. H. C. Smith. 

,). Haldane was promoted 2nd Lieutenant and was 
given Command of A Troop. Reverend Kthelred Judah 
was appointed Hony. Chaplain to the B.L.H., a post 
which he held from 1931 to 1946, a period of 15 years. 
He retired due to ill health, and his presence in Muzaffar- 
pur is keenly missed by all of us who remember his wise, 
kind and gentle ways. 

The Annual Camp of Exercise was held in Muzaffarpur 
from 14th to 23rd November, 1931, and many valuable 
lessons learnt. 

" Button ” Herford was promoted to 2nd Lieutenant 
the same year, and a more tough and keener member could 
not be found. 

The vear closed with a total of 274 -many members 
having resigned or been discharged. 

The year 1932 opened with 283 Active and Reserve. 

Two of the older members Pte. Chickens and Pte. Payne 
died at Monghyr and Darbhanga respectively. 

The Regiment was reorganised in 1932 as follows:— 

H.Q. and 1 Squadron Cavalry at Muzaffarpur and 
6 L.M.P.s. These were distributed in the following 
manner:— 

Cavalry : A Troop at Muzaffarpur, B Troop at Motihari, 
C Troop at Bhagalpur and Patna, and D Troop 
at Samastipur. 
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The L.M.P.s were at Patna, Samastipur, Purneah, Mar- 
howrah, Monghyr and Basdeopur. 

Owing to India’s financial difficulties necessitating a 
diminution in the Army Budget the Commander-in-Chief in 
India decided that the A.F.(I) should be reorganised 
and its strength curtailed. The strength of the Corps 
was reduced by half squadron Cavalry, one company 
Infantry and 1 L.M.P., and it was notified that all 
Government servants who were A.F.(I) members, and 
who would not be available for embodiment in the event 
of disturbances, owing to their Civil duties, were no longer 
eligible for enrolment as Active members of the A.F.(I). 
Before the reorganisation members were enrolled under 
three categories :—■( i ) Active (members under 30 years of 
age), (it) Reserve “ A ” (members under 40 years of 
age), and Reserve “ B ” (members over 40 years of age). 
Members of any of these categories could, if they elected 
to do so, undergo Active training and draw no allowances 
while doing so. Under the reorganisation only two cate¬ 
gories were provided for : (1) Active and (2) Reserve. The 
latter were provided with no Arms or Equipment, could 
draw no pay and allowances, and their only obligation was 
the Annual Musketry Course. It was a great blow to the 
Regiment losing Active members of the I.C.8. and I.P., 
and many very efficient members from these services were 
lost to the Corps. 

For the first time in 1932 members were issued with 
Arms and Ammunition. Each person was handed a 
rifle and 20 rounds pouch ammunition, which was to be 
kept as his personal weapon. Later on complaints reached 
the District Headquarters that members were not looking 
after these Arms in the way that they should be looked 
after, and members were ticked off about it. Lieutenant 
T. Luby was promoted Major in October 1931, and was 
for many years one of our staunchest members. A civil 
servant, he was transferred to the C.N. Division, where 
he joined the C.N. Regiment and eventually commanded 
it. He has now retired and is residing in South Africa. 
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The Luby Trophy for the Best Man-at-Arms was 
presented by him. He has been awarded the Sword, 
Lance and Revolver Trophy for his services. 

The Baker Cup for the best Troop of the year was won 
by I) Troop, Samastipur, with a total of 283 points, 
as against B Troop 275, who were second. This lovely 
cup, which was presented by an ex-Governor and Hony. 
Colonel of the Regiment for this purpose, has been 
presented to Brig. H. S. Collingridge in memory of his 
father who founded the Regiment in the year 1863. 

The V.C.T.T. was won by the Gorakhpur Squadron 
U.P. Horse with a total of 54 points, the B.L.H. coming 
second with 45 points. 

Sir If. L. Stephenson, Governor of Bihar and Orissa 
and Hony. 0.0. of the Regiment, on his resignation sent 
the following letter to Colonel A. L. Danby, A.D.V. : 
“ I am leaving for England this evening, and I have put 
off to the last moment resigning the Honorary Colonelcy 
of the B.L.H. My connection with the Regiment is one 
of the tasks that I sever with the greatest regret. I have 
always been proud of the Regiment, and have thoroughly 
enjoyed any time I have spent with them, and I am very 
grateful for the great kindness the Regiment has always 
shown to me. I shall always be interested in its fortunes, 
and I wish you all the best of luck.” 

A Blue Patrol Mess Kit was brought into use for the 
firs" time, in this year. 

A stained glass window was installed in the Muzaffarpur 
Church in honour of members of the B.L.H. who fell 
in the Great War of 1914 to 1918. 

Lieutenant-Colonel A. L. Danby proceeded to England 
on leave in 1932, and the Regiment in his absence was 
commanded by Major W. N. R. Kemp of B Troop, 
Motihari. Captain Stewart handed over the Adjutancy to 
J. E. Scott, O.B.E., while on leave in the U.K. 
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In July 1932, His Excellency Sir J. D. Sift on, K.C.S.I.» 
K.C.I.E., I.C.S., Governor of Bihar and Orissa, was made 
Honorary Colonel of the Regiment, vide I.A.O. 363, 2n<l 
June, 1932. 

Captain Stewart returned from leave in October 1932, 
and took over the Adjutancy of the Regiment from 
Lieutenant Scott, O.B.E. Colonel A. L. Danby returned 
in October 1932, and assumed Command as from the date 
of his return. 

The Annual Camp of the year 1932 was held at 
Muzaffarpur from 27th November to 6th December 
inclusive, and many valuable lessons were learnt. 

Sir Hugh Stephenson, K.C.S.I., K.C.I.E., I.C.S., 
Honorary Colonel of the Regiment, visited the Regiment 
and stayed 3 days in the Camp under Canvas. 

In December 1932, Captain Stewart having completed 
the period of his tenure of Adjutancy handed over 
to Major J. O. Hanwell, Probvn s Horse, who assumed 
his duties from 10th December, 1932. 

1932 ended with no change in strength. 

Lieutenant B. S. Hickey resigned his commission in 
the B.L.H. in January 1933, but stayed on as a Trooper, 
and is still to date a full-fledged member of the Corps 
though on the Reserve. Lieutenant Hickey was awarded 
the Chart and Compass Trophy for his services to the 
B.L.H. E. O. Lees resigned his commission. 

In 1933 it was ordained that any Officers attending 
entertainments at Government House, the wishes of the 
Governor concerned, regarding dress, should first be 
obtained, while if invited by His Excellency the Vicerov 
or His Excellency the Cornmander-in-Chief, Cloth Mess 
Dress will always be worn at all seasons of the year. 

The V.C.T.T. for 1933 was won by the Gorakhpur 
Squadron of the U.P. Horse for the second year in succession 
with 58 points, the B.L.H. coming third with 50 points. 
It would not be out of place here to point out that on the 
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disband meat of the U.P. Horse in 1930, the Gorakhpur 
Squadron was transferred to the B.L.H., and hav r e been 
part of the Corps up to the time of the disbandment of 
all A.F. Units. 

In 1933, the Regiment was again reorganised. A, I) 
and C Troops being known as Eastern Troop subdivided 
into Muzaffarpur Wing and Darbhanga Wing: B, C, 
Patna , and Saran Mounted Troop being known as Western 
Troop subdivided into Champaran Wing and Saran 
Wing. Five Motor Patrols as follows were also ordered : - 
Saran L.M.P. 2, Darbhanga L.M.P., Monghvr L.M.P. 1. 
Monghvr L.M.P. 2, and Purneah L.M.P. It was also 
ordered that mounted members will only be enlisted into 
the Eastern and Western Troops, while members south 
of the River would only be enlisted into the Motor Patrols. 

Captain J. Henry. V.D., resigned his commission in 
the B.L H. after having served the Corps faithfully from 
the vear 1895. An article by him is inserted and shows 
what the Corps was. and what it is now. The glory is 
unfortunately departed, hut the memories still linger. 
If I digress occasionally, I would request, members to 
put it down to the fact that I am the latest and last 
Adjutant, and that being more conversant with the 
Regiment as it is now. 1 naturally slip into relating some¬ 
thing I know about. 

In 1933, the Commander-in-Chief directed that training 
for A.F.(I) should be as follows 

Preliminary Training for all arms to be 32 days and 
the Annual Musketry Course and Periodica! Training 
(all arms) 16 days and the Annual Musketry Course. As 
for the Reserve they only had to complete the Annual 
Musketry Course. 

In August 1933, Officers of the A.F.(I) who had by their 
own request elected to revert to the ranks were permitted 
to wear Officers’ pattern clothing if already in possession 
of same for 2 years. 
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Colonel Dunby in Sejdembe r 103.'} received the K.J). 
for his efficient services as C.O. of the Corps. Hr reullv 
was an outstanding C.O. and the efficiency of the Corps 
under his Command was seen to increase visibly. 

Camp for 1933 was held at Muzaffarpur from 3rd 
December, 1933 to 12th December. 1933, and was well 
attended. The year ended with a further decrease from 
1932, 239 members being the sum total. 

1934 opened quietly, but as everyone who was in 
Bihar that, year, the year was scarce three months old, 
when an earthquake rent the land from the borders of 
Nepal to Patna and beyond. Many are the stories of the 
earthquake, and how members of the Corps set to in 
assisting the distressed and injured succouring any 
who asked for shelter, and feeding those who had not 
tasted food of any sort for days. But I am not in a 
position to lay down here the many and varied acts of 
kindness. 

Roy Bion was promoted 2nd Lieutenant in January 
1934, and he remained an Officer till his retirement 11 
years later. A fine record. 

Members were reminded in April 1934 that if they 
wished to claim the privilege of a Light Horse Bed in 
Woodburn Ward, P. G. Hospital, Calcutta, they must be 
in possession of a certificate to the effect that they are 
active members. 

In April 1934, Colonel Danby on completion of his tenure 
of Command handed over to Captain T. G. Crosse. 

The V.C.T.T. was competed for in June 1934, the 
B.L.H. being placed second with a total of 50 points. The 
Surma V.L.H. were first with 61 points. 

Major-General H. K. Bethell Connor, P and A District, 
inspected the Regiment in May 1934 and was well pleased 
with what he saw. His remarks are given below: “ A 
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Unit, with traditions and an esprit de corps had fallen 
on bad lines in the matter of enlisting recruits and I am 
not clear how it is going to carry on with the altered 
conditions of life. Well commanded and can always be 
relied on to give of its best.” 

That the Unit never really did overcome the difficulty 
of enlisting new recruits is apparent from the steady 
decrease in numbers, and on 14th August, 1947, when it 
finally disbanded it could only show a strength of 91 Active 
and Reserve. It remained none the less efficient for all 
that. 

Captain T. G. Crosse proceeded on leave to the U.K. 
and handed over Command to Lieutenant N. E. Thewlis. 
N. E. Thewlis was promoted Captain in the same year, 
and H. IV Hopkins and J. Haldane were promoted to 
Lieutenants. 

Due to the fact that A.F. Officers proceeding on leave 
failed to keep the Adjutants of their respective Unit? 
informed of their addresses, an order was promulgated 
to the effect that this should be done. It is a fact that 
much unnecessary delay was anil is caused by Officers 
failing to do this. 

In the same year a cobbler was engaged by the li.L.H. 
for repairs to saddlery, etc., and this was a most valuable 
asset, as it made things much easier for members. 

(’amp for 1931 was held from 3rd December, 1934 to 
14th December, 1934, both days inclusive, and was well 
attended. 

The year ended with a strength of 237 Active and 
Reserve. 

1935. Strength on 1st January was 237 Active and 
Reserve all ranks. 

The V.C.T.T. was competed for in April 1935, the 
B.L.H. once again being placed second with 29 points. 
The Punjab Light Horse were first with 31 points. It 
was most unfortunate that we should have lost again, 

u, lh 14 
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Tpr. W. H. Meyrick was awarded the Efficiency Medal 
in 1935. Tpr. Meyrick joined in 1899 and was an Active 
member up to 1946 when he resigned due to retirement 
from India. His is one of the finest records of service, 
as he held every rank in thp B.L.H. A good and sound 
Polo player, he was also a very keen horseman. 

In 1935, T. 6. Crosse was transferred from the Behar 
Light Horse to the General List, and handed over Command 
to Colonel A. L. Danby, E.D., A.D.C. Colonel Danby 
thus was C.O. for a second time. 

On the occasion of the Silver Jubilee of His Majesty 
King George V, five Jubilee Medals were allotted to the 
Regiment and presented to the following :—- 

Sergeant R, 0. Wood, Tpr. J. V. Hunt, Major W. N. R. 
Kemp, Pte. W. Fairweather and Sergeant A. W. 
Johnson. 

Captain “ Mike ” King was appointed Adjutant of the 
B.L.H. in place of Captain Thewlis relieved in October 
1935, and a very popular Adjutant he made. It was 
during his tenure that the Gorakhpur Squadron was 
amalgamated with the B.L.H. 

Annual Camp was Held from 5th November to 13th 
November and was well attended. 

Dress for parades held in shirt sleeves was changed 
to a standard shirt, with short sleeves and pockets and 
epaulettes with white tape stripes will be worn by all 
N.C.O..S on both arms (4£"x£"). 

An increase in strength to 241 was shown at the end of 
1935. 


1936-1940. 

Strength of the Corps on the 1st of the year was 241. 
It is noted from this that there has been a slight increase 
in strength, but this improvement is not maintained as 
will be seen later. 
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Owing to members of Eastern and Western Troops 
being so scattered and the difficulty of providing members 
wijh accommodation when attending monthly parades at 
t-hpir* respective Troop Headquarters, it was decided to 
divide each Troop into three Sections with Headquarters 
as follows:— 

Eastern Troop -Samast.ipur, Muzaft'arpur and Lohat. 

Western Troop—Bettiah, Motihari and Bara C'hakia. 

Section parades at these, centres were held regularly, 
and well attended, and Troop parades were held periodi¬ 
cally. 

The V.C.T.T. was competed for in May and was won 

by the Punjab Light Horse.the B.L.H. coming a close 

second. 

Lieutenant Shaw resigned his commission in the B.L.H. 
from January 11)36. He had been an Officer for many 
years, and had put in long and faithful service. Sergeant 
Ellis in the same year received the bong Service and 
Hood Conduct Medal and richly deserved it. 

Tn July, Lieutenant-Colonel Dan by was awarded the 
great honour of being made an Honorary A.D.C. to the 
Viceroy and Governor-General of India, and was granted 
the honorary rank of Colonel. 

It was brought to the notice of members for the first 
time that " Officers and Members of the A.F.(I) when 
proceeding to and from Parades or any other duty in 
connection with the Corps arc exempted from payment 
of any Toll charges when being carried by any Ferry.” 
This was a most necessary reminder, as members were 
having to pay these charges out of their own pockets. 

The Annual Inspection Report for 11)36 was received 
and the remarks made by Major-General G. M. Lindsay, 
O.B., C. & I.G., Commander, Presidency and Assam 
District, are given : “ Drill, Discipline, Weapon Training 

and Physical Appearance good.” Their training judged 
by a purely military standard has not reached a high level. 
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Owing to its experienced personnel it i* /if for the norma* 
duties it would he culled upon to perform in liilmr. 
Lieutenant-Gom'ral Sir A. If- Douglu* liuird, K.( .It., 
C. & I.B.. C.I.E., D.S.O.. G.O.C.-in-C., Eastern Command, 

said “ I was very much impressed with the manners of the 
Officers and Troops marching into Muzaflurpur from all 
points of the compass to attend these 4-dav concentra¬ 
tions despite the climatic conditions of a hot weather 
in JBiliar. " 

Annual Camp of Kxercise was held near Muzaffarpur 
from 21st October to 27th October, 193b, and was well 
attended. 

The A.D.Y.S., E.C.. inspected our horses, and his 
report states : “ Taking into consideration all circum¬ 

stances. such as climate, work, Polo. Pig-sticking, Govern¬ 
ment Grant, etc., I was most favourably impressed 
with the condition and turn-out of these horses. Taking 
everything into consideration I think the Regiment are 
to be congratulated on the condition of their horses. - ’ 

1936 closed with a strength of 227 all ranks. This was 
a decrease of 22 from the beginning of the year, and it may 
be said that the twilight of the B.L.H. now set in. It 
was to have one more blaze of glory, and a bright one in 
1942, but of that more anon. 

The strength on 1st January, 1937, was 227 all ranks. 
The Light Motor Troop was re-classified to Motor Troop 
in the first month of this year but to all who ever had 
anything to do with Motor Troops they were and will 
always be known as the L.M.P.s. 

Major T. Luby was transferred to the C.X. Regiment, 
at the end of 1936 and his going was keenly missed by 
all who knew him. 

The V.C.T.T. was run off in April and the B.L.H. 
was placed fourth with 30 points. 

Grant of road mileage at the maximum rates to 
members of Motor Troops was sanctioned in April 1937. 
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A. H. J. Macdonald was promoted to 2nd Lieutenant 
in February 1937. The above gentleman was one of 
our keenest members, and was a winner of many trophies 
and competitions. He has been presented with the Inter¬ 
section Rose Rond which he won many times. 

In June 1937. Sir M. G. lfallett, K.C.S.L, C.LK., I.C.S., 
•Governor of Rihar. was appointed Honorary Colonel of 
the Regiment. This was welcomed by all ranks, as many 
of the older members had known Sir Maurice when he 
was a Trooper in the B.L.H. He eventually found his 
way to the Governorship of the United Provinces and 
retired in 1911. A charming gentleman, he was popular 
wherever lie went. 

J. E. Scott, O.B.E.. resigned his commission in April. 
He has been a member of the B.L.H. for a number of 
years, and an Officer for almost half his service. 

2nd Lieutenant C. .J. Still took over the Adjutancy while 
Captain Mike King, the regular Adjutant, was in the U.K. 
on leave. 

The Annual Inspection took place in June 1937, Major- 
General Lindsay taking the. Inspection. His remarks are : 
“ Drill, Discipline, and Turn-out good. I consider that 
this Unit has made an all-round improvement since last 
year. 1 saw them carry out, very satisfactorily, tactical 
•exercises and a good battle practice." 

Lieutenant-General Sir 1). Baird remarked that this 
fine Volunteer Corps always maintains its high traditions 
of efficiency and keenness". 

J. J. H. Greer resigned his commission in April 1937. 

Lieutenant-Colonel l)anby left in April 1937 for Poona 
to join the Indian Coronation Contingent. He had the 
honour to lead the Volunteer Detachment of this contin¬ 
gent. 

The D.A.D.V.8. report was received and remarks 
were as follows : “ The general conditions and coats were 

very good -I may add that these horses had done long 
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mulches the previous day and the condition was still 
very* pood -a great credit to the horse-mastership of this 
Unit. 1 ' 

Strength of the Corps at the end of the year was 229- 
No change from that of last year. 

1030 opened with a strength of 220 all ranks. 

In Jiiuuary 1038, the Arms for the M Troops were 
changed to : — 

The wel> belt spiral with cross braces, revolver holster 
on left hip and ammunition pouch on right hip. 

For F. 8. Marching Order : —All will wear the haversack 
on the right side and the water-bottle on the left side 
attached to the web belt. For Cavalry Nos. 1 and 2 of 
Hotchkiss Guns and S.S.M. and Trumpeter will wear in 
future on all parades: Belts Ms. leather with shoulder 
belt : revolver holster on left hip and ammunition pouch 
on right hip. 

For F. S. Marching Order all will wear the haversack 
under right arm. 

The \ .C.T.T. was competed lor in April 15)38 and the 
B.L.H. were; placed third with 29 points. 

In January 1938, Colonel Maclean, M.B.F., M.C., was 
transferred to us from the C.N. Regiment. He* was promo¬ 
ted to Captain, but was later given Command of the Corps. 

In November 1938, the B.L.H. recruiting area was 
extended to Gorakhpur, Basti, Gonda and Bahraich. This 
was due to the disbandment of the U.l\ Horse, and the 
Gorakhpur Squadron was subsequently attached to the 
B.L.H. The members of the old Gorakhpur Squadron 
of the 1 .1*. Horse joined the B.L.H. and have remained 
members of this Corps up to the time of the general 
disbandment of the A.F.(I). In November 1938, Colonel' 
Danbv received a letter from the Governor of Bihar 
as follows: “ I must take this early opportunity of 
thanking you for the pleasant two days which I spent 
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at the B.L.H. Camp. 1 hope my visit did not give you 
and your staff much extra work ; Governor’s visits usually 
do, but I feel T was there more as Honorary Colonel of 
the Regiment than as Governor. 

I must also congratulate you and your Officers and men 
for keeping up the high standard of the premier A.F.(I) 
Regiment in India. Though your numbers are inevitably 
not as high as in the old days yet the Regiment is as 
efficient as it was then. I was most interested to listen 
to King’s lecture on your scheme this year, for the scheme 
represented conditions which might arise in Bihar in an 
emergency and King’s description of the work done showed 
that both sections of the Regiment, both the Mounted and 
Motor Patrols, would be able if such an emergency did 
arise to take prompt and effective action. 

May I in conclusion say how very sorry I am that this 
will be your last Camp as Colonel and to thank you most 
sincerely for vour very valuable services.” 

Camp of Exercise was well attended and was from 12th 
November to 19th November, 1938. His Excellency the 
Governor of Bihar attended for two days. 

The D.A.D.Y.S. report was as follows: General 
condition good and turn-out very good. 

Year ended with a strength of 222. a decrease of 7 from 
the beginning of the year. 

1939. Strength on January 1939 was 222 all ranks. 

Eastern Command regarding T. A. had stated that 
T. A. for moves by road can only be admitted when 
it is clearly proved to bo definitely against the public 
interest, for the journey to be carried out by rail. This 
was subsequent to many members living in outstations 
submitting claims for journeys by road, when the same 
journey could more economically from a Military point of 
view be performed by rail. 
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Major P. 13. Riley was discharged in accordance with 
Rule 9(4)(F). 11c had l>een Vet. to the J3.L.H. for 

many years. 

In April 1939, Lieutenant-Colonel Dauby handed over 
Command of the Regiment to Lieutenant-Colonel E. A. 
Maclean, M.B.E., M.C. Colonel Danhy had boon in 
Command for a number of years, and had brought, a fine 
Military instinct to boar. Ever conscientious the efficiency 
of the Corps increased visibly under his Command. 
Captain King handed over the Adjutancy to Colonel A. L. 
Danby in April, due to his proceeding to the C.K. on 
leave. 

In May 1939, a letter was received from the Supreme 
Committee of the Pocock Sone Scout Trophy Competition 
congratulating 0. H. M. Herford and the 13.L.H. and also 
congratulating all other competitors and the two ladies 
for their excellent performance. Out of a team of f>, 
sent in by the B.L.H., 0. H. M. Herford was placed first, 
Tpr. A. J. Salisbury was second, and the other three 
members were respectively fourth, eighth and eleventh. 
0. H. M. Herford, one of our keenest and toughest members 
and winner of a number of Regimental Trophies, is to be 
congratulated on his excellent performance. Extract from 
lbtter from Eastern Command is given : *' In the meantime 
His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief has directed me 
to convey through you to the B.L.H. and especially to 
Sergeant Herford, Salisbury and the other members of the 
Team, his congratulations on their very fine performance.*’ 
An extract from Headquarters P and A District to 
the O.C., B.L.H., is as follows: “ 1 wish to say how 
tremendously pleased I am with the result of this com¬ 
petition,'and to add my personal congratulations to those 
of His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief.” 

In the same month Colonel C. A. Maclean, M.B.E., M.C., 
was officially given Command of the Regiment. 

Lieutenant C. J. Still took over the Adjutancy from 
Major H. L. Boultbee, who proceeded to Calcutta on dutv. 
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In -July, Colonel Maclean was appointed A.D.C. to the 
Commandor-in-Chief and was granted the honorary rank 
of Colonel. " Hutton Ilerford was promoted to Lieute- 
liant in the same year. 

The Annual Inspection took place in August, and the 
remarks of the Commander P and A District are given as 
follows: “Drill. Discipline and Turn-out good. Weapon 
Training good. This Unit must make a determined effort 
to increase members at1 he Training and Annual Camps - 
otherwise this is a tine Unit with great rsprit <le cor pa and 
one which has steadily improved during the last few years, 
and which l feel sure will continue to do so.” 

In September, World War II was declared and at once 
many members thought of enlisting in the Regular Forces. 
That they put this intention into effect is most noticeable 
from the year DM I when the numbers dropped most 
alarmingly. 

Captain King returned from leave and took over the 
Adjutancy from Major Boultbce. 

('amp of Exercise was held from 2nd November to 
i)th November, 1 D.'V.), and was well attended. Colonel 
Maclean was in Command. 

D.A.D.V.S. report for the year was received and 
remarks were satisfactory, general condition and turn¬ 
out. being good. 

The year closed with a strength of 215, a still further 
decrease from last year. 

19-10 began with a strength of 215 all ranks. 

In .January, Major T. H. Travers reported his arrival 
and took over the duties of Adjutant, Rehar Light Horse, 
as and from that date. Captain King hail served as 
Adjutant for A years, during which time he made himself 
very popular with all ranks. He is now a full Colonel 
and is in command of the Indian Armoured Corps Training 
■Centre at Lucknow. 
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In Februarv 19-10, marring allowance to members of the 
A.F.(I) Officers and men were placed under objection, 
and it was ruled that this allowance was inadmissible. 

Tn March 1940, Sir T. A. fStewart, Governor of Bihar, 
was appointed Honorary Colonel of the B.L.H., a position 
he held till he handed over to Sir Thomas Rutherford. 

On completion of his appointment as Commander-In- 
Chief, Eastern Command, General Sir Douglas. Baird, 
K.C.B., C.M.G., C.I.E., D.8.O., wrote a farewell letter to 
all under his Command. An extract is reprinted: “ I 

cannot compliment the A.F.(I) Units highly enough on 
their zeal and energy. The response and assistance of 
those called out to reinforce the Regular Troops at the 
outbreak of war was of marked value." 

A letter from the A.G. India to O.C's, all A.F.(I) Units, 
was received wherein he said that all members must 
first obtain permission of their respective O.C's to join 
the Regular Forces. If accepted they would then be 
discharged from the A.F.(I) in the regular manner. This 
was due to many members of the A.F.(I) joining up and 
thereby causing great inconvenience to the A. F.(I) 
especially to those employed on I. S. Duties. 

Rules for the Pony Fund were published in April 1940. 
A copy of the rules is published. 

Lieutenant 0. J. Still resigned his commission in May 
1940. He had been an Officer for a number of year.', and 
was one of our outstanding members. He won a number 
of Regimental Trophies, and has been presented with the 
Motor Troop Hose Bowl Trophy for his great, keenness 
and zeal. 

Lieutenant A. R. H. James also resigned in the same 
year. 

Lieutenant D. E. Cassel, on the outbreak of war, was 
appointed A.D.C. to the Commander P and A District. 

Harry Crighton was promoted to 2nd Lieutenant, in 
April 1940, a post which he held till he resigned due 
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to pressure of work. He is now a Director in Begg 
Sutherland & Co. in Cawnpore. 

A wire was received on the anniversary of the outbreak 
of war from the Commander-in-Chief thanking all ranks 
for the great assistance they gave him during the first 
12 months of war. 

In September 1910. all riding horses had become 
surplus as a result of mechanisation of Cavalry Units. 

In September 1910, R.S.M. A. \V. Wright of the A.V.L.H. 
reported his arrival and took over the Adjutancy 
from Major T. A. Travers. A. W. Wright remained 
Adjutant of the B.L.H. till 1911, when he retired from 
Army Service. 

Strength at the close of the year was 23fi all ranks. 

Strength in the middle of June 19-10 was 234 all ranks. 

Dress in November 1910 for the I.U.L. was ordered 
to be a Sam Browne Belt, without straps. 

A. St. J. Macdonald was promoted to Lieutenant, in 
February 1940 and well deserved this promotion. 

R.S.M. A. W. Wright was promoted to 2nd Lieutenant 
in September 1940. and was appointed to the Adjutancy 
of the Corps, and assumed his duties as and from the date 
of his commission from Major Travers. 

Major W. N. R. Kemp was restored to the Active List, 
in August 1940. He had been on the Supernumerary for 
about three years. 

1941 opened with a strength of 234 all ranks. As, due to 
the war, the sword was not now borne by Officers on 
parade, it was decided that Officers should salute with the 
hand, and not with the sword. 

In April 1941, Colonel C. A. Maclean, C.B.'K., M.C., 
having completed his tour of duty as 0.0. of the B.L.H.,. 
handed over his Office as C.O. to Major W. N. R. Kemp- 
who assumed Command as from 1st April, 1911. Major 
W. N. R. Kemp took over command, and proved to be 
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the last C.O. of the Regiment, as lie commanded from 
1941 to 14th August, 1947, the date of the general 
disbandment of all A.F.(I) Units. 

In April 1941, members of the A.F.(I) were reminded 
that they were forbidden to carry to and/or take away 
from the Rifle Range any ball ammunition. This really 
was a superfluous order as I have yet to meet t he member 
who did either of these two acts. 

In May 1941, as a war measure, uniform was ordered 
to be worn by all ranks of the Army including the A.F.(l) 
when on any Military duty. They were permitted to wear 
the pouch belt. The wearing of swords was prohibited. 

A hot weather Cam]) was held at Pusa from 14th May 
to 20th May, 1941, and was very well attended. Major 
W. X. R. Kemp was in Command, and many valuable 
lessons were learnt. 

Colonel Maclean resigned his commission on the ■’> 1 st 
March, 1941, and was granted the rank of Colonel, with 
permission to wear the uniform of bis Corps. Tin* above 
Officer was really an outstanding Volunteer Officer, as 
he not only commanded the B.L.H., but was also in 
•Command of the C.N. Regiment in South Behar. He 
retired and his absence was very deeply missed. 

The Corps was inspected in 1911. and the following 
remarks regarding dress were made : Field boots were in a 
state of disrepair, clothing was not starched, and saddlery 
showed a lack of preservation. It was pointed out to 
members that this efficiency as a soldier was shown to a 
great extent in his general turn-out, and was a contri¬ 
bution thiit determines the morale and fighting spirit of 
men in battle. 

Members were once again warned that applications for 
leave should be sent into Headquarters through proper 
channels, i.c., their respective Troop Leaders. This mav 
have seemed petty to members but the “ uncrowned king ” 
•of the Army is without a doubt “ proper channels and no 
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applications for anything whatsoever are ever entertained 
unless through “ proper channels ”, and as the B.L.H. 
prided itself on its efficiency as a. Volunteer Corps, it was 
surprising that this Order should have been necessary. 

In August. Captain Wright was promoted to substantive 
Lieutenant while acting as Adjutant of the B.L.H. He 
was however given the rank of Local Captain for the 
purposes of discipline. 

The Commander-in-Chief sent a message to all troops 
under his command on the third anniversary of the outbreak 
of war thanking all troops under his command for the 
splendid support all had given him. O.C’s A.F.(I) Units 
were told that when any member of the A.F.(l) was served 
with a calling up notice they had no authority to interfere. 
They could however contact the C.O. of the Unit to 
which the member was posted and find out details of the 
member's date of enlistment. 

No. 2 Troop in December 1011 sent Rs. <><X> - to the 
Honorary Treasurer of the Hast India War Fund, the 
proceeds of a No. 2 Troop Dance held at Samastipur. 

Annual Camp of Exercise was held, and wa> well 
attended. 

Strength at the end of the year was IDS all ranks—a 
decrease of due to members joining the Regular Forces. 

Major Kemp in Command. 

1042. Strength further reduced to 104. 

Captain Wright in addition to his duties as Adjutant 
was appointed Officer Commanding Indian Army Detach¬ 
ment of the Technical Training Centre at Patna. Ia 
the same month Colonel C. R. Henderson resigned his 
post as M.O. of the B.L.H. and was struck off the 
strength of the Corps. 

R.Q.M.S. R. Calver, I.U.L., was granted an Emergency 
Commission in February 1942, and his duties as R.Q.M.S. 
were assumed by S.S.I. Bond. 
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Harry Crighton resigned his commission in the B.L.H. 
and was struck off the strength of the Corps. He had 
been an Officer for 3 years and was always known for his 
•efficiency and zeal. 

Head Clerk E. Patrick died on the 19th April, 1942. 
He had served the B.L.H. loyally and faithfully for 
many years and was very efficient. A gratuity in apprecia¬ 
tion of his services was paid to his widow by the Corps. 

Captain F. D. Boyle of E. B. Coy. was transferred to 
us in this year, and was appointed Troop Commander 
of the Monghyr Troop. 

It was during 1912 that the Civil Disobedience Move¬ 
ment was started by the National Congress. This move¬ 
ment was intended to disrupt communications through¬ 
out India. The movement started in Bihar and spread 
through India like wild-fire--trains derailed, banks looted 
and villages set on fire were among the many outrages 
perpetrated. To meet this emergency, which came at a 
very serious period of the war—just when the Japanese 
Army was knocking at the gates of India in fact—the 
B.L.H. along with all other A.F.(I) Units throughout 
India were embodied and called out in aid to Civil Power. 
All the A.F.(I) Units responded nobly to this call and 
■did grand work in assisting Troops all over the country¬ 
side. The chief advantage of the A.F.(I) lay in the fact 
that the members knew the land in which they operated 
and were excellent guides. In fact the task of the Regular 
Troops was considerably lightened by the presence of 
these men, all of them tough and keen, and all set to put 
down as quickly as possible this conflagration that 
threatened to have India devastated and at the mercy 
of the Japanese. Casualties there were inevitably, but 
as in any great undertaking, one must always accept the 
rough with the smooth. These casualties were deeply 
regretted, but as the final good was achieved, they were 
accepted in the right spirit, albeit a heavy spirit, that 
this should happen. 



The first, task that lay before the B.L.H. wan to ensure 
that all the families of Europeans and Anglo-Indians 
in North Bihar were transported to a place of safety and 
security. Muzaffarpur being the centre of North Bihar, 
and,‘ therefore, the base from which the Regular Troop* 
fanned out over the countryside, was named as the Keep. 
Rallying points were at Samastipur for Darbhanga, 
Darbhanga City for North Darbhanga, Chupra for Karan 
District and Motihari for ('hamparan District, while 
residents of Muzaffarpur were, expected to come into 
Muzaffarpur. Tpr. R. Francis of Marhowrah was deputed 
to take out a body of English soldiers into the countryside 
around Marhowrah. This force was ambushed by a mob 
of villagers, and were all massacred. Tpr. R. Francis 
was the only death from the B.L.H. and was much 
regretted. The tiny Marhowrah garrison, if I may call 
it that, consisted only of a few Europeans, the employees 
of Begg Sutherland and Messrs. Morton Co., who 
gallantly repulsed all attacks made on them bv the mis¬ 
guided villagers. 

In Champaran, Rev. Coombe, a Missionary of Ghora- 
sahan, escaped from Ghorasahan by bullock-cart. Major 
Kemp, Tpr. Meyrick, Captain Gomme with four B.O.R.s 
and four Sepoys went out to bring him into safety. They 
met Rev. Coombe who was in a bullock-cart and disguised 
as a Muslim woman at Diphal, f> miles from Ghorasahan. 
He was in an exhausted condition, having been hunted 
through sugarcane all day. Many are the stories of 
the work the B.L.H. did during these disturbances. 

The strength of the Corps at the end of the year was 142, 
a decrease of 52 from the beginning of the year. Major 
Kemp was in Command. 

An extract from a diary kept by Major Kemp is as 
follows: - 

1943 opened with 142 all ranks. 

On 10th August, 1942, the District Officials had a meeting 
with the Commanding Officer Major Kemp at Motihati 
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and a discussion was held regarding the disturbed state 
of the Province. The Adjutant was instructed to issue 
orders to all Troop Leaders to get in touch with their local 
officials and to go through their Internal Security Schemes 
with them and to see that Arms and Ammunition were 
kept in a safe place. 

On 15th August, 1942, road communications between 
Muzaffarpur and Motihari had been broken, and damage 
to the railway line had also been reported. It was then 
decided to bring into effect the Internal Security Scheme. 

On 16th August, 1942, Europeans from outlying places 
were brought into the rallying posts of Bettiah and 
Motihari. At 20.30 hours a small detachment of one 
British Officer and 29 other ranks arrived at Motihari 
Station. By this time several reports of the railway line 
having been taken up and roads cut had been received 
and it became impossible to move except in convoy 
with an armed escort. Telephone and telegraph lines 
had been cut and Muzaffarpur was completely-cut off. 

On 18th August, 1942. the Commanding Officer Major 
Kemp formed a convoy and proceeded to Bettiah to visit 
the Europeans collected there. Details were arranged and 
orders given regarding food. etc. The condition of .the 
road owing to heavy rain was extremely bad and the road 
had been cut in several places. Severe damage had been 
done to the railway, stations had been looted and furniture 
smashed up or burnt and the situation became most grave 
and civil administration had been completely disrupted. 
Efforts were made to contact the Commissioner of the 
Division but no orders or instructions were received from 
him. 

It was then decided to try and work a train down to 
Muzaffarpur repairing the line as it went along. A train 
was marshalled and started at 12.30 hours under command 
of Major Kemp and the following members of the B.L.H. 
and civilians who had collected in Motihari : W. II. 
Meyrick, R. Mevrick, F. A. C. Munns, W. Murray,

all of B.L.H., Colonel Ogilvey of the British Legation at 
Nepal and Captain Co mine, a British Officer on leave, and 
Mr. Henry, Railway Engineer, with his most efficient gang 
who repaired the line. The train got as far as Kanti 
by midnight and it was decided to send a trolley with 
Major Kemp with an escort on to Muzaffarpur. Major 
Kemp arrived at 02.30 hours on 21st August, 1942, and 
met the Commissioner who then ordered the calling out 
of the B.L.H. in aid of Civil Powers pending embodiment. 

22nd August, 1948. Reinforcements of British Troops 
arrived and the Behar Light Horse were used as guides. 

25th August, 1948. All women and children w r ere 
evacuated with the assistance of Behar Light. Horse and 
military to Muzaffarpur. 

10th October, 1942. Orders received to disembody the 
Behar Light Horse. 

During these two months members of the Behar Light 
Horse in places all over the Tirhut. Division had been 
called upon to perform extremely hard duties under war 
condition and the deeds done by them to help in restoring 
law and order are many. Civil administration had at one 
time completely broken down and had it not been for the 
very good work done by all ranks of the Behar Light 
Horse, the Division would not have come under control 
so easily. It may be remarked that there was a spirit 
of complete co-operation with Behar Light Horse and 
other military ranks and there was not a single case of 
any difference of opinion between the two branches of 
the Army. 

Tpr. Vincent was promoted to S.S.M. in February 1943. 
This keen and efficient Volunteer soldier was later on 
promoted Lieutenant in the B.L.H., a position which he 
held till the final disbandment of the A.F.(I) in August 
1947. 

In April, Captain J. H. Peppe and Captain Boyle were 
allowed to be retained in the A.F.(I) even though both 
these gentlemen had reached the age limit. In the same 

B, LH 15 
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month Lieutenant A. St. .1. Macdonald resigned his 
commission, and was struck oft' the strength of the Corps. 
In May, E. T. H. Ellis resigned, and the Command of his 
Troop was taken over by A. J. B. Vincent who was granted 
a commission in the B.L.H. in the same year. 

In June, Mr. E. G. Munns of Daudpore Concern, 
Muzaffarpur, sent a cheque of Its. 1,000/- to the Area 
Commander as a small appreciation of all the Troops did 
for him and the civilians of Bihar during the August 1942 
disturbances. This money was used in the purchase of 
a library to be distributed among British hospitals and 
hostels in 101 L. of C. Area. 

Major W. N. R. Kemp was appointed A.D.C. to the 
Governor of Bihar, a post he has held to date. 

The E.M. was awarded to S.Q.M.S. M. Weatherall 
and C. I. Parr in 1943. Both these gentlemen had been 
members of the Corps for a number of years and were 
always very efficient. 

The strength of the Corps at the end of the year was 
120 all ranks, Major Kemp in Command. 

1944 opened with a strength of 117. It. will be seen 
that the strength of the Corps rapidly diminishes year by 
year. Many members resigned in 1942, as they felt they 
were unable efficiently to perform their duties as members 
of the A.F.(I) and at the same time complete their civilian 
duties. This was sad indeed, but unavoidable. Captain 
Wright was awarded the M.B.E. in the New Year's 
Honours’ List of 1944 and thoroughly deserved it. He 
worked very hard through the 1942 disturbance and was 
a real inspiration through all that difficult time. He was 
promoted to Captain in the same year with pay. 

A Camp of Exercise was held at Marhowrah from 14th 
to 17th July, and was well attended. Another concentra¬ 
tion was held at Muzaffarpur and was also well attended, 
and many valuable lessons were learnt.

2nd Lieutenant B. J. Hall was transferred to the R.L.H. 
in 1041, and was given command of f> Troop, Monghyr. 
He commanded it well right up to August 1047. 

Lieutenant Y'incent was permitted to he retained, even 
though he was over the age limit. In December 1944, 
L. Picachy of the Purncah Detachment died, and his death 
was much regretted. He had been a keen and efficient 
member for many years. 

The year closed with a strength of 109 a further 
decrease from last year. 

1945 opened with a strength of 105, Major Kemp 
commanding. In January 1945, Major Kemp was promo¬ 
ted to Honorary Lieutenant-Colonel -a richlv deserved 
promotion. In the same year .Sir 'I'. (}. Rutherford 
was appointed Honorary Colonel of the Regiment, and 
held this post till he relinquished his Office in August 
194(1 to Sir Hugh Dow. He was very popular with all 
members. 

In March 1915. the death occurred in Muzaffarpur of 
Mr. Alan Corbett. This was indeed a very sad blow to all 
who knew the kind and gentlemanly wavs of Mr. Corbett. 
He left behind him three sons, Xevill being a member of 
the Corps, and now managing his father’s business. 

Camp of Kxereise was held at Muzaffarpur in April. 
Captain Steward, Field Security Officer, was well pleased 
with the Security arrangements of the Corps. 

The retention of Lieutenant Eykyn and Lieutenant 
Vincent was further sanctioned for a year, even though 
both these gentlemen had passed the age limit. 

World War I I ended in May 1945, after six long years 
of struggle as everyone knows. In the month of June 
Captain Wright proceeded to the U.K. on release, having 
been Adjutant of the Corps for 4 years. He was missed 
by all who knew him as he had made himself very popular 
with all the members due to his zeal and efficiency. He 
handed over to Lieutenant H. F. Fell, who held the post 
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till January 1940, when he handed over to Lieutenant 
Grassic of the Gordon Highlanders. In September 1945, 
due to the scarcity of members in 1 Troop, this Troop 
was amalgamated with 2 Troop, and Lieutenant Vincent 
given command of the thus amalgamated Troop. 
A Camp was held at Monghyr in October and was well 
attended. Captain Peppe was granted the E.D. and in 
November of this year Roy Bion resigned after having 
been an Officer for 11 years. His absence was missed 
bv all who knew him. The year ended with a strength 
of 99. 

1946 opened with a strength of 99, at which figure it 
remained till August 1947. Lieutenant Fell handed over 
Adjutancy to Lieutenant Grassic in January. Lieutenant 
Grassie held the post for 9 months when due to his being 
released he handed over to Captain R. E. Norman Smith, 
who in his turn was released. He handed over to Captain 
Whitley of 4/3 Gurkhas, who officiated till I was appointed. 
I was appointed Adjutant in November 1946, and have 
been so ever since. In April 1946, B. S. Hickey went on 
the Reserve, and the C.O. of the Regiment thanked 
Sergeant Hickey for his long and valuable services. He 
joined in 1895 and was a member of the Corps rigid 
through. Colonel Kemp's Command was extended for 
another year in April 1946. Sir T. G. Rutherford resigned 
the Honorary Colonelcy of the Regiment in September 
1946 and Sir Hugh Dow was appointed. The last- 
named gentleman thus became the last Honorary Colonel 
of the Regiment. In his farew’ell letter he says :—- 

“ I shall always take some pride in having been the 
last Honorary Colonel of the most famous Volun¬ 
teer Unit in India, and wish the best of everything 
to all its Officers and men, whether they stay 
in India or Pakistan, or follow me to the old 
country.” 

Due to the great killing in Calcutta in August 1946 the 
repercussions were felt in Bihar in October and November. 
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The Monghyr Troops were embodied and called out in 
aid of Civil Power and with their 3 Armoured Cars they 
did much to restore peace south of the river. Sergeant 
Osborne commanded at this time due to Lieutenant; Hall 
being ill in hospital. The end of the year brought bad 
news, as the B.L.H. Armoury at Monghyr was rifled, 
and 16 rifles and other weapons stolen. These arms were 
never found, and are still missing. 

The year closed with a strength of 99, Colonel Kemp 
in Command. 

1917. Strength same. Colonel Kemp, O.C. 

A Camp of Exercise was held at Muzaffarpur from 16th 
up to 19th January. The Governor of Bihar was present, 
but did not inspect the Regiment. Brigadier Goadby, Com¬ 
mander Patna Sub-Area, did and he said how very pleased 
he was with the fine turn-out. The Camp dance was held 
at the MuzafTarpur Club, and a riotous time was had by all. 

The Commanding Officer made the-following speech 
and His Excellency made an appropriate reply :—• 

“ Your Excellency, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

On behalf of the Officers and Members of the Bihar 
Light Horse l welcome you and Lady Dow amongst 
us here tonight. And we thank you for giving us 
this opportunity of meeting you not only as our 
Governor but also as our Honorary Colonel. 

I am afraid it will not be possible to distribute 
the Trophies as I had hoped to do but I hope your 
Excellency will do this at a future date. 

Some people have run away with the idea that the 
Regiment is being disbanded but this is not the case 
and I have received no such instructions. It does 
not however require a very great stretch of imagina¬ 
tion to see that with our great reduction in numbers 
this is bound to happen. 

The Regiment was first raised in 1858 and a Mounted 
Corp formed in 1862. The exploits of this fine Regi¬ 
ment and th' stories told are manv. You have 
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heard the story of how' a body of men went down 
to Calcutta to kidnap the Governor of Bengal in 
connection with The Ibbot Bill. I can assure Your 
Excellency however that you are quite safe here 
tonight. 

In 1862 the Behar Mounted Rifles as they were 
then known formed an escort to the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal and I cannot do better than 
quote a passage from a letter he wrote to the Secretary 
of India ' 120 gentlemen admirably mounted and 
equipped, well trained in the use of their arms, proud 
of their status and organization and animated bv a 
spirit of mutual confidence as well as of loyalty and 
good will towards Government.' I have nothing to 
add to this and all I can say is I am proud to have 
been in command of such a fine Regiment in which 
I have now served for 10 years. 1 thank you all 
for the support and assistance you have always given 
me. All I can say now is that if we have to break 
up let us remember that famous old song ‘ Old 
Soldiers never die but only fade away,' so let us 
also not die but just quietly fade away. 

I ask you now to join me in drinking to the health 
of His Excellency and Lady Dow.’’ 

In this year, due to the fear of disbandment, the 
Regimental Trophies were allotted to various past and 
present members. These Trophies are to be distributed 
as soon as possible. The Annual Musketry Course was 
shot off in April, Tpr. Bennet winning the Rapid, Tpr. 
Parnell the Application, and Tpr. Milton the Snap-shooting 
prizes. A good day was had by all. On 12th to 14th 
July, a Camp of Exercise was held for 3 days, and was 
well attended. 

14th August brought us bad news. It was that the 
A.F.(I) ceased to exist as from 14th August midnight, as 
there was no place for it in the new dominion. Though 
it was expected it was none the less a sad blow. 
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On 15th November a farewell dinner and dance was 
held at Muzaffarpur. Major-General II. H. Stable, C.B., 
G.I.E., Area Commander, was present. 

Abou L , 120 guests attended including many Indian 
gentlemen of North Bihar, amongst them the Raja Bahadur 
of Darbhanga. It was much regretted that the Prime 
Minister of the Province was unable to attend. The 
Commanding Officer made the following speech : - 

‘ General Stable, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

We are gathered here tonight on the occasion of 
the final winding up of the Behar Light Horse which 
as you know was under the. Auxiliary Force (India) 
and as all Auxiliary Force Units have been disbanded 
we have also had to break up. I have been in this 
fine Regiment for 4 > years and have had the honour 
of commanding it for G years, and have now the 
unpleasant dutv of winding it up, a duty which I 
can assure you I feel very much knowing the Regiment 
as I do, and knowing the fine record which it has 
always maintained as a loyal unit ready at any time 
and under any conditions to carry out the wishes 
of its Government. I will not take up your time 
with a long historv of the Regiment. All I wish to 
sav is that the Regiment was originally formed as 
a volunteer corps in the year 18G2 and comprised 
chiefly of planters. Members had to buy everything 
themselves and Government only gave the arms to 
train with and the instructional staff. Then came 
the First Greit, War of 1914-191.8 and the corps was 
turned into the Indian Defence Force. This I regret 
to say was the death knell of the Regiment as all 
sorts of Rules and Regulations as to age limit, etc., 
were brought in and members who had attained the 
age limit had to go although they were hale and 
hearty. This brought our numbers down consider¬ 
ably. Then again the younger members joined up 
and from a strength of nearly 400 strong we were 
reduced to just over 200. Things were never the 
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same after this change over and on top of this came 
the second war when a further reduction was made 
owing to members joining up. Just before this the 
Auxiliary Force Act had been brought in with still 
more Rules and Regulations and all this caused a 
considerable, reduction in our numbers and eventually 
when we were disbanded our strength was just under a 
hundred. I would like now to give you a short account 
of what has been done at the time of winding up. 
As you know the Regiment had many Trophies and 
a Committee was formed to decide what to do with 
them. After many meetings and a good deal of 
correspondence the Committee finally decided as to 
how these Trophies were to be disposed of and all 
members, and past members, the addresses of whom 
we know, have been sent a distribution list showing 
to whom Trophies have been awarded and I am going 
to ask you, Sir, to be kind enough to present to 
members who are present here tonight the Trophy 
awarded to them. As regards further assets, we 
hope the military will take over our Adjutant/s 
bungalow which was built by subscriptions raised 
from members, and in addition to this there is some 
corps furniture which has been sold by public auction. 
A Committee has been formed comprising of four 
members and myself as President to decide as to 
how the funds accrued are to be disbursed. I have 
placed before this Committee proposals for a gratuity 
to be paid to the staff for their valuable services, 
and I would ask the staff to accept this in recognition 
of all they have done for the Regiment and of their 
loyal service. This gratuity I have ear-marked 
as a first call on our assets. 1 am having printed 
a history of the Behar Light Horse and it is hoped 
to be able to give every member a free copy. [ also 
propose to give to every member a small Memento 
in the shape of our badge, The Boar, suitably mounted 
on wood. After this I shall recommend to my 
Committee that a handsome donation be made to 
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the proposed Horne Guard which I understand is to 
he formed. In conclusion, I have to thank you, 
Sir, for all you have done for us and for all the co¬ 
operation and consideration you and your staff have 
shown towards us. And if I may be permitted to 
say so you have always appreciated our difficulties 
and have readily given us a helping hand, and it 
has been a pleasure to come under your command 
and your presence here tonight goes to show you 
have always taken an interest in us and we all thank 
vou for taking the trouble of coming here tonight 
to be with us on this historical occasion. I have 
also to thank all members past and present who have 
been under mv command for their unfailing duty 
and co-operation. I wish also to thank all the staff 
for the part they have played in maintaining the good 
reputation the Regiment has earned and for all the 
hard work they have put in and 1 am most grateful 
for the co-operation they have given me. I ask 
you now to rise and drink to the health of our Area 
Commander General Stable.*' 

General Stable replied : after dinner the Trophies were 
distribute:! by General Stable and dancing started. This 
was the last occasion on which all had a chance of meeting 
and thus ended the Behar Light Horse. 

The Adjutant’s bungalow is to be sold, and gratuities 
to be paid to the staff on realization of the money, and 
the final winding up is all that is now left. 

In conclusion, I would like to say how very much I appre¬ 
ciate the co-operation of the members during my tenure as 
Adjutant, and that when I leave Muzaffarpur, as no doubt 
I shall do in the near future, 1 shall leave with feelings 
of the profoundest regret. The B.L.H. at the end may 
not have been the B.L.H. of 30 years ago, it was 
however still the B.L.H. and the spirit that imbued it 
then, still imbued it, and with that I end this history, 
and hope that members will not be too critical.
